Brevities. 

Mr.  W.  Collingwood  Williams.  B.Sc,  has  resigned  his 
appointment  as  public  analyst  to  the  Preston  Corporation. 

The  Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians  is  this  week  pub- 
lishing the  first  number  of  a  monthly  paper,  "  The  Institute 
Journal." 

The  next  examinations  of  the  Spectaclemakers'  Company 
will  be  held  during  the  week  commencing  October  30.  The 
last  day  for  receiving  entries  is  September  30. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Swift,  who  has  recently  taken  over  the 
business  of  Mr.  B.  Lancaster,  at  Hillsborough.  Sheffield, 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Sheffield  Guardians  the  Union 
dispenser  for  that  district. 

Philip  Brady  (18),  electrician's  improver,  has  been 
committed  for  trial  at  the  Manchester  Assizes  for  having 
broken  into  the  house  of  Mr.  H.  Livesey.  chemist, 
Thorpe  'Street,  Oid  Trafford.  There  were  several  other 
harges  against  the  prisoner. 

Applications  to  the  Northumberland  County  Council  for 
poison-licences  have  been  made  by  the  following  persons  : 
Mr.  Wm.  Milne  (Win.  Fell  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  seed  merchants) 
and  Mr.  Wm.  Ridley,  Hexham;  Mr.  Thos.  Matheson, 
Oldgate,  Morpeth  ;  and  Mr.  Andrew  Michie,  60  Bondgate, 
Alnwick. 

A  fire  which  broke  out  on  September  25  at  the  pharmacy 
of  Mr.  H.  Griffith  Williams,  chemist  and  druggist,  118  South 
Moor,  Sheffield,  was  caused  by  a  spark  from  some  burning- 
waste  paper  igniting  some  straw.  The  bursting  of  some 
bottles  containing  acid  rendered  the  firemen's  task  of  ex- 
tinguishing the  flames  somewhat  dangerous,  out  they 
were  quenched  in  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  without  any 
personal  injury  being  done.  The  fire  was  prevented  from 
reaching  a  stock  of  benzoliue.  The1  damage  is  estimated 
at  about  60/. 

The  Board  of  Management  of  the  Early  Closing  Asso- 
ciation has  passed  a.  resolution  expressing  deep  regret  that 
the  Government  have  abandoned  the  principle  of  the 
original  Shops  Bill,  which  prevented  shop  assistants  from 
working  later  than  eight  o'clock  on  three  nights  of  the 
week.  The  Board  consider  that  "  the  present  complicated 
measure  presented  on  trades  imion  lines  is  not  likely  to 
please  either  employer  or  employed  and  will  not  assist  the 
Association  in  its  daily  efforts  to  secure  earlier  closing  of 
all  shops  in  all  parts  of  London." 

At  a  Folkestone  inquest  relative  to  the  death  of  Mrs. 
S.  A.  Driver  (56),  who  died  from  heart  failure  and  general 
debility,  the  husband  stated  that  at  deceased's  suggestion 
he  went  to  Mr.  Taylor,  chemist,  Cheriton,  for  some 
medicine  for  diarrhoea.  The  medicine  did  her  good. 
Mr.  Taylor  also  recommended  a.  fish  or  similar  diet. 
On  going  for  a  second  bottle  witness  noticed  it  was 
not  like  the  first  one,  but  Mr.  Taylor  told  him  that  he  had 
altered  it  intentionally.  Deceased,  who  died  suddenly, 
was  always  purchasing  patent  medicines.  In  summing  up 
the  Coroner  observed  that  a  chemist  had  no  right  to  pre- 
scribe for  a  person  he  had  not  seen.  The  jury  found  a 
verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes. 

Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis. 

The  second  (Cd.  5791)  of  the  .seven  volumes  of  Appendix 
promised  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis  in  their 
final  report  was  issued  on  September  21.  It  contains  481 
pages,  dealing  with  investigations  on  viruses  obtained  from' 
liases  of  lupus,  the  first  volume  (Cd.  5970)  having  dealt  with 
viruses  obtained  from  human  tuberculosis  other  than  lupus. 
In  the  fifty-four  cases  investigated  human  and  bovine  bacilli 
were  isolated  from  the  same  patient  in  two  instances,  but  in 
either  cases  the  bacilli  were  distinctly  bovine,  or  distinctly 
human.  The  bovine  type  in  the  human  subject  was 
obtained  almost  solely  from  children,  and  presumably  in- 
fection occurred  through  the  intestinal  tract.  The  cases 
show  that  injection  with  bovine  tubercle  bacilli  does  not 
always  lead  at  once  to  a  fatal  result,  so  that  they  must  be 
killed  or  changed  in  character.  Experiment  lends  no  sup- 
port to  the  view   that  human  and  bovine  tubercle  are 


capable  of  alteration  by  passage  through  other  mammals. 
Dr.  A.  Stanley  Griffith,  who  is  responsible  for  the  volumes, 
has  also  arrived  at  the  general  conclusion  that  the  lupus 
type  of  bacillus  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  intermediate  stage 
between  the  bovine  and  the  human  types,  but  that  the 
bacilli  of  lupus  which  approximate  to  the  human  type  are 
really  degenerate  forms  of  it,  and  must  not  be  regarded  as 
intermediate  forms,  or  as  standing  in  any  other  relation  to 
the  types  from  which  they  differ  in  cultural  characters. 
Wme-licences 

At  Exeter  on  Sentember  25,  the  off  wine-licence  held  by 
Mr.  J.  fiinton  Lake,  Ph.C,  41  High  Street,  was  trans- 
ferred to  J.  H.  Lake  &  Son,  Ltd. 

At  Wrexham  last  week  the  application  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
W.  T.  Harlow,  chemist  and  druggist,  for  a  protection 
order  in  respect  of  the  off  wine-licence  attached  to  the 
pharmacy  at-  2  Hope  Street  was  granted.  Mr.  Harlow  has 
taken  over  the  business  from  Mr.  Barker. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

A  very  stringent  by-law  against  .spitting  in  public  places 
has  been  passed  by  the  City  Council,  and  no  doubt  the 
pocket  spittoon  will  sell  well  in  consequence. 

Mr.  .1.  Spilsbury  is  the  accepted  council  candidate  for 
the  Yardley  division  of  the  City  under  the  new  scheme. 
Mr.  Jeffrey  Poole  is  selected  for  Rotton  Park. 

Dr.  Alexander  Findlay,  Professor  of  Physical  Chemistry 
at  Birmingham  University,  is  to  succeed  Dr.  Sudborough 
as  Professor  of  Chemistry  at  Aberystwyth  University. 

Mr.  Alfred  Bird's  Parliamentary  stipend  has  been  re- 
turned by  the  Wolverhampton  Town  Council  because  it 
was  feared  it  might  set  up  party  strife  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Manchester  Notes. 

Two  suburban  chemists  have  had  "Royal  Air  Mail  Post- 
cards "  displayed  in  their  windows  as  a  special  attraction. 
One  of  them  adds,  "  This  postcard  cost  6gtf.  to  send  to 
me.'' 

Mr.  Morten  Dodge,  chemist,  of  Albert  Square,  is  at 
present  advertising  in  the  local  Press,  "Free  drinks  of 
Karlsbad  water  to  everyone  calling  at  his  pharmacy  and 
asking  for  same." 

The  many  large  window  shows  by  local  chemists  of 
whalebone  hair-brushes  proves  the  popularity  of  this  par- 
ticular class  of  brush  at  the  present  time.  Two  firms 
devote  the  whole  of  their  main  window  to  a  special  dis- 
play of  this  type  of  brush  at  Is.  U-^d. 

The  problem  of  what  shall  become  of  the  vacant  space 
caused  by  the  demolition  of  the  old  Royal  Infirmary  in 
Piccadilly,  Manchester,  is  causing  a  great  controversy  at 
present.  One  of  the  local  papers  instituted  a  poll  to 
ascertain  whether  it  was  desired  that  the  site  should  remain 
as  an  open  space  or  be  used  for  an  Art  Gallery  or  new 
Royal  Exchange.  This  resulted  in  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  10.000  for  a  new  Royal  Exchange;  but  it  still 
remains  for  the  City  Council  to  decide  on  the  issue. 
Drug-store  Proprietors. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Incorporated 
Society  of  Pharmacy  and  Drug-store  Proprietors  of  Great 
Britain.  Ltd.,  was  held  at  Conborough's  Restaurant,  Leeds, 
on  September  21,  Mr.  W.  Huntrocls  presiding.     Mr.  Geo. 
Childe,  Mr.   A.   Farley,   Mr.  J.  Eskriett,    Mr.  W.  H. 
Hutton,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Olarkson  (Treasurer)  were  also 
present.      The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  receive  a 
deputation  from  the  Nottingham  branch,  consisting  of  Mr. 
A.  Hutchinson  (President  of  the  branch),  Mr.  R.  Hunt, 
Mr.  J.  Bunting,  and  Mr.  O.  Hooley  (Treasurer),  to  dis- 
cuss the  National  Insurance   Bill.      The  President,  in 
extending  a  welcome  to  the  Nottingham  branch,  stated  that 
although  their  efforts  to  obtain  their  lights  in  connection 
with  the  Bill  had  not  up  to  the  present  been  successful, 
their  resources  were  not  by  any  means  exhausted.  Full 
details  were  given  of  the  work  that  had  been  carried  out 
and  of  the  future  plans  of  the  Council.    While  he  believed 
there  was  an  element  of  doubt  as  to  whether  the  Bill  would  i 
pass,    every  effort  was  being  used  to  obtain  an  official  i 
recognition,  and  the  longer  the  Bill  was  delayed  the  better  . 
were  their  chances  of  obtaining  their  object,  inasmuch  as  , 
every  member  of  Parliament  who  had  been  interviewed  j 
after  chemists  had  seen  them  had  expressed  his  willing-

ness  to  vote  in  favour  of  the  members  of  this  Society. 
The  President  stated  that  although  the  final  proof  of  the 
certificate  of  membership  had  been  approved  by  a  meeting 
of  the  Council,  h©  had  delayed  publication  in  order  to 
give  the  representatives  of  the  Nottingham  branch  an 
opportunity  of  suggesting  any  improvements.  Mr. 
Hutchinson  stated  that  he  believed  that  the  certificate 
would  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  other  members  of 
the  Society.  The  President  added  that  the  large  certificate 
of  membership  would  be  ready  in  a  fortnight.  Mr. 
Hooley  said  that  in  their  own  district  retailers  were 
gradually  realising  the  necessity  of  joining  the  Society. 
Mr.  Hunt  stated  that  if  retailers  throughout  the  country 
could  have  the  least  conception  of  the  amount  of  work 
that  is  being  clone  by  the  Society,  they  would  haVe  ?n 
immediate  increase  of  membership. 

Hairdressers  and  Chemists. 

The  report  to  be  presented  to  a  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive of  the  Welsh  Hairdressers'  Federation  this  week 
animadverts  on  the  incursions  of  chemists  into  tin-  hair- 
dressers' business.  It  is  stated  that  the  sale  of  hair- 
pomad&s,  hair-washes,  shaving-soaps,  and  other  hairdress- 
ing  preparations  ought  really  to  be  confined  to  hairdressers, 
"  but  chemists  appear  to  be  quite  indifferent  to  this  aspect 
of  the  matter."    The  report  continues  : 

"It  does  seem  a.  cruelty  and  a.  debauchery  of  business 
morals  to  take  from  a  poor-paying  concern  like  the  hair- 
dresser's shop  any  chance  of  making  a  profit  by  the  sale  of 
articles  of  the  kind  mentioned;  and  the  wrongness  and  unfeel- 
ingness  of  the  position  is  made  much  more  so  by  the  fact 
that  any  extra  revenues  that  may  bo  got  this  way  drift  into 
the  pockets  of  so  w  ealthy  a  community  as  that  of  the  chemists, 
who  make  on  their  investments — who  shall  say  what  per- 
centage of  profits  as  compared  with  ours?  The  profits  of 
the  chemist  are  a  mystery — a  marvel  to  himself — and  would 
form  an  interesting  subject  for  reflection,  in  contrast  with 
the  poor  pay  which  is  earned  by  the  hairdresser." 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Nuneaton  on  September  26  a  woman  named  Rowley 
was  committed  to  the  assizes  on  a  coroner's  warrant  on  a 
charge  of  manslaughter  in  connection  with  the  death  of  her 
ten-months-old  daughter.  The  jury's  verdict  was  that 
death  was  due  to  diarrhoea,  accelerated  by  wilful  neglect 
in  feeding  and  by  improper  administration  of  laudanum. 

At  this  month's  sittings  of  the  Lampeter  County  Court 
the  adjourned  case  came  on  in  which  Mrs.  Davies,  Lampe- 
ter, sued  David  Lewis  Davies,  of  Nesby  House,  Lampeter, 
for  81.  4s.  6d.  in  respect  of  medicine  alleged  to  have  been 
supplied.  The  defence  was  that  the  medicine  was  supplied 
to  defendant's  son,  who  had  since  died,  leaving  no  estate. 
The  plaintiff  averred  that  supplies  had  been  made  to  de- 
fendant's wife,  who  had  made  payments  on  account.  The 
Judge  ultimately  referred  the  case  to  the  Registrar  so  that 
he  might  investigate  the  accounts  in  order  to  see  how  much 
was  entered  to  the  mother  and  how  much  to  the  son.  He 
advised  the  litigants  to  settle. 

At  Hastings  on  September  23,  Joseph  James,  chemist, 
was  committed  for  trial  at  the  Sitssex  Assizes  on  a  charge 
of  wilfully  murdering  Mr.  Fredk.  Wm.  Womersley 
{0.  <£•  D.,  September  23,  index  folio  466).  Prisoner,  who 
went  into  the  witness-box,  stated  : 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  13th  I  called  on  Womersley  for 
a  chat  about  business.  When  the  chat  had  ended  I  told  him 
I  should  damage  his  mantelpiece,  which  would  enable  him 
to  summon  mo  for  damages  in  the  county  court,  and  give  me 
an  opportunity  of  airing  some  of  my  grievances.  I  got  up 
from  my  chair,  which  was  at  the  table  near  the  window, 
drew  my  revolver  from  my  right-hand  pocket,  and  levelled 
it  at  the  mantelpiece.  The  muzzle  was  slightly  depressed, 
and  it  would  have  hit  the  mantelpiece  18  in.  from  the 
-shelf.  I  glanced  at  the  weapon  to  see  that  it  was  in  order, 
and  on  looking  up  saw  Mr.  Womersley  sliding  from  his  chair 
face  downwards,  and  with  his  head  towards  the  window. 
I  at  once  saw  that  his  head  was  in  the  line  of  tire.  My 
finger  was  on  the  trigger,  and  I  had  brought  slight  pres- 
sure to  bear,  and,  anxious  not  to  hit  him,  like  a  flash  I 
altered  the  direction  of  the  weapon,  but  I  had  no  time  to 
see  that  the  muzzle  had  become  acutely  depressed.  The 
explosion  took  place,  and  Womersley  was  hit  on  the  right 
haunch. 

Prisoner  added  that  the  second  shot  was  fired  by  deceased 
in  his  attempt  to  wrench  the  revolver  from  accused's 
hand.

Brevities. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Blake,  who  resigned  the  post  of  analyst  to 
tho  Banbridge  Guardians,  has  been  reappointed  at  a  salarv 
of  twenty-one  guineas. 

Messrs.  Goldon  &  Co.,  Bin',  .are  opening  a  branch  in 
Portumna,  co.  Galway,  which  will  be  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Air.  Dominic  Walshe,  Ph.C. 

.Mr.  T.  Harper,  Ph.C,  manager  of  the  compounding  de- 
partment of  Messrs.  Grattan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Corn  Market, 
Belfast,  has  been  presented  with  a  pair  of  mantel  orna- 
ments by  the  employes  on  the  occasion  of  his  recent 
marriage. 

The  railway  strike  in  Ireland  is  interfering  with  the 
delivery  of  supplies  of  drugs  to  customers  and  institutions. 
For  instance,  complaints  were  made  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Lurgan  Guardians  that  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Co. 
had  declined  to  accept  a  consignment  of  drugs  to  the 
Union.  The  Guardians  were  asked  to  advise  the  con- 
tractors to  send  the  supply  by  passenger  train. 

Mr.  Joseph  Moffet.  registered  druggist.  227  Grosvenor 
Road.  Belfast,  has  been  appointed  sub-postmaster  of  the 
district.  There  were  several  applicants  for  the  post,  but 
Mr.  Moffet 's  application  was  supported  by  a  largely  signed 
local  memorial.  Mr.  Moffet  has  been  in  business  in  the 
district  for  some  years  as  a  druggist,  and  he  is  a  member 
of  the  committee  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society 
of  Ireland. 

Irish  Sheep-dip. 
The  Council  of  the  Irish  Industrial  Development 
Association  at  their  meeting  last  week  observed  with  regret 
that  the  manufacturers  of  Irish  sheep-dip  did  not  appear 
in  have  competed  very  keenly  for  the  contract  for  the 
supply  of  the  dip  to  the  Kildare  County  Council,  who  had 
to  purchase  out  of  the  country.  The  Association  wished 
to  point  out  that  this  order,  a  fairly  large  one,  would  be 
open  again  to  competition  early  in  1912.  when  it  would 
be  advisable  and  to  the  advantage  of  the  Irish  makers 
who  specialise  in  sheep-dips  to  take  steps  to  have  their

OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


TJ.A.R.D.— The  thirteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists  has  been  held  at  Niagara 
Falls,  N.Y.,  when  700  retail  druggists  and  their  friends  were 
present,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Guilford.  Among 
the  business  discussed  were  plans  for  price-protecting,  patent 
law  amendment,  anti-trust  statutes,  and  amendments  to  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley's  efforts  in  the 
administration  of  the  State  food  and  drugs  laws  were  com- 
mended, as  a  better  quality  of  drugs  has  resulted.  The  elec- 
tion of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  resulted  as  follows : 
President,  Mr.  H.  C.  Shuptrine  (Georgia)  ;  Vice-Presidents, 
Mr.  T.  B.  Cortmell  (Delaware),  Mr.  E.  A.  Bernius  (Missouri), 
and  Mr.  S.  A.  Eckstein  (Wisconsin)  ;  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  H. 
Potts;  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  I.  Leith  (Rhode  Island). 

The  Wiley  Case — As  mentioned  last  week.  President 
Taft  has,  in  most  emphatic  language,  upheld  Dr.  Harvey  W. 
Wiley,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  in  a.  letter  addressed  to  James  Wilson,  Secre- 
tary of  that  Department.  The  President  has  refused  to  follow 
the  recommendation  of  Attorney-General  Wickersham  that 
Dr.  Wiley  should  be  permitted  to  resign.  There  will  be 
no  "  condign  "  punishment  of  Dr.  Wiley  or  Dr.  Rusby,  and 
the  President  adds  that  the  manner  of  the  latter's  engagement 
was  in  accordance  with  precedents  fallowed  for  years  in  the 
various  Government  Departments  at  Washington.  Dr. 
Keblcr  is  reprimanded  for  "disingenuous  conduct"  in  his 
letters  to  Dr.  Rusby,  which  suggests  a  "  willingness  to  resort 
to  evasion  "  that  calls  for  official  reproof.  Mr.  Bigelow  is 
held  to  have  been  "over-zealous,"  and  a  reprimand  is  ordered 
by  the  President.  Dr.  Rusby  is  held  to  be  as  guiltless  as  Dr. 
Wiley  in  this  particular  matter.  A  charge  against  him, 
however,  of  securing  the  appointment  on  the  common 
"labourers'  roll "  of  a  physician  and  expert  "whom  he 
could  use  to  do  his  work  at  a  very  small  stipend  when  he 
himself  was  called  away,"  the  President  holds  to  be  "not 
especially-  creditable."  The  case,  the  President  says,  has 
made  apparent  the  "  doubtful  legislative  policy  of  placing 
limitations  upon  bureau  chiefs  to  exact  per-diem  compensa- 
tion for  experts." 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


A  Regular  Reader  (166/10).  writing  on  September  21, 
says  :  "  I  must  admit  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is  the  best 
journal  we  have  in  our  trade." 


Municipal  Responsibility.  The  proprietor  of  a  phar- 
macy situated  at  the  corner  of  the  rue  St.  Andre  des  Arts 
and  the  rue  St  Severin,  Paris,  finding  his  business  inter- 
fered with  by  the  extensive  excavations  on  the  Place  St 
Michel  for  caissons  for  the  tube  station,  cited  the  Munici- 
pality of  Pans  before  the  Conseil  d'Etat  and  claimed 
damages.    He  was,  however,  nonsuited. 

Budget  Proposals.— Among  the  schemes  proposed  for 
raising  additional  revenue  to  balance  the  French  1912 
Budget  is  the  taxation  of  gas,  electricity,  and  acetylene 
Paraffin  is  already  heavily  taxed.  On  carbide  of  calcium, 
M.  Klotz,  the  Minister  of  Finance,  proposes  to  levy  a 
"manufacturing  tax"  of  32x.  6tl.  per  ton.  On  ordinary 
gas  he  hopes  to  obtain  a  tax  of  one  centime  per  cm.  M 
Klotz  is  a  near  relation  of  the  proprietors  of  the  well-known 
Pinaud  brand  of  perfumery. 

Opium  in  Warfare.— "  Dutch  courage"  and  the  reck- 
less excitement  produced  by  bhang  and  other  drugs  have 
been  long  familiar  to  the  student  of  warfare.  A  French 
archaeologist  has  found  in  an  old  volume  a  curious  refer- 
ence to  the  similar  use  of  opium.  Francois  Bernier,  who 
died  at  Paris  in  1688,  was  attached  to  the  person  of 
Aurungzebe  (the  famous  "  Grand  Mogul  "  of  Stuart 
times)  in  the  capacity  of  physician.  He  tells  us  of  the 
"Ragi pours"  who  fought  at  Agra  against  Aurungzebe, 
an  hereditary  race  of  warriors,  not  unlike  the  Japanese 
"Samurai."  "They  are  great  men  for  opium,  and  I 
was  often  astonished  at  the  quantity  they  consumed.  They 
commence  the  habit  in  early  youth.  On  battle-days  they 
double  the  dose,  which  animates,  or  rather,  intoxicates 
them,  and  renders  them  insensible  to  danger.  They  throw 
themselves  into  combat  like  wiild  beasts,i  knowifng  no 
retreat;  dying  at  their  Rajah's  feet  if  he  but  keep  his 
post." 

Regulations  for  Explosive  Liquids. — Some  recent 
serious  fires  and  explosions  in  the  manufacturing  districts 
of  Paris  have  induced  the  Prefect  of  Police  to  inquire  of 
the  Health  Committee  of  the  Metropolis  whether  it  is 
necessary  to  impose  special  regulations  on  chemical  and 
pharmaceutical  warehouses,  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the 
products  stored  there.  The  committee's  report,  just 
issued,  states  that  stores  of  liquids  inflammable  below 
35°  C.  should  be  specially  "classed"  as  dangerous  articles 
when  they  are  kept  near  other  combustibles.  A  "first" 
category  would  embrace  warehouses  containing  over  1,000 
litres,  a  second  those  from  100  to  1,000,  and  a  third  20  to 
100.  Other  precautions  recommended  are  (1)  that 
dangerous  products  of  different  natures  should  be 
separated  as  far  as  possible ;  (2)  that  inflammable  liquids 
should  be  placed  in  metal  cupboards,  or,  better  still,  in 
isolated  fireproof  premises,  with  a  basin-shaped  floor,  iron 
doors,  good  ventilation,  and  no  artificial  light ;  (3)  that  the 
storage  of  inflammable  goods  should  be  prohibited  in  base- 
ments ;  and  (4)  that  inflammable  liquids  should  be 
received  and  kept  in  metal  vessels. 

To  What  Base  Uses. — Saint-Saens.  the  famous  com- 
poser, is  one  of  the  few  living  celebrities  who  have  seen 
their  own  statues  erected,  but  he  is  still  little  known  as 
the  hero  of  a  recent  tale  of  a  toothbrush.    A  friend  calling 
to  fetch  him  to  dinner  found  the  musician  in  his  velvet 
lounge-jacket.    Saint-Saens  hastily  rose,  donned  his  even- 
ing dress,  and  was  about  to  step  into  the  carriage,  when  he 
suddenly  ejaculated,  "  Goodness  gracious  '  I  have  forgotten 
my  toothbrush."    He  ran  upstairs  and  speedily  reappeared, 
placing  the  precious  brush  in  his   breast-pocket.    They  j 
drove  away  and  dined.    The  host  and  his  friends  to  whom 
he  had  related  the  incident  narrowly  watched  Saint-Saens. 
When  would  he  use  his  toothbrush  ?    Cheese,  sweets,  fruit, 
coffee,  cigars  came  and  went,  but  the  brush  still  remained 
untouched.    Finally,  the  meal  over,  the  composer  took  his 
leave.    The  host  could  no  longer  restrain  himself.    "  But, 
my  dear  friend,  tell  me — why  that  anxiety  about  the 
toothbrush  on  leaving  your  home?  "    "Very  simple,  mon  i 
ami;  my  lock  is  a  little  stiff  and  I  have  to  put  the  handle 
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■of  the  brush  in  the  ring  of  the  key  as  a  lever.  Otherwise 
'I  can't  get  in." 

Renewal  of  Prescriptions. — That  "  Nothing  kills  like 
•ridicule  "  is  an  accepted  proverb.  Dr.  Henry  Martin,  a 
(prominent  Parisian  pharmacist,  gives  us  in  a  trade  jour- 
nal the  logical  conclusion  of  the  claim  of  doctors  to  limit- 
strictly  the  renewal  of  prescriptions.    This  is  it  : 

"  Here  is  a  prescription  for  a  draught  for  ray  husband," 
•says  the  lady  customer.  "  Kindly  renew  at  once ;  it  is 
urgent." 

"  Impossible,  madame,"  replies  the  urbane  but  conscientious 
-pharmacist.  "  The  prescription  is  dated  yesterday,  and  has 
-.already  been  executed." 

"  But  I  met  the  doctor  just  now  at  his  own  door,  and  he 
-said,  'Continue  the  potion.'" 

"  A  verbal  prescription  !  H'm  !  Madame,  I'm  afraid  that 
•can  hardly  suffice.    Risky,  very  risky." 

"  But  my  husband  has  a  bad  attack,  and  the  doctor  is  away 
vuntil  to-morrow." 

"  That  is  his  right." 

"  Then  why  did  you  stamp  this  paper  and  return  it  to  me  ?  " 
''Because  it  is  your  property." 

"  My  property  !    And  of  what  use  is  it  to  me,  then  ?  " 

"  It  has,  madame,  a  purely  historical  value.  You  might 
•have  it  framed.  Your  bridal  wreath  is  your  property,  but 
how  religiously  you  preserve  it  under  a  glass  ease  !  You  use 
it  no  longer — yet  it  is  yours.  This  prescription  comes  under 
•the  same  category."

New  South  Wales. 

The  Eucalyptus-oil  Industry  is  taking  an  entirely 
?new  development  owing  to  the  discovery  that  by  its  use 
.zinc  ores  can  be  separated  from  the  worthless  gangue 
.associated  with  it.  Mr.  Henry  G.  Smith,  Assistant  Cura- 
tor of  the  Technological  Museum,  has  been  reporting  to 
the  New  South  Wales  Minister  of  Labour  that  if  the 
price  can  be  lowered  the  use  of  the  oil  in  this  process 
will  be  permanent  and  increase.  The  cost  of  collecting 
leaves  and  the  scarcity  of  labour  are  the  principal  difficul- 
'ties  in  all  the  States,  and  the  use  of  machinery  for  collect- 
ing the  raw  material  and  the  use  of  larger  stills,  it  is 
thought,  will  in  a  year  or  two  enable  oils  rich  in  eucalyptol 
to  be  sold  at  6d.  per  lb.  The  large  yields  of  oil  of 
species  growing  in  New  South  Wales  would  probably  give 
rthe  greater  portion  of  the  trade  to  that  State.

INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 

"  The  Last  of  the  Poppy." — A  correspondent  of  the 
"  North  China  Daily  News  "  writes  the  following  letter 
from  Tsinchow,  on  August  11  :- 

"  I  have  just  returned  from  a  holiday-trip  to  the  Taochow 
district.  Going  by  one  road  and  returning  by  another  I  covered 
some  five  hundred  miles,  and  in  all  this  distance  I  did  not  see. 
one  field  of  poppy.  This  district  in  former  years  was  covered 
with  the  plant  from  end  to  end.  I  did  hear  of  a  little 
planted  in  by-paths  and  out-of-the-way  places,  but  the 
officials  were  rooting  it,  up  as  fast  as  it  came  under  their 
notice.  In  one  place  the  people  refused  to  do  so,  and  so 
the  Moslem  cavalry  were  sent  for,  whereupon  the  male 
members  of  the  district  in  question  fled,  leaving  the  Yamen 
underlings  to  do  their  work.  In  all  cities  through  which  I 
passed  there  were  several  men  in  the  prisons  for  some  offence 
in  connection  with  opium,  mostly  for  selling  the  drug.  In 
some  case  the  underlings  have  made  a  good  thing  out  of 
this  business.  In  one  place  a.  man  was  found  to  have  one 
plant  growing  among  some  vegetables;  he  received  1,000 
blows,  and  was  mulcted  in  a  fine  of  money  as  well." 

Ceylon  Opium  Ordinance  Amendment  Bill. — This 
measure  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lative Council  on  August  30.  The  Attorney-General  said 
there  was  only  one  amendment  of  importance,  and  that  was 
with  regard  to  the  question  of  restriction  upon  prescrip- 
tions. The  principal  Ordinance  placed  very  severe 
restrictions  upon  prescriptions.  A  prescription  could  only 
lie  kept  for  three  days,  and  when  delivered  to  a  dispenser 
to  be  made  up  it  must  be  left  with  the  dispenser  with  the 
object,  of  course,  of  preventing  prescriptions  being  used 
t'.  facilitate  the  exercise  of  a  disguised  form  of 
the  opium-habit.  Some  inconvenience  had  resulted. 
It  was  originally  proposed  to  allow  a  provincial 
surgeon  by  endorsement  of  the  prescription  to  exempt  it 
from  the  restriction ;  but  it  was  now  agreed  to  extend  this 
privilege  and  to  publish  in  the  Government  almanac  a 
list  of  the  names  of  the  medical  officers  of  the  first  grade 
who  could  endorse  the  prescriptions.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  on  the  same  day  as  the  Bill  passed  Mr.  E.  M. 
Wyatt  stated  at  a  meeting  of  the  Dikoya  Planters'  Asso- 
ciation that  he  applied  lately  to  the  local  dispensary  for 
laudanum,  and  to  two  European  firms  for  laudanum  and 
other  things  with  opium,  and  in  all  three  cases  he  had  a 
refusal.  For  this  reason  he  moved  that  the  Association 
should  urge  the  Government  to  repeal  the  clause  in  the 
Medical  Ordinance'  regarding  the  sale  of  opiates  to  estate 
superintendents  who  do  not  have  a  qualified  dispenser,  and 
this  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Chinese  Currency. — In  view  of  the  chaos  existing  in 
Chinese  currency  it  is  interesting  to  know  how  business  is 
conducted  in  a  British  pharmacy  in  Shanghai.  All  retail 
trade  among  Europeans,  writes  a  correspondent,  is  done  in 
the  Mexican  dollar  and  cents  ($11.00  =  17.  sterling,  ex- 
change fluctuating).  Salaries,  rent,  taxes,  insurance  bills, 
etc.,  are  paid  through  the  Bank  in  Shanghai  taels.  The 
rate  of  exchange  between  the  dollar  and  Shanghai  tael 
fluctuates  almost  daily.  For  instance,  $100.00  is  probablj 
worth  only  73.50  taels  to-day,  but  72.75  taels  to-morrow. 
The  rates  of  exchange  between  sterling  and  the  tael  fluc- 
tuate almost  daily  too.  It  may  be  2s.  4f|(7.  to  a  tael  to-day 
and  2s.  bd.  to-morrow.  Then  there  is  the  Haikwan  tael, 
which  relates  to  the  Customs  only.  The  Imperial  Mari- 
time Customs  fix  the  rate  every  month  for  themselves,  and 
all  import  duties  are  payable  in  H.  taels,  which  is  0.114 
time  more  valuable  than  the  Shanghai  tael.  In  addition  to 
the  above  there  is  the  Kiang-nan,  Hupeh,  and  Kwantung 
dollars,  which  are  at  a  discount  of  1  to  1^  per  cent.  ; 
there  is  also  the  Pei-yang  dollar,  which  is  at  a  discount  of 
2j  per  cent. ,  and  for  the  Kirin  dollar  10  per  cent,  is  taken 
off.  This  by  no  means  exhausts  the  list,  and  yet  the 
Chinese  Government  is  thinking  about  issuing  a  new  dollar. 
Shanghai  abounds  in  a  number  of  unlicensed  "exchange 
shops,"  from  whence  a  considerable  number  of  spurious 
coins  are  circulated,  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find,  after 
changing  a  five-dollar  note,  that  you  have  among  the  change 
one  bad  dollar  and  two  or  three  small  coins  which  even  a 
rickshaw  coolie  will  reject.  Formerly  the  spurious  coin- 
age was  kept  for  "  strangers,"  but  now  no  distinction  is 
made,  and  residents  are  victimised  readily. 
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Priced  Patents  in  the  Peninsula. — Spanish  pharma- 
cies seldom  give  prices  on  articles  which  they  show, 
but  the  Farmacia  Central  de  Regadero,  Calle  del  Correo, 
Bilbao,  is  making  an  innovation  in  this  respect.  A  tra- 
velling correspondent  observed  there  such  prices  as  Scott's 
Emulsion  3  pesetas  75,  Pink  Pills  3  pesetas  25.  and  Pas- 
tilles Valda  1  peseta  30.  Allcock's  plasters  were  on  show 
(they  have,  an  agent  in  Barcelona,  the  great  medicine  dis- 
tributing centre  for  Spain),  but  were  not  priced. 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  Spanish  agent 
also  gives  evidence  of  his  ubiquity.  The  correspondent 
saw  some  of  their  goods  at  Miranda  del  Ebro,  a  primitive 
little  town  in  itself,  though  of  some  importance  as  a  railway 
junction. 

Pharmaceutical  Advertising. — Collective  advertising 
in  the  news  columns  of  periodicals  seems  a  Spanish  spe- 
ciality, but  the  "  Mariana  "  of  Madrid,  a  halfpenny  daily, 
presents  this  in  a  new  form.  Under  the  title  of  "  The 
Streets  of  Madrid,-'  it  devotes  half  a  page  of  each  issue 
to  the  history  and  associations  of  one  of  the  thorough- 
fares of  the  city.  A  column  of  general  notes,  of  an  his- 
torical and  descriptive  character,  is  followed  by  four  or 
five  columns  of  notices  of  varying  importance  concerning 
commercial  establishments  therein  located.  The  day  I 
was  there  (writes  a  Continental  correspondent)  it  dealt 
with  the  Calle  Esparteros.  This  included  a  ten-line  notice 
of  the  pharmacy  of  Don  Eusebio  Olaiz.  and  half  a  column 
devoted  to  the  more  general  business  now  run  by  the 
successors  of  Don  Carlo  D.  Ulzurrun.  This  pharmacist 
(now  deceased)  established  a  successful  dispensing  busi- 
ness, with  a  good  trade  in  perfumery,  crude  drugs,  and 
chemicals.  He  stocked  British,  French,  and  German  goods, 
and  held  contracts  for  several  State  and  provincial  hos- 
pitals and  similar  institutions.  A  firm  selling  German  and 
French  filters  at  the  sign  of  the  "Angel"  also  gets  a 
similar  notice  in  the  "Mariana."  Filters  are,  of  course,  a 
speciality  in  this  thirsty  yet  temperate  land;  the  manner 
in  which  your  Spaniard  gulps  down  a  pint  glass  of  pure 
water  on  every  possible  occasion,  without  any  worse  effects 
than  a  mild  perspiration,  has  always  aroused  my  Northern 
envy.  One  of  the  "classic"  pharmacies  of  Madrid  de- 
votes its  whole  frontage — on  the  famous  Puerta  del  Sol 
(the  Charing  Cross  of  Madrid) — to  a  special  show  of 
filters;  prices  ranging  from  eighteen  pesetas  upwards. 
This  form  of  collective  newspaper  advertising,  if  not 
practicable  in  England,  should  be  both  novel  and  re- 
munerative in  Latin  countries,  where  the  use  of  the 
bracketed  "  communicated  "  or  its  equivalent  has  never 
been  considered  an  indispensable  feature  of  cnterprisino- 
journalism. 

Limiting  the  Number  of  Pharmacies. — The  Italian 
Pharmacy  Bill,  elaborated  by  the  Government,  and  now 
under  consideration  by  a  Select  Committee  of  Parliament, 
proposes  to  limit  the  number  of  pharmacies  in  proportion 
to  the  population,  and  empowers  the  local  authorities  to 
decide  the  question  of  the  creation  of  new  businesses,  as 
■well  as  providing  certain  regulations  regarding  the  choice 
of  a  pharmacist  to  open  a  new  business  from  those  com- 
peting for  this  right.  In  Spain  the  question  of  limiting 
the  number  of  pharmacies  has  long  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  profession.  "  The  imperious  necessity  of  limiting 
the  number  of  pharmacies  in  Spain  and  the  means  to  this 
end  "  formed  the  subject  of  last  year's  prize  essay  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Barcelona,  and  the*20Z.  has 
been  won  by  Dr.  Angelo  Calles  y  Cerrudo,  of  San  Sebastian, 
^vhere  the  winner  is  manager  of  the  pharmacy  in  the 
municipal  hospital.  He  proposes  to  divide  pharmacies 
into  three  categories,  according  to  the  number  of  persons 
residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  each  business.  The  first 
category  will  include  pharmacies  in  places  with  under 
2,500  inhabitants,  and  will  be  termed  "entrance  phar- 
macies" ;  the  second,  or  "promotion  pharmacies,"  will 
refer  to  those  supplying  the  wants  of  2,500  to  3.500 
persons;  and  the  third  category  of  "limit  pharmacies" 
will  embrace  those  situated  in  centres  with  over  3,500 
inhabitants.  He  suggests  that  four  years  after  the  passage 
of  the  law  limiting  the  exercise  of  the  profession  no  person 


would  be  permitted  to  open  a  pharmacy  except  in  accord- 
ance with  certain  regulations,  which  would  give  to  local! 
associations  of  pharmacists  the  power  to  determine  the- 
number  of  businesses  in  their  localities.  Among  many 
proposals  of  a  Utopian  nature  are  these  : 

The  sale  of  all  medicines,  including  medicinal  mineral 
waters,  is  to  be  exclusively  reserved  to  pharmacists.  Ini 
places  distant  at  least  two  hours  from  the  nearest  pharmacy 
the  owner  of  the  latter  will  be  permitted  to  establish  under 
his  own  responsibilty  a  depot  of  medicines.  A  new  edition 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  to  be  published  every  five  years, 
and  every  two  years  will  witness  the  issue  of  an  official  scale- 
of  charges  for  medicines.  A  monthly  journal  will  be  supplied! 
free  to  the  members  of  the  various  associations.  Every  pro- 
prietary preparation,  prior  to  being  placed  on  the  market- 
must,  be  approved  of  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  its  formula; 
published  in  the  journal. 

A  sop  to  the  national  revenue  is  provided  by  the  author- 
in  the  following  scale  of  annual  contributions  to  be  paid 
by  pharmacists  in  business  :  First  category,  501. ;  second, 
category,  QQl. ;  third  category,  501. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 


The  Chemical-Physical  Laboratory  of  the  Athens 
University  was  recently  burnt  to  the  ground.  The 
damage  is  estimated  at  100,000^. 

Specialities  in  Italy. — The  Italian  Government  has:- 
decided  to  raise  a  duty  of  5  per  cent,  on  pharmaceutical, 
specialities,  in  the  form  of  a  stamp  to  be  affixed  to  origi- 
nal packages.  A  part  of  the  proceeds  is  to  be  devoted  to- 
forming  a  fund  for  pensioning  pharmacists. 

Venezuelan  Imports  of  Drugs  and  Chemicals. — The 
American  Consul  at  Maracaibo  states  that  the  imports  of" 
drugs  and  chemicals  into  Maracaibo  in  1910  amounted  to- 
$117,210,  of  which  $58,837  worth  was  from  the  United 
States;  of  drugs  and  medicines  U.S.A.  furnished  $45,989* 
worth  out  of  a  total  of  $94,035 ;  of  disinfectants  $2,359* 
out  of  $5,532 ;  and  of  miscellaneous  chemicals  $10,539' 
out  of  $17,643.  He  reports  that  large  quantities  of 
patent  medicines  and  proprietary  articles  are  manufactured, 
in  Venezuela,  Maracaibo  alone  possessing  three  plants  that 
turn  out  patent  and  trade-marked  medicines.  New  drugs 
and  pharmaceutical  preparations,  he  says,  should  be  intro- 
duced into  Maracaibo  in  much  the  same  manner  as  in  the- 
United  States.  Selling  connections  must  first  be  arranged 
with  one  of  the  importing  drug-stores,  and  then  the  towns- 
should  be  worked  by  the  advertising  men.  Bills  should  be 
posted,  display  signs  placed,  and  advertisements  run  int 
the  local  papers.  Out  of  twenty  advertisements  for- 
medicinal  preparations  five  were  American,  seven  French,. 
three  Italian,  two  Spanish,  and  three  were  local  prepara 
tions.  There  seems  to  be  a  ready  sale  for  chill  and  fever- 
remedies,  catarrh  and  consumption  cures,  tonics,  liniments, 
laxatives,  and  cathartics  of  all  kinds.  There  is  also  m 
steady  demand  for  toilet-preparations,  complexion-creams.. 
cosmetics,  and  perfumery.  New  preparations  are  seldom 
successfully  introduced  through  catalogues  or  correspon- 
dence. Salesmen  must  be  sent  to  demonstrate  the  article- 
and  to  start  the  advertising  campaign.  All  advertising, 
matter,  labels,  and  directions  must  be  printed  in  Spanish. 

Austrian  Pharmaceutical  Society. — The  annual  meet- 
ing was  held  in  Teplitz  on  September  12.  Insurance- 
against  sickness  and  its  effects  on  the  pharmacist's  turnover- 
formed  the  chief  topic  of  discussion.  In  the  first  place,  tht  • 
representatives  of  the  sick  clubs  have  succeeded  in  bringing, 
about  a  decrease  in  certain  charges  for  prescription-work 
in  the  new  edition  of  the  dispensing  tariff,  and  as  the- 
latter  is  applicable  primarily  to  prescriptions  for  private- 
patients  it  follows  that  the  pharmacist's  profits  will  be- 
seriously  affected,  apart  from  the  possibilities  of  further- 
changes  in  the  same  direction,  should  the  sick  clubs  succeed 
in  their  object.  For  this  reason  the  President  of  the- 
Society,  Imperial  Councillor  Dr.  Firbas,  urged  the  necessity 
of  elaborating  a  special  dispensing  tariff  for  club-work 
instead  of  the  present  system  of  granting  a  rebate  on  the- 
charges  of  the  one  general  tariff.  Three  members  of  the- 
committee  were  appointed  to  discuss  this  question  with  thp- 
representatives  of  the  sick  clubs,  and  to  compare  the 
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•difference  in  price  resulting  from  the  application  of  the 
present  tariff  with  the  charges  provided  in  a  draft  tariff 
•drawn  up  on  behalf  of  the  Society.  The  proposal  to  raise 
ithe  income  limit  of  the  insured  from  100/.  to  150/.  is 
■opposed  on  the  grounds  that  in  country  districts  the  former 
.sum  already  represents  a  relatively  high  income,  and  any 
further  increase  would  prove  prejudicial  to  the  pharmacist. 
The  Society  also  entered  a  protest  against  the  ever- 
uncreasing  incursions  made  by  the  druggists  in  the  rights 
■of  pharmacists,  and  passed  a  resolution  asking  the  Govern- 
ment to  take  the  necessary  steps  towards  limiting  the  sale 
•of  all  remedies  to  pharmacies,  and  to  repress  with  more 
•energy  than  had  hitherto  been  shown  the  sale  of  remedies 
outside  a  pharmacy.  In  answer  to  those  who  demand  a 
higher  preliminary  standard  of  education,  the  President 
remarked  that  such  a  proposal  would  give  rise  to  many 
:serious  difficulties,  and  would  not  be  conducive  to  an  in- 
crease in  the  profits.

Pharmaceutical  Education. — The  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  educational  scheme  is  now  an  accomplished  fact, 
sand  classes  to  prepare  pharmaceutical  students  for  the 
•Qualifying  examination  commenced  on  September  5  at  the 
South  African  School  of  Mines  and  Technology,  Johannes- 
burg. This  result  has  been  brought  about  through  the 
/efforts  of  Professor  Wilkinson,  supported  by  the  Pharmacy

33oard  and  the  President  of  the  Society  (Mr.  A.  Mac- 
■donald),  all  of  whom  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that 
they  have  participated  in  the  foundation  of  the  first 
•college  for  pharmaceutical  education  in  South  Africa. 
Hitherto  students  have  been  at  a  great  disadvantage,  as 
they  had  to  work  for  the  examination  without  assistance, 
and  latterly  there  has  been  a  growing  demand  among 
senior  apprentices  of  to-day  and  unqualified  juniors  for 
systematic  tuition.  The  scheme  now  started  extends  over 
four  years,  and  is  as  follows  : 

First  Year. — Students  will  take,  in  the  first  term,  Inorganic 
'Chemistry,  Stage  I.,  and  Physics,  Stage  I.  ;  in  the  second 
term,  Inorganic  Chemistry,  Stage  I.,  Physics,  Stage  I.,  and 
Botany,  Stage  I. 

Second  Year. — First  term,  Inorganic  Chemistry,  Stage  II., 
and  Botany,  Stage  I.  ;  second  term.  Inorganic'  Chemistry, 
ktage  II.,  and  Materia  Medica,  Stage  I. 

Third  Year.— First  term,  Organic  Chemistry,  Stage  I., 
Pharmacy  and  Dispensing,  Stage  L,  and  Pharmaceutical 
Latin,  Stage  I. ;  second  term,  Organic  Chemistry,  Stage  L, 
Pharmacy  and  Dispensing,  Stage  I.,  and  Toxicology, 
istage  I. 

Fourth   Year— First  term,    Pharmacy   and  Dispensing, 
fttage  II. ;  second  term,  Revision  and  Test-papers. 
Prizes  are  to  be  given  by  the  Society  for  competition 
-among  the  students    to  encourage  the  study  of  phar- 


macy in  all  its  branches,  and  will  consist  of  books  to  bo 
selected  by  the  successful  candidates  in  each  year.  The 
Society  also  offers  a  gold  medal  to  the  candidate  who 
stands  highest  at  the  Final  examination  held  by  the  Phar- 
macy Board,  provided  he  has  been  an  apprentice  for  at 
least  two  years  previous  to  the  examination  and  ha»s 
obtained  a  minimum  of  40  per  cent,  in  each  subject  and 
a  general  aggregate  of  marks  not  less  than  60  per  cent. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal. 

The  fourth  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Pretoria  branch 
was  held  at  Alexandra  Buildings,  Pretoria,  on  August  30, 
at  8  p.m.,  Mr.  L.  R.  Tibbit  in  the  chair.  Among  others 
present  were  Messrs.  Meyerson  (Hon.  Treasurer),  Sachs, 
Anderson,  Mossop,  Jones,  Jenkins,  Cooper,  Archer,  Scott, 
Todd,  Murray,  Bull,  Spruyt,  and  E.  Galpin  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary). Fifteen  new  members  and  associates  were  proposed 
by  "the  Chairman  and  duly  elected.  The  Treasurer  presented 
the  financial  statement,  which  showed  the  branch  to  be  in 
a  sound  financial  position.  The  statement  was  adopted.  The 
Chairman  then  fully  reviewed  the  work  during  the  past 
year,  and  expressed  much  pleasure  at  the  large  increase  in 
members,  which  showed  that  a  great  spirit  of  good  will  existed 
among  them,  as  now  every  chemist  in  the  city  has  joined  the 
Society.

OUR  GERMAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


The  Salary  Fund.— Promoters  of  the  scheme  for  intro- 
ducing the  salary-fund  system  for  the  payment  of  assistants 
into  Germany  are  taking  up  an  attitude  of  resigned  hope- 
lessness in  view  of  the  negative  results  shown  by  the  scheme 
in  Austria,  where,  in  consideration  of  the  deficit  on  the  last 
half-yearly  balance-sheet,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the 
obligatory  contributions  of  employers  by  2  per  cent. 

Hospital  Dispensing.- Only  the  larger  hospitals  in 
Germany  are  provided  with  a  fully  equipped  pharmacy  under 
the  charge  of  a  qualified  .apotbeker;  indeed,  according  to 
the  statistics  for  1909,  there  were  only  343  dispensaries  of 
this  description  in  all  the  civil  hospitals,  prisons,  and  other 
institutions  in  the  whole  empire.  Smaller  hospitals  keep  a 
stock  of  medicines  and  other  appliances,  and  the  regulations 
require  that  such  preparations  as  are  kept  must  be  obtained 
from  a  regular  pharmacy  in  all  cases  in  which  the  hospital 
does  not  possess  a  dispensary  in  charge  of  a  qualified  phar- 
macist. Many  hospitals  have  transgressed  against  this  rule 
by  purchasing  their  supplies  from  wholesalers  or  druggists, 
and  now  to  put  an  end  to  this  state  of  affairs  the  Prussian 
Ministry  of  the  Interior  has  issued  a  decree  to  the  heads 
of  the  provincial  Governments  reminding  them  of  this  rule 
and  requesting  that  they  shall  see  that  it  is  rigidly  enforced. 

Sickness  Insurance.— The  progress  of  the  National 
Insurance  Bill  and  its  bearing  on  British  pharmacy  is  being 
actively  followed  in  Continental  countries.  One  of  the  chief 
points  of  interest  is  afforded  by  the  future  scale  of  charges 
to  be  introduced  for  dispensing.  This  is  largely  due  to 
the  fact  that  on  the  Continent  official  dispensing  tariffs  were 
in  existence  before  the  introduction  of  compulsory  insurance, 
and  these  charges,  although  primarily  intended  for  private 
patients,  were  made  applicable  to  club  practice,  with  the  sole 
restriction  of  a  compulsory  rebate.  The  sick-club  organisa- 
tions have  for  long"  been  dissatisfied  with  this  course  _  and 
demand  the  creation  of  a  special  tariff  for  club  prescriptions. 
Therefore  any  proposals  to  this  end  advanced  to  meet  British 
requirements,  where  a  tariff  will  have  to  be  elaborated 
especially  for  club  work  before  being  applicable  to  general 
dispensing,  assume  greater  importance  in  view  of  the  sugges- 
tions they  may  offer.  This  is  reflected  in  the  detailed  report 
on  the  proposals  for  a  national  dispensing  tariff,  which 
appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.  of  August  19  (index  folio  324),  con- 
tained in  the  leading  German  pharmaceutical  journal.

TRADE  LAW. 

Notice  to  Commercial  Travellers.— In  the  case  of  Moo 
v.  Brown,  which  came  before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  in  the 
City  of  London  Court  last  week,  the  plaintiff,  a  commercia 
traveller,  contended  that  where  a  traveller  is  engaged  at 
salary  and  expenses  it  is  the  universal  custom  of  the  commer 
cial  world  that  he  should  have  three  months'  notice  or  salar 
instead.  Defendants  denied  the  existence  of  this  custom,  and 
the  jury  found  that  there  is  no  custom  such  as  plaintiff 
alleged. 

Collection  of  Accounts  by  Travellers.— In  the  City 
of  London  Court  last  week  a  Bow  tradesman  was  sued  by  a 
City  firm  for  14/.,  being  value  of  goods  supplied.  The 
defence  was  that  the  money  had  been  paid  to  the  traveller 
who  took  the  order,  but  the  plaintiffs  explained  that  theii 
travellers  were  not  authorised  to  collect  accounts.  There 
upon  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  said  he  was  not  surprised  at 
the  defendant  paying  the  man  who  had  taken  the  order. 
The  plaintiffs  had  not.  put  any  notice  on  the  invoice  to  the 
effect  that  their  customers  must  not  pay  their  travellers.  If 
firms  did  not  care  to  take  a  sensible  precautionary  measure 
of  that  description,  they  must  either  take  the  risk  of  the' 
travellers  taking  money  and  not  accounting  for  it,  or  they 
must  insist  on  their  travellers  being  guaranteed  in  the  way 
that  other  people  are  who  are  in  the  position  of  being  able 
to  collect  accounts.  There  was  nothing  suspicious  in  the  case 
before  him,  and  it  would  be  terribly  unfair  to  make  the 
defendant  pay  over  again  an  account  which  he  had  paid  to 
the  man  who  took  the  order.  Therefore  he  gave  judgment 
for  the  defendant. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At,  Biggleswade  on  September  20,  Herbert  John  Brookes 
Henlow,  was  fined  11.,  and  costs,  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre  which  was  90  per  cent,  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite. 
Defendant  volunteered  the  explanation  that  he  had  had 
the  drug  in  stock  for  five  years. 

County  Court  Case. 

Tooth-extraction. 
At  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  on  September  26,  David 
Gowdy,  2  Cherryvale  Street,  Woodstock  Road,  sued 
Samuel  Carson,  41  Albertbridge  Road,  Belfast,  tooth- 
extractor  and  registered  druggist,  to  recover  30/.  damages 
for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  the  plaintiff  through 
alleged  negligence  in  extracting  a  tooth,  and  for  conse- 
quential loss,. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Brown  was  counsel  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr. 
James  Reid  for  the  defendant.  Plaintiff  deposed  that  he 
went  on  May  13  to  defendant  to  have  a  tooth  extracted, 
and  that  an  anaesthetic  was  injected.  When  the  effect  of 
the  anaesthetic  wore  off,  his  jaw  became  very  painful,  and 
about  twelve  days  afterwards  two  small  portions  of  bone 
came  away.  A  doctor  told  him  he  was  suffering  from  the 
effects  of  "anaesthetic  poisoning."  He  paid  defendant  a 
shilling  for  his  services. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Adams  said  he  found  the  plaintiff  suffering 
from  inflammation  of  the  glands  under  the  right  jaw.  It 
might  arise  from  an  unskilful  dental  operation. 

The  Judge  :  "  It  might  equally  arise  after  a.  skilful  ex- 
traction." 

Witness  treated  plaintiff  for  the  gland  under  the  jaw. 
not  the  gum.  As  far  as  witneso  could  see,  plaintiff 
had  not  lost  part  of  his  jaw.  The  pieces  of  bone  spoken 
of  by  the  plaintiff  might  be  minute  portions  from  the 
socket  of  the  tooth."  At  this  stage  the  Judge  said  the  case 
had  taken  an  extraordinary  turn.  He  would  have  to  act 
on  the  evidence  of  the  plaintiff's  doctor,  who  said  the 
plaintiff's  condition  was  not  necessarily  caused  by  any 
negligence  or  want  of  skill  on  the  part  of  the  defendant. 

The  case  was  dismissed  on  the  merits.

Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  first  meeting  of  creditors  under 
this  failure  was  held  on  Thursday,  before  Mr.  G.  W.  Chap- 
man, Official  Receiver,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court. 
According  to  the  debtor's  statements,  he  now  assists  in  and 
superintends  the  business  at  2  Wells  Street,  Cable  Street, 
Stepney,  carried  on  by  Noble's  Drug-stores,  Ltd.,  at  a  weekly 
salary  of  3/.  He  purchased  the  business  six  years  ago  for 
200/.,  and  owing  to  shortness  of  capital  and  other  causes  he 
sold  it  in  June  1908  to  the  company  for  993/.  in  shares,  which 
are  deposited  with  his  bankers  as  security  for  a  loan.  The 
company  is  still  working.  The  debtor  returns  liabilities 
about  360/.  The  petitioning  creditors  are  the  National  Cash 
Register  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  claim  160/.  under  a  judgment 
obtained  for  arrears  of  instalments  alleged  to  be  due  for  hire 
of  cash  registers  and  costs.  He  defended  the  claim  on  the 
ground  of  fraudulent  misrepresentation,  but  in  the  County 
Court,  judgment  was  given  against  him,  and  the  decision  was 
upheld  by  the  Divisional  Court.  The  debtor  explained  that 
he  desired  to  take  the  matter  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  but  had 
been  stopped  by  these  bankruptcy  proceedings.  The  Chair- 
man observed  that  the  case  would  remain  in  his  hands  to  be- 
wound-up  in  the  ordinary  course  of  bankruptcy,  but  he  would 
delay  the  application  for  an  order  of  adjudication  to  give 
the  debtor  an  opportunity  to  take  his  action  to  the  Court  of 
Appeal.

of    manslaughter  in  connection 
with  the  death  from  scarlet  fever  of  a  child  whom  he  had? 
attended  ;  but  he  was  acquitted,  as  it  could  not  be  proved? 
that  the  "  febrifuge  "  had  done  any  harm.    He  had  genu- 
ine faith  in  the  virtues  of  his  "proprietary,"  as  he  sup- 
plied it  free  to  very  poor  people  who  could  not  afford  to  pay 
either  for  doctor  or  medicine,  and  it  is  reckoned  that  he- 
must  have  given  away  an  enormous  amount  in  this  manner. 
Mr.  Jackson  began  business  in  a  drug  and  herb  shop  before- 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  was  a  typical  representative- 
of  the  old-time  chemist  and  druggist  with  a  prescribing 
business.

Sequarine. — We  have  received  from  Messrs.  C.  Richter 
&  Co.,  Albion  Hotise,  59-61  New  Oxford  Street,  London, 
W.C.,  a  copy  of  Dr.  L.  H.  Goizet's  book  "  The  Trans- 
fusion of  Life,"  which  contains  a  description  of  the  origin 
and  uses  of  sequarine.  This  serum,  referred  to  in  the  book 
as  orchitine,  is  prepared  from  the  testicles  of  freshly 
killed  excited  guinea-pigs  by  the  following  method  :  Equal 
weights  of  orchitic  pulp  and  chemically  pure  sterilised 
glycerin  are  macerated  for  forty-eight  hours,  and  then  is 
added  an  equal  quantity  of  distilled  water  containing  in 
solution  2  per  cent,  of  sodium  chloride,  2  per  cent,  of 
borax,  and  1  per  cent,  of  boracic  acid.  The  liquid  is  then 
filtered  in  a  d'Arsonval  filter  and  the  liquid  used  with  a 
fresh  quantity  of  pulp.  This  is  repeated  four  times,  the 
mother-orchitine  containing  30  per  cent,  of  active  prin- 
ciple. This  is  then  diluted  with  four  times  its  volume  of 
the  sodium  chloride  and  borate  solution  referred  to  above, 
and  is  then  sterilised  and  placed  in  ampula?.  The  sterili- 
sation-process consists  in  placing  the  liquid  into  a  long 
glass  tube  traversed  from  end  to  end  by  several  platinum 
wires,  through  which  an  electric  current  is  passed  for  two 
hours,  the  contents  being  shaken  in  the  meantime.  The 
liquid  is  then  filtered  through  "  finely  porphyrised  ferru- 
ginous dross."  Sequarine  is  administered  by  preference 
hypodermically  and  deeply  injected,  a  glass  readily 
sterilisable  syringe  being  employed.  The  skin  of  the 
buttocks  or  belly,  is  first  rendered  antiseptic  by  the  use  of 
a  solution  of  mercury  perchloride  1  gram,  sodium  salicylate 
2  grams,  distilled  water  1,000  grams,  followed  by  wiping 
with  sulphuric  ether.  The  usual  dose  is  1  c.c,  and  it  is 
administered  in  neurasthenia,  general  debility,  etc.  Sequa- 
rine is  prepared  at  Kreuzlingen,  in  Switzerland,  after  the 
method  of  Brown-Sequard  and  Goizet,  by  Messrs.  C. 
Richter  &  Co. ,  the  commercial  successors  of  a  family  of 
pharmacists  whose  business  was  first  established  in  1782. 
Mr.  C.  H.  F.  Richter  manages  the  London  business.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Nine  deaths  have  been  reported  as  due  to  poisons  since  our 
issue  of  last  week.  Of  these  the  deaths  caused  by  misadven- 
ture numbered  four. 

Carbolic  Acid. — At  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Rose  E.  L. 
Attwood  (27),  Lower  Tooting,  Dr.  Freyberger  deposed  that 
death  was  due  to  combination  of  carbolic  acid  and  gas  poison- 
ing. "  Suicide  during  temporary  insanity  "  was  the  jury's 
verdict. 

Chlorodync. — At  the  inquest  held  at  Portsmouth  on  Ellen 
Hawes  (57),  who  died  from  -an  overdose  of  chlorodyne,  the 
jury  returned  an  open  verdict. 

Chloroform. — Margaret  Power  (52),  of  New  Ross,  Wexford., 
was  found  dying  on  a  sofa  with  a  bottle  of  chloroform  beside 
her.  The  jury  found  the  cause  of  death  was  heart-failure, 
resulting  from  an  overdose  of  chloroform,  evidently  taken. 
to  relieve  pain. 

Corrosive-poisoning. — Arthur  Beadle  (38),  labourer, 
Bromley,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Poplar  Sick  Asylum 
suffering  from  corrosive-poisoning  and  immersion  in  the 
River  Lea,  died  there.  The  jury  found  deceased  committed 
suicide  while  temporarily  insane. 

Narcotic-poisoning  caused  the  accidental  death  of  Major 
Raby,  retired  Army  officer,  Paignton,  who  had  taken  an 
overdose  of  some  soporific. 

Salt  of  Lemon  taken  in  mistake  for  Epsom  salt  was- 
responsible  for  the  death  of  a  Norwich  insurance-agent  named. 
George  Simpson  (56). 

Spirit  of  Salt. — At  the  City  Coroner's  Court,  London,  Dr. 
F.  J.  Waldo  inquired  into  the  death  of  Albert  Andrew  Lesk 
(21),  of  Manor  Park,  who  intentionally  ended  his  life  by 
taking  spirit  of  salt.  Mr.  R.  Greenacre  deposed  that  he 
took  Lesk  to  Messrs.  Ralph  Cassie  &  Co.,  chemists,  49  New- 
gate Street,  and  asked  for  an  antidote  for  spirit-of-salt  poison- 
ing, but  the  chemist  told  witness  that  it  was  not  his  business- 
to  give  one  and  told  him  to  take  the  sufferer  to  a  hospital.. 
P.O.  Freeman  also  said  he  asked  the  chemist  for  some  chalk 
and  water,  having  himself  had  a  St.  John  Ambulance  train- 
ing, but  it  was  refused.  He  then  went  to-  an  adjoining 
tobacconist  and  obtained  some  whiting  and  water,  which  he 
administered.  Notice  of  the  inquest  had  been  given  to  the 
chemist,  but  the  Coroner's  officer  said  he  replied  that  there 
was  no  necessity  for  him  to  attend,  as  it  was  not  his  business 
to  treat  people.  In  answer  to  the  Coroner,  an  inspector  of 
police  said  he  had  never  known  a  chemist  to  refuse  what  was 
asked  for  in  a  case  like  this,  but  he  took  it  the  chemist  was 
quite  within  his  rights.  The  Coroner :  I  suppose  if  they 
gave  a  wrong  antidote  and  it  made  the  man  worse  they  would, 
be  blamed?  The  Coroner's  Officer:  That  is  what  he  said, 
sir.  He  said  if  the  man  died  he  would  be  in  trouble  directly. 
The  manager  of  Mr.  D.  R.  Evans,  grocer  and  colourman, 
Ivy  Lane,  E.C.,  at  whose  shop  the  deceased  said  he  purchased 
the  spirit  of  salt,  stated  no  trace  could  be  found  of  any 
such  sale.  After  Monday  next  spirit  of  salt  would  have  to- 
be  sold  in  coloured  bottles  and  labelled  "  Poison."  Dr. 
A.  W.  Stott,  house  physician  at  St.  Bartholomew's,  who 
attended  to  the  deceased  in  the  hospital,  said  he  would  not 
like  to  say  that  if  the  youth  had  been  given  chalk  and  water 
by  the  chemist  .as  an  antidote  to  the  poison  it  would  have 
saved  life,  though  there  was  just  the  possibility  that  it  might 
have  done  so.  The  immediate  cause  of  death  was  heart- 
failure  due  to  the  taking  of  spirit  of  salt.  In  answer  to  the 
Coroner,  Dr.  Stott  said  that  it  was  a  very  common  thing  to 
take  persons  to  chemists  before  doctors.  He  thought  it  was 
wrong.  No  chemist  had  any  right  to  prescribe,  and  he 
thought  that  by  doing  so  they  got  in  trouble  with  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  which,  however,  was  not  as  aetive  as  it 
might  be.  The  Coroner  said  he  thought  that  was  a  strong 
opinion,  coming  from  a  doctor,  and  pointed  out  that  the 
chemist  was  not  asked  to  prescribe.  Witness  answered, 
"  Some  chemists  are  prejudiced  against  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Association."  Continuing,  the  doctor  said  in  this 
case  the  chemist  was  acting  strictly  within  his  rights.  Asked 
if  he  thought  anyone  should  be  allowed  to  sell  deadlv  poisons 
like  spirit  of  salt,  Dr.  Stott  said,  "  If  they  are  labelled,  yes. 
because  they  are  so  widely  used  for  commercial  purposes." 
The  jury  found  that  the  deceased  died  from  poisoning  by 
spirit  of  salt,  self-administered,  but  that  there  was  not  suffi- 
cient evidence  to  show  the  state  of  his  mind. — Clara  Jane 
Seabrook  (48)  died  in  the  Seamen's  Hospital,  Greenwich,  from 
the  effects  of  spirit-of-salt  poisoning.  Frederick  Charles 
Wiffen,  manager  for  an  oil  and  colour  merchant  at  31  Tra- 
falgar Road,  East  Greenwich,  stated  that  he  sold  a  penny- 
worth of  spirit  of  salt  to  a  woman  of  about  fifty  years  of 
age,  and  labelled  the  bottle  "  Poison.    Must  not  be  taken."  I

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The  B.P.  Editors. 


HE  appointment  of  Dr.  Tirard  and  Professor  Greenish 
as  Editors  of  the  next  edition  of  the  British  Phar 
macopoeia    has    been    commented    upon    by    the  Press 
generally.    The   "Daily    Sketch."  in    referring  to  the 
matter  under  the  headline  "The  Doctors'  Bible,"  says 

"  It  is  not  really  th©  doctors'  Bible,  for,  contrary  to 
popular  belief,  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  not  to  be  found 
on  the  bookshelf  of  every  medical  practitioner.  But  every 
doctor  knows  its  formulse,  and  every  chemist  who  dispenses 
drugs  keeps  a  copy  of  the  bulky  tome  somewhere  behind  his 
glittering  rows  of  medicine-bottles,  perfume-phials,  and  piles 
of  scented  soaps.  The  busy  world  of  doctors  and  chemist 
and  druggists  would  be  more  or  less  at  sea  without  it 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  a  new  edition  is  an  event  to  be 
talked  about.  .  .  .  The  Pharmacopoeia  is  issued  under  an 
Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1858,  directing  the  compilation 
of  a  list  of  medicines  and  compounds,  and  the  manner  of 
preparing  them,  and  it  is  intended  as  a  uniform  standard 
and  guide  to  the  composition  of  all  recognised  medicines 
other  than  proprietary  articles.  It  is  important  to  remember 
that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  not  the  place  to  discover 
the  composition  and  virtues  of  the  newest  things  in  medi- 
cine. Fashionable  drugs  of  the  passing  hour  find  no  honoured 
place  within  its  pages.  For  drugs,  like  words,  have  to  win 
their  way  to  common  acceptance  before  they  can  hope  to 
enter  the  great  drug-dictionary.  It  is  only  when  a  drug  has 
obtained  sufficient  approval  to  be  in  general  use,  and  has, 
so  to  speak,  determined  its  position,  that  the  editors  of  the 
Britsh  Pharmacopoeia  stoop  to  notice  its  existence. 

"  In  the  course  of  years  hundreds  of  new  drugs  come  into 
use.  It  is  certain  that  th©  new  version  will  see  numerous 
deletions,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  close  on  300 
medicines  or  mixtures — some  being  new  compounds  of  old 
drugs— claiming  admission  to  the  pages  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. Most  of  them  are  supported  by  recommendations 
from  various  medical  and  pharmaceutical  bodies.  Here  are 
just  a  few  drugs  which  look  like  winning  Pharmacopoeia 
honours :  Adrenalin,  aspirin,  resorcin,  urotropin,  veronal. 
Of  these,  perhaps,  aspirin  and  veronal  are  best  known  to  the 
lay  intelligence,  the  former  being  used  for  neuralgic  and 
rheumatic  ailments,  the  latter  as  a  hypnotic." 

Dr.  Nestor  Tirard,  the  Medical  Editor,  was  for  fifteen 
years  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics  at 

King's  College,  Lon- 
don. He  has  been 
Examiner  in  these 
subjects  at  the 
Eoyal  College  of 
Physicians,  the  Vie- 
to  r  i  a  University, 
and  the  University 
of  London.  For 
many  years  he  was 
Secretary  and  subse- 
quently Chairman 
of  the  Therapeutic 
Committee  of  the 
British  Medical  As- 
sociation. W  h  e  n 
the  last  revision  of 
the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia was  under- 
taken Dr.  Tirard 
was  appointed  Sec- 
.    „        .  retary  of  the  Phar- 

macopoeia Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  and 
iqoqT  U6d  111  that  caPacit.y  to  the  present  time.  In 
IWii  he  was  a  member  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  revise  the  medical  scales  of  mer- 
chant ships  and  he  has  again  been  engaged  in  the  revision 
which  we  fully  described  a  month  ago.  In  1910  he  was 
sent  by  the  British  Government  to  represent  the  General 
-Vledical  Council  at  an  International  Conference  held  in

of  the  section  on  Vegetable  Purgatives  in  the  "  Text-book 
ot  Pharmacology  and  Therapeutics";  he  has  read  many 
papers  on  new  remedies  at  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine 
and  other  societies,  and  has  published  a  "'Text-book  of 
Medical  Treatment." 


Professor  Greenish  has  a  place  of  his  own  in  British 
pharmacy.  As  a  microscopist,  pharmacognocist .  ami  teacher 
he  is  best  known 
abroad,  and  his 
name  is  attached  to 
numerous  publica- 
tions on  these  sub- 
jects, including  his 
text-book  of  mate- 
ria medica  and  his 
work  on  the  micro- 
scopy of  food  and 
drugs.  But  the  fact 
should  also  be  noted 
that  the  Professor 
has  never  lost  touch 
with  practical  phar- 
macy, and  the  re- 
sults of  numerous 
investigations  which 
he  has  directed  have 
improved  galenical 
processes  and  per- 
fected preparations. 
These  qualifications,  combined  with  his  literary  experi- 
ence and  sound  judgment,  fit  him  peculiarly  for  the  B.P. 
editorship.

SCHOLTZ  deals  with  the  alkaloidal  constituents  of  this 
drug  (Ckondrodcndon  tomcntosum)  in  the  "  Archiv 
del-  Pharmazie"  (1911,  249,  408).  In  a  former  contribu- 
tion he  showed  that  by  extraction  of  the  powdered  root 
with  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  and  precipitation  by  alkali,  a 
brownish  amorphous  mass  was  obtained  which  contains 
about  10  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloid  bebeerine  and  90  per  cent, 
of  other  alkaloids.  He  has  now  separated  the  principal 
accompanying  alkaloid,  which  he  terms  "  chondrodine." 
The  alkaloidal  mass  was  extracted  with  ether,  which 
removed  the  bebeerine.  The  residue  was  then  extracted 
with  chloroform  and  the  solvent  evaporated.  The  varnish  - 
like  mass  left  behind  was  dissolved  in  methyl  alcohol.  A 
very  small  amount  of  bebeerine  crystallised  out,  and  on 
evaporation  of  the  filtered  solvent  a  somewhat  greasy 
mass  was  left  behind.  This  yielded  chondrodine.  It 
could  not  be  obtained  in  a  crystalline  form.  It  melts  at 
218°-220°  C,  and,  as  a  result  of  several  combustions,  the 
author  assigns  to  it  the  formula  C^H^O^N.  The  follow- 
ing salts  were  prepared  from  the  amorphous  base  :

The  alkaloid  is  a  tertiary  base,  as  is  shown  by  its  com- 
bination with  one  molecule  of  methyl  iodide  to  form  the 
compound  C,8H,,04N.CH3I.  This  is  a  crystalline  com- 
pound melting  at  273°  C.  From  a  determination  of  the 
methyl  radical  combined  with  both  oxygen  and  nitrogen, 
it  was  shown  that  one  CH30  group  and  one  CH,N  group 
are  present.  A  diacetyl  derivative  and  a  dibenzoyl  deriva- 
tive were  prepared,  proving  that  two  hydroxyl  groups  are 
present.  It  was  also  found  possible  to  esterify  the  alkaloid, 
and  a  diethyl  chondrodine  was  prepared  which  melted  at 
205°-207°  C.  The  author  concludes  that  the  relationships 
of  the  two  alkaloids  are  indicated  by  the  following 
formulae  :

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SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS.

Savin  Oil.— According  to  Elze,  the  high  optical  rotation 
of  this  oil  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  contains  about  45  per 
cent,  of  sabinyl  acetate,  an  ester  having  sp.  gr.  0.972  and 
optical  rotation  (100  mm.)  +79°.  The  lower  boiling  frac- 
tions of  the  oil  contain  decyl  aldehyde,  and  gcraniol  and 
dihydrocumio  alcohol  wore  found  in  the  high  boiling  frac- 
tions. 

Alpinia  Oil.— TJltee  has  distilled  the  essential  oil  from  the 
rhizome  of  Alpinia  Galanga,  grown  in  Java.  The  oil  has  a 
lemon-yellow  colour  and  a  strong  aromatic  odour.  It  has 
sp.  gr."0.9847,  optical  rotation  (100  nun.)  +4°  20',  acid-valuo 
1.8,  and  ester-value  143.8.  Its  principal  constituent  was  found 
to  be  methyl  cinnamate.  Small  quantities  of  pinene,  cineol, 
and  camphor  wero  also  present. 

Morphine  Derivatives.— Wieland  and  Kappelmeier 
("Liebig's  Annalen,"  1911,  50)  have  shown  that  when  nitric 
and  nitrous  oxide  gases  are  passed  into  an  aqueous  solution  of 
a  morphine  salt  a  nitrosomorphine  is  produced,  and  also  the 
nitrate  of  a  base  of  the  formula  CitHuNjO.,  which  forms 
yellow-orange  crystals.  It  is  converted  by  heating  with  a 
little  water  into  a  colourless  nitrate  of  the  base  CHuNOe. 

Synthesis  of  Nicotine.— Auzies  (French  patent.  No. 
425370)  has  prepared  synthetic  nicotine  in  the  following 
manner:  Equimolecular  weights  of  pyridine  and  a  halogen 
substitution  product  of  mothyl-pyrrolidine  are  allowed  to 
react  in  the  presence  of  thionvl  chloride  (SOaCh).  Nico- 
t.yrine  results,  which  is  easily  converted  into  nicotine.  Or 
equal  quantities  of  pyridine  and  methyl-pyrrolidine  are 
allowed  to  react  directly,  when  nicotine  results. 

The  Fat  of  Cochineal.— Huerre  ("  Journal  do  Phar- 
macia," 1911,  2,  56)  has  examined  the  fat  of  the  cochineal 
insect.  The  amount  present  varies  from  7.5  to  8  per  cent., 
wr  in  rare  cases  as  low  as  5.5  per  cent.  An  exhaustive 
research  into  the  nature  of  the  fatty  acids  was  carried  out, 
with  the  result  that  they  were  found  to  consist  of  oleic  acid 
(35),  linoleic  acid  (8),  and  myristic  acid  (57).  The  following- 
are  the  general  characters  of  the  fat:  Melting-point,  32°; 
iodine-value.  50.5:  free  acids,  89  per  cent.;  iodine-value  ol 
the  fatty  acids,  45.9  ;  glycerides,  8  per  cent. ;  unsaponifiable 
matter,  3  per  cent. 

Epinine.—  Professor  Johnnn  Bibcrfeld  has  replied  in  the 
"  Apotheker  Zeitung "  to  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.'s  observations  (C.  <(•  D..  September  23,  index  folio  476). 
He  admits  that,  chemically  speaking,  epinine  is  kindred  to 
liomorenone,  and  that  lie  lias  himself  mixed  up  the  formulas. 
On  the  other  hand,  ho  says,  "I  must  maintain  my  statement 
with  regard  to  the  physiological  values."  In  experiments 
on  animals  Professor  Bibcrfeld  says  ho  has  kept  to  the 
indications  in  the  booklet  issued  with  the  original  solution, 
and  has.  for  example,  when  about  to  inject  2  mg.  of  epinine, 
diluted  1  c.c.  of  the  original  solution  with  4  c.c.  of  normal 
saline  solution  and  injected  1  c.c.  of  the  mixture.  The  Pro- 
fessor asserts  that  in  blood-pressure  experiments  epinine  does 
not,  in  comparison  to  adrenalin,  etc.,  possess  a,  value  of 
1  :  10,  but  a  value  of  1  :  50  or  less. 

American  Wormseed  Oil.— This  oil,  which  is  being 
used  to  a  considerable  extent  as  an  anthelmintic,  has  been 
investigated  by  E.  K.  Nelson  ("Chemiker  Zeitung,"  1911, 
107,  451).  He  finds  that  pure  wormseed  oil  should  have  the 
following  characters:  Specific  gravity  at  25°/25°  =  0.955  to 
0.970;  optical  rotation  -  5.4°  to -8.8°';  refractive  index  at 
25°  =  1.4723  to  1.4726.  The  sample  actually  used  for  the  experi- 
ments had  the  following  characters:  Specific  gravity  at 
25°  =  0  9694;  optical  rotation  —4°  35';  refractive  index  at 
20°  =  1.4780;  acid-value.  0;  ester-value,  5.  Para-cymene  and 
dextro-camphor.  as  well  as  ascaridol  (which  was  isolated  by 
Schimmel  &  Co  ),  were  found  to  be  present.  Ascaridol  reacts 
with  a  saturated  solution  of  iron  sulphate  to  form  a  glycol 
of  the  formjla  C'ioHi.Oj.  melting  at  62.5°-64°,  boiling  at 
272°,  of  specific  gravity  1.0981,  and  refractive  index  at  20°. 
1.4796.  It  forms  well-defined  bonzoates,  the  monobenzoato 
melting  at  136°-137°  and  the  dibenzoato  at  116°-117.5°. 
Ascaridol  is  probably  a  peroxide,  related  to  cineol. 

Swe°t  Mitre  Analysis.-  Herting  ("Arch.  Pharm.," 
1911,  286)  publishes  a  new  method  for  the  volumetric  assay 
of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre.  Into  a  100-c.c.  stoppered  flask  are 
introduced  successively  10  c.c.  of  water,  5  c.c.  of  a  cold 
saturated  solution  of  potassium  chlorate,  and  5  c.c.  of  the 
spirit  to  be  tested,  and  finally  5  c.c.  of  10-per-cent.  nitric 
acid.  The  whole  is  shaken  at  intervals  for  thirty  minutes. 
Deeinormal  solution  of  silver  nitrate  (10  c.c.)  is  now  added, 
and  tho  whole  well  shaken.  A  few  drops  of  iron-ammonium 
sulphate  are  now  added  as  indicator,  and  the  excess  of  silver 
nitrate  titrated  with  deeinormal  potassium  thiocyanate  solu- 


tion.    From  the  number  of  c.c.  of  silver  nitrate  solution 

which  have  been  decomposed  the  percentage  of  ethyl  nitrite 

can  be  calculated  from  the  following  formula  :

OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS.

"  Americanitis. " 

is.  T  siippo.se,  a  disease.  Judging  by 
analogy,  the  word  should  mean  inflammation  of  the  Ameri- 
can, in  which  case  I  fear  the  Rexall  Company  have  got  it 
badly.  Their  poet  appears  to  have  it  in  a  malignant  and 
highly  infectious  form.  One  can  well  believe  that  such 
verses  as  his,  quite  apart  from  any  music  to  which  they 
may  be  set  (they  have  none  of  their  own),  would  frazzle 
the  nerves  of  any  person  of  ordinary  sensibility,  to  say 
nothing  of  a  Tetrazzijii.  The  contagion  appears  to  be 
spread  by  "  boosting,"  and  to  boost  is,  in  English,  to  hoist 
or  shove  up.  Lowell,  I  grieve  to  say,  uses  the  word  in 
one  of  his  more  familiar  poems — 

"Bacchus,  that  now  is  scarce  induced 
To  give  Eld's  lagging  blood  a  boost  *' 

■ — but  Lowell  himself  was  not  quite  free  from  the  disease 
this  symptom  indicates.  In  its  milder  forms  we  have 
long  been  familiar  with  it  on  this  side  of  the  water,  but 
we  are  now  threatened  with  a  systematic  attempt  to  spread 
it  among  us.  Rexall  is  a  typical  instance;  it  has  all  the 
most  characteristic  symptoms.  It  neglects  no  possible 
adjunct  to  business.  Public  prayer  as  a  preliminary  to  a 
discussion  of  the  best  means  of  drawing  trade  is,  I  fancj  . 
a  distinctively  though  not  a  peculiarly  American  notion, 
due,  no  doubt,  to  an  aggravation  of  that  "  spirit  of  com- 
promise "  to  which  an  acute  living  American  critic  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  attributes  our  own  unfortunate  reputation 
abroad  as  hypocrites.  It  is,  in  short,  a  symptom  of  Ameri- 
canitis, of  which  disease  we  may  say,  as  the  elder  Weller 
did  of  his  wife's  last  illness,  that  all  the  symptoms  are 
"  aggerawatin'."  Let  us  hope  that  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson 
and  his  party  will  not  catch  the  complaint. 

Professor  Greenish 

has  waited  long  enough  for  the  official 
recognition  that  his  professional  and  scholastic  attainments, 
not  to  speak  of  his  personal  merits,  deserve,  but  he  has 
ripened  finely  in  the  waiting.  Ever  the  perfect  and  polished 
gentleman,  as  modest  and  courteous  as  he  is  accomplished  , 
Mr.  Greenish  has  devoted  himself  ungrudgingly  to  the 
service  of  pharmacy,  and  so  unobtrusively  that  the  aver- 
age pharmacist  knows  comparatively  little  about  him,  for 
"he  does  not  advertise."  Indeed,  so  reticent  is  he  that 
his  classic  manual  of  Materia  Medica,  which  is,  as  you 
rightly  observe,  a  mine  to  some  of  his  contemporaries,  was 
not  even  mentioned  as  a  text-book  for  students  in  the  last 
educational  number  of  the  official  organ !  I  am  quite 
sure  that  no  better  selection  for  the  post  of  pharmaceu- 
tical editor  of  the  new  B.P.  could  have  been  made,  and  his 
name  is  a  guarantee  that  the  work  will  be  well  done. 
Professor  Greenish  comes  of  a  fine  stock,  and  he  is  in  the 
true  apostolic  succession  in  pharmacy,  so  that  in  the 
editorial  chair  of  the  B.P.  he  sits  in  his  right  place. 

Side-lines 

have  become  regrettably  necessary  to  the  pharma- 
cist. However  we  may  dislike,  we  cannot  do  without 
them ;  it  is  impossible  for  many  of  us  to  live  by  medicine 
alone.  It  is  an  admitted  fact  that  the  commercial  success 
of  most  of  our  "company"  rivals  is  largely  due  to  the 
number  of  other  trades  they  combine  with  ours.  One  of 
these,  which  seems  to  me  particularly  suitable  as  an  adjunct 
to  pharmacy,  I  have  rarely  known  a  chemist  take  up.  It 
i6  stationery.  I  once  tried  it  myself,  with  very  satisfactory 
results.  This,  it  is  true,  was  in  a  somewhat  out-of-the-way 
place,  in  which  there  were  not  many  shops,  but  I  see  no 


reason  why  it  should  not  answer  equally  well  in  a  busier  - 
neighbourhood.  It  has.  these  advantages  :  it  bears  ait 
excellent  profit,  it  is  clean,  it  needs  no  special  knowledge, 
it  occupies  little  room  and  less  time,  it  requires  little 
capital,  and  it  need  not  entail  any  loss  through  dead  stock. 
It  can  easily  be  worked  in  with  the  trade  in  photographic 
papers  and  appliances,  inks,  toilet-papers,  and  other  things 
of  a  like  kind  in  which  we  all  now  deal;  and  all  this 
without  any  danger  to  our  dignity,  that  fine  spiritual  asset  so 
dear  to  the  impecunious  pharmacist.  Its  only  attendant 
risk  is  a  tendency  to  ramify  into  other  branches  of  a  more  or 
less  "  fancy  "  kind,  but  with  taste  and  judgment  for  guides 
even  this  may  .be  indulged  to  a  moderate  extent.  1  went 
the  length  of  adding  a  few  cheap,  strictly  net,  books,  and  I 
suggest  that  a  selection  of  good  scientific  manuals  would 
not  be  out  of  place  on  any  chemist's  counter.  He  should 
be  as  able  as  anybody  to  recommend  them  persuasively 
(especially  such  as  deal  with  health  and  its  conditions),  and 
they  might  lead  to  other  business. 

Inspection  of  Pharmacies 

in  France  and  some  other  European 
countries  has  its  disadvantages  as  well  as  its  advantages, 
and  I  am  not  sure  that  we  Britons  would  take  kindly  to  thei 
idea.  No  doubt  were  we  to  receive  the  special  privileges 
which  Continental  pharmacists  enjoy,  we  might  make  a 
shift  to  put  up  with  inspection.  In  one  respect  the 
functions  of  the  French  official  are  akin  to  these  of  our 
own  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector,  but  it  would  be  an  alto- 
gether new  experience  to  have  a  man  coming  into  our  places 
of  business  once  a  year  or  oftener,  rating  us  on  their  untidi- 
ness and  want  of  cleanliness.  However  much  such  criticism 
might  be  necessary — and  1  know  some  pharmacies  in  this 
country  would  call  for  drastic  treatment — we  should  not 
relish  the  interference,  and  would  prefer  to  flounder  along 
in  our  dirt  and  disorder  rather  than  be  c  lean  at  the  expense 
of  our  independence. 

The  Counter- Prescriber's  Case 

was,  as  the  phrase  goes,  put 
into  a  nutshell  by  Mr.  Longdin  at  Scarborough  the  other 
day.  "If  a  mm  asks  for  something  for  a  special  com- 
plaint, cannot  I  give  him  something?  "  he  asked,  and  even 
the  Coroner  did  not  venture  to  say  that  he  could  not.  T<> 
forbid  it  would  be  too  manifest  an  injustice  while  every 
other  kind  of  tradesmen  is  doing  the.  same  thing  daily. 
Being  denied  the  status  and  privileges  of  a  professional! 
class,  are  we  to  be  denied  also  the  rights  of  the  class 
into  which  we  are  forced?  If  1  ask  my  hosier  for  soriie- 
thing  in  the  way  of  underclothing  which  will  prevent 
chills  and  yet  allow  of  ventilation,  he  "prescribes"  for 
me  without  c  ompunction  or  let.  The  absurdity  of'  the 
contention  that  when  I  am  asked  for  a  remedy  for  a 
chill  I  may  not  give  ono  is  apparent,  and  the  more  so 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  patent-iwedieine  proprietoi  s 
whose  advertisements  fill  our  newspapers  and  supply  the 
drug-stores  with  about  half  their  trade  not  only  prescribe 
for  but  diagnose  diseases  in  a  fashion  to  which 

The  Most  Pushing'  Pharmacist  Rarely  Aspires. 

"  Have  you  such- 
and-such  symptoms?  Then  you  suffer  from  this  or  that 
disease,  and  my  '  Tono-Bungay  '  will  cure  you."  Very 
few  pharmacists,  I  say,  are  so  bold  as  this.  Our  mistake 
appears  to  be  that  of  over-carefulness  and  conscientious- 
ness. We  are  asked  for  a  worm-powder,  and  we  want  to 
know  what  sort  of  worms  they  are,  or  possibly  whether 
they  are  worms  at  all,  and  so  we  fall  into  the  snare  of  the 
fowler  who  in  the  guise  of  a  local  practitioner  is  waiting 
to  catch  us  under  the  Apothecaries  Act.  It  is  this  kind 
of  thing  that  has  led  some  of  our  bolder  spirits  to  ask 
themselves  whether  a  conscience  is  a  commodity  they  can 
afford  to  stock.  It  makes  us  all,  perhaps,  a  little  careless 
now  and  then  as  to  our  prescribing — if  the  word  must  be 
used.  The  dilemma  is  a  real  one.  Is  it  best  to  act 
merely  as  drug-sellers,  letting  the  public  prescribe  for 
themselves,  or  to  correct  their  diagnosis  to  the  best  .of 
our  ability,  and  induce  them  to  take  something  suitable? 
There  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt  as  to  which  is  best  for 
the  customer,  but  the  case  is  not  so  clear  as  regards,  the 
pharmacist.  But  he,  poor  man  !  may  find  himself  in  the 
wrong  box  in  either  case.

Editorial  Articles. 


A  New  Departure. 

In  our  issue  of  July  8  we  commented  briefly  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the   Chemists'   Defence  Association 
that  the  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy,  which  is 
working  on  behalf  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee, should  reduce  the  strength  of  spiritus  aetheris 
nitrosi,    ostensibly    because    the    preparation  becomes 
weaker  on  keeping,  so  that  retail  vendors  occasionally  get 
into  trouble  when  they  sell  it  below  par.    The  Committee 
of  Reference  partly  adopted  the  suggestion.    Now  there 
comes  to  us  from  Tasmania  a  more  radical  measure  in 
favour  of  retail  vendors  of  the  spirit,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  that  State  having  persuaded  the  Chief  Health 
Officer  to  exempt  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  from  the  operation 
of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act  which  is  coming  into 
force  there.    Mr.  Rushton,  the  President  of  the  Society, 
explains  the  matter  in  a  letter  on  index  folio  522.    This  is 
the  first  time  such  a  provision  has  been  made  in  the 
British  Empire  as  regards  the  sale  of  drugs,  and  it  may  be 
considered  a  good  precedent  in  certain  respects,  just  as  it 
is  objectionable  in  others.    We  have  in  this  issue  a  report 
of  a  case  in  England  where  a  retail  vendor  has  been  fined 
for  selling  spirit  of  nitre  destitute  of  ethyl  nitrite,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  he  had  kept  it  in  stock  for  five 
years.    Under  the  Tasmanian  provisions  cases  like  this 
will  go  unchecked,  as  we  gather  that  the  Chief  Health 
Officer's    recommendation   will  apply  to  spirit  of  nitre 
whether  bad  or  good.    It  would  be  better  if  his  discre- 
tionary power  were  applied  to  individual  cases,  so  that 
the  public  might  have  some  protection  against  worthless 
stuff  being  sold  to  them.    It  would  also  be  to  the  interests 
of  pharmacists,  for  our  experience  in  England  is  that 
comparatively  few  of  them  are  prosecuted  for  selling  weak 
spirit  of  nitre.    In  1910  out  of  ten  cases  one  only  was 
against  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  and  in  nine 
the   offenders  were  grocers  or  small  shopkeepers,  not 
chemists.    During  the  first  half  of  this 'year  out  of  eleven 
cases  four  were  against  registered  chemists,  and  in  two 
of  them  the  summonses  were  dismissed.    It  is  noteworthy 
that  the  deficiencies  reported  against  chemists  are  rarely 
more  than  a  trifle  below  the  official  minimum  of  ethyl 
nitrite,  and  never  is  there  the  mere  trace  or  total  absence 
of  ethyl  nitrite  observable  in  the  case  of  small  shopkeepers 
who  have  been  prosecuted.    When  these  facts  are  con- 
sidered with  the  circumstance  that  hundreds  of  purchases 
of  this  article  are  made  from  chemists  for  one  purchase 
elsewhere,  it  becomes  apparent  that  the  quality  of  the 
chemists'  preparation  is  generally  good,  and  that  suspen- 
sion of  the  law  in  England  would  simply  favour  the  class 
of  vendors  who  are  untrained  pharmaceutically  yet  com- 
pete with  chemists  in  the  sale  of  medicines.    This  circum- 
stance also  discounts  the  somewhat  common  belief  that 
spirit  of  nitre  cannot  be  kept  without  deteriorating  beyond 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  minimum  limit.    There  is,  of 
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•course,  no  question  of  the  fact  that  the  B.P.  spirit  is  a 
much  stronger  preparation  than  the  public  was  accus- 
i  tomed  to  up  to  1867,  or  rather  since  the  early  'eighties, 
when  an  exact  process  for  the  estimation  of  ethyl  nitrite 
was  devised  by  Eykman.  Some  will  recall  the  old  manner 
of  valuing  this  spirit  by  saturating  it  with  calcium 
chloridei,  and  taking  the  oily  layer  as  a  measure  of 
ethyl  nitrite — 10  per  cent,  was  the  accepted  figure,  that 
being  the  average  amount  of  oily  layer  given  by  B.P. 
1867  spirit.  Dr.  Muter,  among  others,  sought  a  more 
rational  process,  and  his  permanganate  method,  although 
not  accurate,  demonstrated  that  the  spirit  does  not  contain 
anything  like  10  per  cent,  of  nitrite.  Eykman 's  process 
•depends  upon  the  reaction  between  ferrous  sulphate  and 
a  nitrite,  the  iron  salt  being  oxidised  by  the  latter  and 
the  freed  nitric  oxide  fixed  until  the  solution  is  boiled, 
when  the  gas  is  driven  off,  and,  collected,  is  a  measure  of 
the  amount  of  ethyl  nitrite  in  the  spirit.  By  this  method 
it  was  first  demonstrated  that  the  B.P.  spirit  contains 
about  3  per  cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite,  while  the  P.L.  spirit,  and 
the  "  850"  article,  which  were  then  sold  to  the  public  even 
more  largely  than  the  B.P.  spirit,  contained  a  compara- 
tively small  amount  of  ethyl  nitrite — sometimes  none. 
These  weak  spirits  were  sold  by  chemists  in  ignorance  of 
the  fact  that  they  were  weak  in  the  principal  therapeutic 
agent,  and  this  condition  might  have  gone  on  until  now 
had  not  Eykman's  method  proved  their  deficiencies.  Then 
-came  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott's  attempt  to  measure  ethyl  nitrite 
with  potassium  iodide.  When  the  late  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen  had 
the  difficulties  of  that  process  explained  to  him  he  was 
quick  to  see  its  possibilities  by  using,  like  Eykman,  the 
liberated  nitric  oxide,  instead  of  the  iodine,  as  a  measure 
of  the  ethyl  nitrite.  The  1885  B.P.  adopted  both  Eykman's 
and  Allen's  methods,  and  from  that  time  chemists  who 
regarded  "spirit  of  nitre"  as  another  name  for  spirit  of 
nitrous  ether  sold  the  latter  when  the  former  was  asked 
for.  The  1898  B.P.  dropped  the  Eykman  process  of  assay, 
retained  Allen's,  as  it  is  essentially  a  shop-counter  method, 
and  added  the  synonym  "  sweet  spirit  of  nitre."  Since 
then  the  old  weak  spirits  have  become  commercially  illegal. 
Many  investigations  have  proved  that  there  is  little  diffi- 
culty in  keeping  the  B.P.  spirit  of  official  strength,  but 
this  cannot  be  done  if  the  preparation  is  kept  in  a  shop- 
round  subject  to  variations  of  temperature,  and  conse- 
quent evaporation  of  volatile,  ether.  Occasionally  we  hear 
of  cases  where,  in  spite  of  reasonable  precautions,  the  spirit 
has  deteriorated  below  the  minimum  limit ;  but  these  are 
the  exceptions,  and  we  question  if  pharmacists  as  a  body 
would  accept  the  suggestion  that  the  law  should  be  abro- 
gated as  regards  the  spirit  on  the  supposition  that  their 
skill  is  unequal  to  the  task  of  keeping  the  latter  in  active 
and  merchantable  condition. 


The  Sale  of  Insecticides. 

In  the  United  States  has  become  law  an  Insecticide 
Act  which  has  for  its  object  the  preventing  of  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  adulterated  and  misbranded  Paris 
green,  lead  arsenates,  and  other  insecticides  and  fungi- 
cides. The  standards  mentioned  in  the  Act  are  as  fol- 
lows :  Paris  green  to  contain  at  least  50  per  cent,  of 
arsenious  oxide,  not  more  water-soluble  matter  than  is 
equivalent  to  3Jr  per  cent,  of  arsenious  oxide,  nor  any 
substance  mixed  with  it  so  as  to  lower  or  injuriously  affect 
its  quality  or  strength.  Lead  arsenate  to  contain  not  more 
than  50  per  cent,  of  water,  the  equivalent  of  less  than  12g 
per  cent,  of  arsenic  oxide,  not  more  water-soluble  forms  of 
arsenic  than  is  equivalent  to  0.75  per  cent,  of  arsenic  oxide, 
nor  any  substance  mixed  with  it  to  reduce  or  injuriously 


affect  its  quality  or  strength.  Extra  water  may  be  added 
if  plainly  declared  on  the  label.  In  the  case  of  other 
insecticides  or  fungicides  they  are  to  conform  in  strength, 
and  purity  with  the  professed  standard  or  quality  under 
which  they  are  sold,  no  other  substance  must  replace  them 
wholly  or  in  part,  no  valuable  constituent  shall  have  been 
partly  or  wholly  subtracted,  and  if  intended  for  destroy- 
ing or  repelling  insects  the  substances  must  not  be  in- 
jurious to  vegetation  when  used.  Another  section  of  the 
Act  deals  with  misbranding,  the  declaration,  manufac- 
turers' names,  country  of  origin,  and  weight  of  the  con- 
tents of  each  package.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
entrusted  with  the  duties  of  making  regulations  under  the 
Act  and  examining  and  reporting  on  samples  under  condi- 
tions which  are  similar  to  those  laid  down  in  the  Pure 
Food  and  Drugs  Act.  The  regulations  contemplated  under 
the  Act  have  been  issued  by  the  Department,  and  it  is  an 
interesting  commentary  on  the  red-tape  which  dominates 
officialdom  in  the  United  States,  in  common  with  older 
countries,  that  the  imports  declaration  requires  the  im- 
porter to  state  that  such  things  as  Paris  green  and  lead 
arsenate  are  not  "  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  people 
of  the  United  States."  Importers  will  note  that  all 
imported  Paris  green  and  lead  arsenate  will  have  to  con- 
form to  the  standards  above-mentioned,  unless  it  can  be 
shown  that  the  chemicals  are  not  intended  for  use  as 
insecticides.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  also 
issued  its  first  decision  under  the  Act  by  which  "insect- 
powder  "  unqualified  is  held  to  be  solely  prepared  from 
powdered  flower-heads  of  Chrysanthemum  (Pyrethrum) 
cineraricefolium-,  (Trev.)  Bocc,  C.  roseum,  Web.  &  Mohr., 
C.  Marslmllii,  Aschers  (synonym  P.  carneurn,  M.B.).  The 
Department  has  been  asked  to  decide  whether  powdered 
insect  flower-stems  will  be  regarded  as  "  inert  ingredients  " 
under  the  terms  of  the  Insecticide  Act,  and  investigations 
to  determine  this  point  are  under  way.  The  opinion  is, 
however,  expressed  that  as  the  stems  have  a  certain  in- 
secticidal  value,  although  distinctly  less  than  the  flower- 
heads,  their  presence  need  not  be  declared  as  "inert 
ingredients."  The  terms  "  pyrethrum  "  and  "  pyrethrum  - 
powder  "  applied  to  insecticides  are  held  to  be  synony- 
mous with  "insect-powder."  The  decision  that  "insect- 
powder  "  is  pyrethrum-powder  is  interesting  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  other  substances,  such  as  powdered  hellebore, 
tobacco,  quillaia,  and  borax,  have  distinct  uses  in  this 
country  as  insecticides.  It  is  unfortunate  in  some  respects 
that  two  common  English  words  should  be  held  to  have 
such  a  special  and  technical  use. 


Industrial  Diseases. 

Each  industry  carries  in  its  train  special  diseases  of 
the  workers  engaged  in  it,  and  it  is  the  constant  en- 
deavour of  progressive  forces  to  combat  as  far  as  possible 
these  occupational  disasters.  Some  interesting  particulars 
of  the  industrial  diseases  peculiar  to  Birmingham  were 
given  by  Dr.  R.  W.  Edginton  at  the  recent  annual 
meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association.  Brassfound- 
ing,  the  staple  industry,  produces  in  the  workers  an  ague 
— known  as  "smother" — which  is,  however,  transitory  in 
its  effects  except  where  there  are  lung-troubles.  The 
attacks  generally  pass  off  in  a  few  hours,  and  the  men  are 
able  to  continue  their  work.  Regulations  which  have  been 
framed  for  brass-casting  6hops  have  provided  for  exhaust 
ventilation  from  the  crucibles,  and  this  precaution,  com- 
bined with  personal  cleanliness,  has  done  much  to  diminish 
the  frequency  of  attacks  of  ague.  Lead-poisoning  being 
one    of  the  diseases  for  which  a  workman    can  claim 
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compensation,  a  good  deal  of  responsibility  rests  upon  the 
certifying  surgeon,  who,  under  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act,  1906,  has  cast  upon  him  the  duty  of  giving  a 
certificate  that  the  workman  is  suffering  from  lead- 
poisoning  due  to  his  occupation.  Dr.  Edginton  has  met 
with  cases  where  the  workmen  are  perfectly  familiar 
with  the  symptoms  of  lead-poisoning,  and  reel  them  off 
like  a  text-book.  Nevertheless  they  make  mistakes 
sometimes,  and  so  betray  themselves  to  the  doctor.  One 
symptom  alone  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  a  certificate  of 
lead-poisoning.  Dr.  Edginton  stated  that  the  blue  line  on 
the  gums  is  seldom  very  marked  in  industrial  lead- 
poisoning,  but  in  four  cases  in  which  there  was  positive 
evidence  that  diachylon  had  been  taken  to  procure  abor- 
tion, it  was  so  marked  as  to  be  almost  startling.  Plumbism 
adversely  affects  the  reproductive  powers  of  men,  and 
children  born  to  lead-workers  die  under  the  age  of  one 
year  in  greater  proportion  than  normal.  Many  of  the 
cases  of  lead-poisoning  are  in  painters  of  motor-cars, 
carriages,  safes,  and  stoves,  due  to  the  inhalation  of  the 
dust  given  off  from  the  repeated  sandpapering  of  the 
paint  to  secure  a  smooth  surface.  In  bedstead-painting  it 
is  the  custom  of  the  girls  to  smooth  down  the  pillars 
with  their  hands  so  as  to  get  an  enamelled-looking  surface, 
and  the  paint  becomes  so  ingrained  into  the  skin  of  the 
hands  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  rid  of  it.  The 
process  is  carried  out  in  a  room  at  a  high  temperature, 
which  produces  more  fumes  than  would  emanate  from  the 
fresh  paint.  It  is  stated  that  owing  to  the  rise  in  the 
price  of  tin  it  is  probable  that  lead  is  added  to  the 
tinning  metal  employed  for  the  commoner  kettles.  Com- 
positors and  linotype-workers  also  contract  lead-poisoning 
from  the  constant  handling  of  type  composed  of  lead  and 
antimony.  The  fumes  from  the  molten  metal  in  the 
linotype  machines  are  also  a  cause  of  plumbism.  Many 
cases  occur  in  workers  who  handle  solder,  which  is  a 
mixture  of  tin  and  lead.  The  interesting  fact  is  noted 
that  cases  of  mercurial  poisoning  occur  in  gun-barrel 
browners.  This  is  a  peculiar  trade,  which  is  carried  on  by 
individual  workmen  often  in  small,  ill-ventilated  shops, 
and  is  more  or  less  a  secret  process,  as  each  workman 
appears  to  have  a  recipe  of  his  own  for  the  solution 
which  he  uses.  Mercury,  chiefly  in  the  form  of  corrosive 
sublimate,  enters  largely  into  the  composition  of  all,  but 
the  other  ingredients  vary.  The  process  is  as  follows  : 
The  gun-barrel  is  made  hot  by  immersion  in  boiling  water, 
and  the  solution  is  rubbed  on  with  a  piece  of  flannel  ;  it  is 
then  allowed  to  cool,  and  when  cold  another  dressing  is 
given  with  the  same  solution  and  allowed  to  dry  ;  this 
forms  a  thick,  yellowish-brown  rust,  which  is  brushed  off 
with  a  wire  brush,  and  in  this  part  of  the  process  <".  con- 
siderable amount  of  dust  is  caused,  which  is  no  doubt 
inhaled  by  the  workman.  This  process  is  repeated  for 
about  ten  times  until  the  colour  is  dark  enough,  and 
sometimes  takes  as  much  as  three  days.  The  barrel  is 
then  boiled,  and  the  solution  is  again  put  on  hot  and 
allowed  to  cool,  and  when  cold  two  coats  of  solution  are 
put  on,  and  the  barrel  is  then  placed  in  an  open  furnace 
and  boiled  with  the  rust  on  it,  and  the  corrosive  sublimate 
which  is  in  the  rust  is  dissolved  in  the  water,  from  which 
steam  is  constantly  rising,  which  no  doubt  impregnates 
the  atmosphere  of  the  workshop  with  mercury,  which  is 
inhaled  by  the  workman.  The  barrel  is  then  wiped  and 
oiled  and  the  process  is  finished.  The  symptoms  are 
practically  the  same  in  each  case  of  poisoning,  the  most 
marked  being  severe  spasms  and  tremors  of  the  hands  and 
arms,  especially  the  right,  tremors  of  the  legs,  and  in  a 
lesser  degree  of  the  face.  The  gums  are  spongy  and  in- 
flamed, and  most  of- the  teeth- have  gone,  and  the  few  left 


are  discoloured  and  decayed.  The  breath  is  foetid,  and 
there  is  sickness.  From  the  conditions  of  their  work  these 
men  are  in  the  habit  of  taking  their  food  in  the  shop  in 
which  they  work,  and  paying  very  little  attention  to 
cleansing  their  hands  before  doing  so,  so  that  probably 
the  poison  is  conveyed  directly  into  the  stomach  as  well  as- 
being  inhaled.

Chemists  and  Poisoning  Antidotes. 

One  result  of  the  unfair  treatment  to  which  chemists  are- 
subjected  in  coroners'  courts  was  shown  in  the  evidence- 
at  an  inquest  held  at  the  City  Coroner's  Court,  London,  or* 
September  27,  when  it  was  stated  that  a  chemist  refused  to. 
give  an  antacid  antidote  to  a  person  who  was  suffering  from 
hydrochloric-acid  poisoning.  The  chemist  was  within  his 
rights  in  refusing  treatment,  as  well  as  refusing  to  give- 
chalk,  which  in  some  cases  of  corrosive  poisoning  posi- 
tively aggravates  the  trouble.  The  medical  witness  also, 
apparently  preferred  that  the  chemist  should  not  trench 
upon  medical  grounds,  so  much  so  that  even  the  Coroner- 
remarked  that  his  opinion  that  no  chemist  had  any  right 
to  prescribe  was  "a  very  strong  opinion,  coming  from. a 
doctor." 

Use  of  the  Red  Cross. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  drug-trade  and  businesses  allied! 
to  it  are  to  be  put  to  considerable  trouble  by  the  terms- 
of  the  Geneva  Convention  Act,  1911,  which  we  published 
last  week  (index  folio  476).  This  prohibits  the  use  in 
trade,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Army  Council,  of  the 
following  : 

The  red  cross  (Swiss)  on  a  white  ground- 

The  words  "  Red  Cross." 

The  words  "  Geneva  Cross." 
The  prohibition  is  the  result  of  inter-State  agreement, 
but  it  is  embarrassing  to  business,  and  will  lead  to  a  great 
deal  of  trouble.  This  has  perhaps  not  been  realised  by  the 
authorities.  In  the  meantime,  we  would  suggest  that  all 
traders  (manufacturers,  retailers,  and  wholesalers)  who 
use  any  of  the  prohibited  marks  should  send  copies  of 
them  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  Council,  War  Office. 
Whitehall,  London,  S.W.,  stating  how  long  they  have  been, 
used,  and  asking  permission  to  continue  using  them.  .Such 
titles  as  "  Red  Cross  Embrocation  "  come  within  the  pro- 
hibition. A  big  shoal  of  inquiries  would  bring  home  to 
the  Whitehall  people  how  serious  is  the  Act  in  its  inter- 
ference with  trade. 
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Pharmaceutical  Education  in  South  Africa. 

An  event  of  special  significance  to  South  African  phar- 
macists has  occurred  during  the  month  that  is  closing — 
namely,  the  opening  of  a  course  of  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion in  Johannesburg — which  has  the  sanction  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  the  Transvaal  and  of  the  educational 
authorities  of  the  Province.  The  course  is  to  extend  to 
four  years,  and  it  seems  that  it  is  intended  that  appren- 
tices should  begin  it  when  they  have  been  a  year  or  two 
.at  the  business.  It  is  a  well-designed  course,  and  as  it 
is  to  be  taken  at  the  School  of  Mines — an  establishment  as 
well  equipped  and  staffed  as  any  English  provincial  tech- 
nical school — young  pharmacists  in  South  Africa  now  have 
the  chance  of  making  themselves  thoroughly  proficient.  It 
is  expected  that  the  students  will  be  drawn  from  all  parts 
■of  the  Province,  as  well  as  from  other  provinces. 

"Dearer  Perlumcs." 

The  following  is  the  shortest  specimen  we  have  seen  of 
a  "  flimsied paragraph,  which  lias  been  going  the  rounds 
of  the  Press  this  week  : 

"The  ingredients  from  which  perfumes  are  manufactured 
have  recently  increased  in  price  to  a  great  extent.  Otto  of 
roses  is  double  the  price  at,  which  it  could  be  bought  last 
year,  the  wholesale  value  being  equivalent  to  approximately 
l?rZ.  per  drop.  Oil  of  lavender,  both  that  produced  at 
Mitcham  and  in  the  South  of  Fi  ance,  is  also  dearer.  Essence 
of  lemon,  which  is  largely  used  as  an  ingredient  of  cheap 
•eau  de  Cologne,  has  -advanced  in  price  considerably,  as  also 
have  the  oils  of  orange  and  bergamot,  both  of  which  are 
■contained  in  many  perfumes." 

The  writer  of  the  paragraph  (apparently  someone  in  the 
trade)  had  lineage  more  in  his  mind  than  trade  interests 
when  he  wrote  the  paragraph.  It  is  injudicious  rather 
than  incorrect,  for  it  is  calculated  to  warn  off  retailer's 
customers.  People  do  not  rush  to  buy  when  things  are 
■dearer.  Perfumes  will  not  be  dearer  to  the  public,  although 
they  may  be  to  manufacturers  and  distributors.  The  fixed 
retail  prices  generally  ensure  that  the  public  do  not  pay 
more.  Perhaps  retailers  of  perfumes  may  turn  the  evil  of 
the  objectionable  paragraph  into  good  by  assuring  their 
■customers  that  their  perfumes  are  not,  and  will  not  be. 
dearer. 


MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


Radium-water. 

Mr.  W.  Armstrong,  of  Buxton,  reported  to  the  British 
Medical  Association  the  results  of  his  treatment  of  over 
600  cases  by  radium-water.  The  medicament  was  em- 
ployed internally,  as  a  bath  and  an  inhalation,  the  last 
two  methods  being  combined  with  oxygen.  Mr.  Arm- 
strong showed  that  the  radium  emanations  are  eliminated 
in  order  of  quantity  by  the  lungs,  skin,  and  kidneys.  He 
described  the  increased  excretion  and  the  greater  amount 
of  the  body  poisons  carried  off  in  the  breath,  perspiration, 
and  urine ;  also  the  increased  activity  of  the  various  diges- 
tive ferments,  and  the  hastening  of  purin  body  metabolism, 
and  of  the  excretion  of  uric  acid.  He  gave  examples  of 
most  satisfactory  results  in  cases  of  gout,  rheumatism, 
arthritis,  neuritis,  diabetes,  Bright's  disease,  high  blood- 
pressure,  and  neurasthenia.  Great  stress  was  laid  upon 
the  value  of  the  radium  oxygen  both  in  high  arterial  ten- 
sion, insomnia,  and  skin  trouble  of  nervous  origin.  Mr. 
Armstrong's  paper  is  thus  summed  up  by  "The 
Lancet":  (a)  That  the  successful  treatment  of 
diseases  by  radium-water  demanded  a  high  dosage ; 
(6)  that  these  large  closes  can  be  given  without 
the  least  fear  of  ill-effect ;  and  (c)  that  two  points 
stood  out  as  regards  the  value  of  this  treatment  :  (1)  the 
great  increase  in  nerve  strength  and  vitality ;  (2)  the  very 
considerable  quantity  of  poisonous  matter  expelled  from 
the  body. 

Omnopon  or  Pantopon. 

Mr.  H.  M.  W.  Gray,  surgeon,  Eoyal  Infirmary,  Aber- 
deen, writing  to  "The  Lancet"  (1911,  II.,  672)  regarding 
the  use  as  a  local  anaesthetic  of  intramuscular  injections 
of  solution  containing  §  gr.  of  omnopon  with  jl^  gr.  of 
scopolamine  (with  5SS.  to  sj.  of  1  in  1000  adrenalin  chloride 


solution  in  each  100  c.c),  gives  particulars  of  300  cases 
in  which  the  amesthetic  has  been  used,  and  he  comes  to 
the  following  conclusions  : 

1.  That  onmopon-scopolaminc  used  in  the  dose  and  manner 
recommended  is  apparently  a  perfectly  safe  narcotic. 

2.  That  it  increases  enormously  the  field  of  application  of 
local  anaesthetics. 

3.  That  it  is  especially  advantageous  when  used  in  con- 
junction with  local  anaesthetics  in  extensive  operations  in 
old  patients. 

4.  That  the  innate  objection  of  many  patients  to  being 
conscious  during  the  performance  of  extensive  operations 
does  not  constitute,  according  to  experience,  a  justifiable 
contra-indication  to  the  method. 

5.  That  there  are  no  bad  sequelae  which  can  be  reasonably 
ascribed  to  the  use  of  tho  di-ugs  in  the  method  described, 
even  in  cases  where  lesions  of  heart  or  lungs  have  been  a 
serious  objection  to  the  use  of  an  inhalation  anaesthetic.  The 
writer  has  not  had  sufficient  experience  of  operations  in  renal 
lesions  to  enable  him  to  draw  satisfactory  conclusions. 

6.  That  with  increasing  experience  in  the  dosage  of  tho 
omnopon-scopolainine  combination,  tho  results,  especially  in 
younger  adults,  are  increasingly  satisfactory.

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Canadian  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 


WE  noted  in  the  G.  <£  D.  last  week  that  the  fourth  annual 
convention  of  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  Montreal  from  August  28  to  31,  and  we  now 
give  a  report  of  the  proceedings. 

Opening  Proceedings. 

Mr.  R.  Martin  (the  President)  was  unable  to  be  present, 
and  Mr.  J.  E.  Tremble  (Vice-President)  occupied  the 
chair.  The  delegates  were  welcomed  to  Montreal  by  the 
acting  Mayor  (Mr.  Leslie  H.  Boyd),  Mr.  Vadebonceour 
(Vice-President  of  the  Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion), and  Mr.  D.  Watson.  The  last  named  recalled  the 
time  when  there  were  only  twenty-five  druggists  in 
Montreal,  now  there  are  about  two  hundred.  He  .said 
that  the  profession  of  pharmacy  to-day  is  not  offering 
inducements  such  as  ensure  the  best  students  of  pharmacy 
in  the  Dominion,  and  referred  to  the  long  hours  which 
chemists  work  as  "white  slavery." 

The  business  meetings  of  the  Association  began  on 
August  28,  when  the  President's  address  was  read  by  the 
Vice-President.  This  referred  to  the  general  prosperity 
of  the  drug-trade  in  common  with  all  other  classes  of  the 
community,  and  suggested  for  the  consideration  of  the 
meeting  the  subjects  of  an  interchange  of  provincial 
degrees  of  pharmacy  and  uniform  closing  hours. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  E.  Gibbard)  in  his  report  dealt 
with  the  status  of  pharmacists  in  the  army  and  navy, 
claiming  that  at  present  they  are  insufficiently  recognised. 
He  also  referred  to  the  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  in  the 
framing  of  which,  he  said,  pharmacists  should  have  had  a 
voice. 

A  paper,  which  the  committee  endorsed,  was  read  by 
Mr.  Burbidge,   Halifax,  on  the  desirability  of  securing 
uniform  education  for  pharmacy  students  in  each  province 
which  would  make  the  interchange  of  diplomas  practicable. 
Legislation. 

Mr.  G.  E.  Hughes,  Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, reported  that  a  Bill  for  regulating  the  sale  of 
poisons  was  introduced  in  the  Dominion  Parliament  and 
was  found  to  contain  provisions  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  the  public  and  the  drug-trade.  As  a  result 
of  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  the  clauses 
were  modified.  It  was  reported  also  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  obtain  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  in- 
corporation of  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
The  committee  hope  to  obtain  legislation  making  it 
compulsory  to  have  every  laboratory  in  Canada  wherein 
internal  remedies  are  manufactured  under  the  super- 
vision of  registered  pharmacists,  to  prohibit  the  use  of 
misleading  titles  for  proprietary  medicines,  and  to  secure 
the  recognition  of  the  "  Canadian  Formulary  "  as  an  official 
standard.  The  report  also  emphasised  the  necessity  of 
adjusting  the  dosage  of  potent  drugs  in  patent  medicines, 
and  suggested  that  if  the  Department  would  consult 
pharmacists  as  well  as  doctors,  better  practical  results  would 
foe  obtained. 

Commercial  Interests. 
The  Committee  on  Commercial  Interests  reported  that 
the  increase  in  the  sale  of  Canadian  and  British  goods 
has  been  gratifying  and  would  be  further  increased  if 
druggists  would  give  more  prominence  to  such  goods. 
Hie.  sale  of  non-secret  medicines  made  in  Canada  has 
increased,  and  these  are  replacing  American  proprietaries. 
The  committee  sent  out  circular  letters,  and  from  the 
replies  were  able  to  report  as  above. 

Education. 

The  Committee  of  Education,  of  which  Mr.  H.  Watters 
is  Chairman,  reported  at  considerable  length,  and 
urged  the  need  for  uniformity  in  preliminary  education 
requirements  and  in  the  examinations  of  the  various 
qualifying  bodies.  The  committee  had  hoped  that  the 
establishment  of  instructional  courses  for  apprentices 
would  have  been  undertaken  by  Colleges  of  Pharmacy, 
but  these  institutions  do  not  seem  to  understand  the  de- 


sirability or  practicability  of  providing  such  instruction 
Correspondence  classes  were  advocated  in  the  report. 
The  "  Canadian  Formulary." 
The  Formulary  Committee,  of  which  Mr.  John 
'Hargreaves  is  Chairman,  reported  that  the  British 
Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association  distributed  with 
excellent  results  two  hundred  copies  of  the  work  among 
the  practising  physicians  of  the  province.  Personal  inter- 
views assist  in  popularising  the  "  Formulary,"  and  a  can- 
vasser is  to  be.  employed  to  do  this  systematically  in 
Toronto,  the  expense  (estimated  at "  $1,000)  being 
shared  by  the  pharmacists  of  the  city.  It  was 
suggested  that  each  Association  should  institute  re- 
search committees,  with  the  object  of  improving  or 
devising  new  formula?. 

The  Basis  of  Profit. 
These  reports  were  discussed,  and  Mr.  Watters  read  a 
paper  on  "A  Sound  Basis  of  Profit  for  the  Druggist,"  in 
which  he  stated  that  the  cost  of  doing  business  is  25  per 
cent,  of  the  year's  trading,  and  that  in  fixing  the  remunera- 
tion for  the  sale  of  proprietary  or  branded  goods  a  profit 
basis  over  and  above  this  should  be  established.  During 
the  discussion  it  was  alleged  that  some  wholesale  houses 
are  starting  and  backing  up  cut-price  stores.  Mr. 
Hargreaves  thought  'the  question  hardly  a  fair  one  for 
the  convention  to  consider.  The  Eexall  system  could  not 
be  introduced  except  through  the  support  of  retailers.  Mr. 
Albert  said  price-protection  is  wanted  between  the  manu- 
facturer and  the  retailer,  and  some  method  should  be 
devised  of  bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  the  wholesale 
houses.  Mr.  Bole,  of  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical  Co., 
who  joined  in  the  discussion,  said  that  his  company  had 
never  deliberately  backed  a  cut-price  store.  He  further 
said  that  price-protection  has  not  been  a  success  because 
the  retailers  have  not  taken  it  up  heartily ;  many  will  not 
sign  the  agreements.  Mr.  Tinling,  also  of  the  N.D.C.  Co., 
who  followed,  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  mutual  trust  be- 
tween wholesaler  and  retailer. 

Reciprocity  of  Diplomas 
was  the  subject  of  a  discussion  that  occupied  the  whole  of 
the  morning  session  on  August  50.  The  matter  was  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  a  paper  by  Mr.  F.  Nesbitt.  A  delegate 
from  Nova  Scotia  stated  that  that  province  was  not  pre- 
pared to  open  its  doors  in  the  matter  of  reciprocity  of 
diplomas.  There  appears  also  to  be  some  difference  of 
opinion  in  the  matter  between  the  provinces  of  Manitoba 
and  Ontario,  but  delegates  from  other  provinces  spoke  in 
favour  of  reciprocity. 

Wholesalers  and  Retailers. 

The  committee  which  was  entrusted  with  the  report  on 
the  relations  between  wholesalers  and  retailers  took  as 
a  basis  of  its  report  the  recommendations  of  the 
Vancouver  Retail  Druggists'  Association  (C.  <t  D., 
September  23,  index  folio  469),  and  presented  a  report  at 
the  afternoon  session.  This  was  discussed  on  August  31, 
and  it  was  contended  that  the  sale  of  Na-Dru-Co.  pre- 
parations should  be  confined  to  druggists,  and  a  resolution 
was  passed  asking  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical  Co. 
to  refuse  to  sell  these  goods-  to  any  dealer  unless  he  is  a 
registered  druggist. 

The  election  of  officers  then  took  place  (C.  <b  D.,  Sep- 
tember 23,  index  folio  469).  The  social  side  of  the  con- 
vention included  a  trip  down  the  Lachine  Rapids  and 
entertainments  provided  by  Colgate  &  Co.,  C.  E.  Frosst 
&  Co.,  and  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.

Mr.  W.  Pritchard,  Medical  Hall,  Holyhead:  Mr.  E.  Wright, 
c/o  Mr.  Davies,  chemist,  March,  Cambs;  Mr.  Kirkwright, 
c/o  Mr.  Butterfield,  chemist,  5  Station  Bridge,  Harrogate, 
Yorks;  Mr.  Coverdale,  chemist,  187  Draycott  Avenue. 
Chelsea,  London.  Mr.  Bedding  was  also  instructed  to  appeal 
for  help  during  the  National  Insurance  Bill  campaign. 

Fifeshire  Pharmaceutical  Association.— The  quarterly 
meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  Sander's  Restaurant. 
Dunfermline,   on    September   27,    twenty   members  being 
present,  and  Mr.  David  Gilmour,  Dunfermline  (President), 
in  the  chair.   The  Secretary,  Mr.  Charles  Stewart  (Kirkcaldy), 
Tead  replies  from  several  members  of  Parliament  anent  the 
National  Insurance  Bill,  to  whom  the  resolutions  of  the  Asso- 
ciation had  been  forwarded.    Mr.  Thomas  Yule  (Cowden- 
beath), who  along  with  the  President  had  represented  the 
Association  on  the  recent  deputation  to  Scottish  M.P.s  at 
Westminster,  in  reporting  on  what  had  been  done,  stated 
that  Scottish  pharmacists  were  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Rutherford 
Hill  for  the  clear  way  in  which  he  had  stated  their  case. 
Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  who  was  present,  after  referring  to 
the  visit  of  the  Scottish  deputation  to  London,  and  paying 
a  tribute  to  the  help  Mr.  Yule  had  rendered  on  the  deputa- 
tion, spoke  of  the  new  officer  of  the  Society  who  had  been 
appointed  for  special  work  in  local  Associations  in  England 
and  Wales ;  that  in  Scotland  he  himself  as  occasion  offered 
was  keeping  in  touch  with  local  Associations,  and  he  had 
found  it  valuable  not  only  for  getting  information  useful  for 
the  Council,  but  also  for  affording  opportunity  for  giving 
assistance  to  the  members.    An  interesting  discussion  took 
place  on  the  present  position  of  the  Insurance  Bill,  in  which 
the  President,  Mr.  Storrar.  Mr.  Yule,  and  Mr.  Hill  took 
part.    It  was  pointed  out  thai  great  danger  to  pharmacists 
lay  in  amendments  which  had  been  carried  with  reference  to 
contracting  out,  and  all  the  speakers  emphasised  the  fact 
that  there  was  great  risk  of  the  main  principle  of  the  Bill 
-  (as  it  affects  pharmacists — namely,  the  separation  of  dis- 
pensing from  prescribing)  being  defeated,  and  that  the  con- 
tracting-out  system  would  be  extended,  with  consequent  com- 
petition between  the  two  systems  of  payment,  and  that  the 
pharmacist  would  eventually  be  worse  off  than  before.  Mr. 
Storrar  moved  to  the  effect  that  the  Association  should 
continue  to  watch  the  Bill  carefully;  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's 
attention  be  drawn  to  the  offending  clauses,  and  that  the 
Executive  and  the  Council  of  the  Society  be  urged  to  let 


no  opportunity  slip  for  action  being  taken  to  guard  the- 
position  of  the  craft. 

Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association.— The  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  met  on  September  23,  Mr.  M.  O'Donnell, 
Ph.C.,  in  the  chair.    Mr.  R.  Bates,  Ph.C.  (Hon.  Secretary), 
reported  on  the  work  of  organising,  and  referred  to  the 
programme  of  work  to  be  outlined  at  the  annual  meeting 
on   September  29.    Mr.   Moloney,  Ph.C,   took  the  chair 
while  Mr.  O'Donnell  made  an  explanation  regarding  hi; 
candidature  for  membership  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.    He  stated  that,  recognising  the  need  for 
direct  representation  of  assistants,  he  agreed  to  become  a 
candidate  for  election,  and  put  himself  into  communication 
with  the  Registrar,  who,  in  reply  to  a  telephone  inquiry, 
stated  that  a  notification  of  his  (Mr.  O'Donnell's)  intention 
to  contest  one  of  the  vacancies  on  the  Council  received  on  or 
before  a  given  date  would  be  regular.    Accordingly  a  day 
or  so  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  named  he  forwarded 
the  necessary  intimation,  but  was  amazed  to  learn  from  the 
Registrar  that  he  was  too  late  to  the  extent  of  some  hours, 
and  that  the  time  for  moving  in  the  matter  of  a  contested 
election  having  expired  his  name  could  not  go  forward  to' 
the  members  for  election.    The  case  was  fully  discussed  by 
the  committee,  and  it  was  a  recommendation  to  the  general 
meeting  that  legal  advice  be  taken,  with  a  view  of  issuing  a 
writ  against  the  Society  for  a  mandamus  to  compel  the 
acceptance  of  Mr.   O'Donnell's  name  as  a  candidate  for 
election  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.     Mr.  O'Donnell 
mentioned  that  the  voting-papers  due  to  be  received  that 
day  by  the  members  of  the  Society  had  not  been  sent  out,  and 
he  wished  to  say  that,  failing  to  get  them  by  midnight  of 
that  date,  the  election  became  ipso  facto  invalid,  as  under 
the  Act  of  Parliament  a  week's  clear  notice  is  necessary 
before  the  date  of  the  election.    Those  present  who  were 
members  of  the  Society  were  requested  to  retain  the  envelopes 
of  the  letters  sent  them  in  connection  with  the  election  and 
to  produce  them  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  and 
demand  an  explanation  of  the  delay  in  transmission.  Mr. 
O'Donnell  said  he  would  attend  the  Society's  annual  meet- 
ing, and  failing  a  satisfactory  reason  for  refusing  his  nomina- 
tion-paper, he  would  move  a  resolution  of  censure  accom- 
panied by  a  recommendation  that  would  cause  a  flutter  to 
some  of  the  Council. 


Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  September  21  at 
the  Holborn  Restaurant,  London,  W.C.  Mr.  E.  K. 
Spiegelhalter  was  in  the  chair,  and  opened  the  proceedings 
by  welcoming  Mr.  G.  A.  Matthews  as  a  new  member  of 
the  Council. 

Benevolent  Fund. — Mr.  F.  W.  Boatman  submitted  the 
report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  which  embodied 
recommendations  for  the  administration  of  the  fund. 
He  stated  that  the  committee  were  advised  by  counsel 
that  they  could  only  relieve  from  the  General  Fund  those 
who  were  members  of  the  Institute  and  not  their  widows 
or  orphans.  Provision  was,  however,  made  by  which 
interest  accruing  from  bequests  or  donations  made  for 
special  purposes  would  be  so  applied. 

Mr.  Beaumont,  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
promised  an  annual  donation  to  the  fund  of  one  guinea 
for  five  years.  A  proposal  by  Mr.  Black  (seconded  by 
Mr.  Upson)  that,  in  the  event  of  a  donation  being  given 
for  the  relief  of  one  particular  case,  the  whole  amount 
and  not  the  mere  interest  thereon  be  applied,  was  defeated. 
The  report  was  then  adopted. 

Finance  Report. — The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
6tated  that  Mr.  H.  0.  Wood  had  been  appointed  chairman. 
The  current  account  showed  a  balance  of  33?.  8«.  6d. 
Receipts  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  amounted  to  91.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Law  and  Parliamentary. — The  report  of  this  com- 
mittee stated,  with  reference  to  the  Shops  Bill,  that  the 
principle  for  which  the  Council  contended — that  if  trie- 
hours  of  assistants  were  interfered  with,  some  relief  must 
be  afforded  to  employers  also — had  been  adopted  in  the 
Bill.  The  following  reference  was  made  to  the  National 
Insurance  Bill  : 

"  An  amendment  was  proposed  to  this  Bill  by  the  member 
for  Nottingham  South,  to  the  effect,  that  spectacles  should 
be  included  among  the  benefits  provided  under  the  heading 
of  '  'Medical  Benefit."  Realising  the  great  importance  of  this 
to  the  optical  industry,  the  committee  instructed  the  Hon. 
Secretary  to  go  to  Nottingham  with  the  view  of  getting  the 
opticians'  case  laid  before  the  hon.  member  through  his 
constituents.    Mr.  Cuff  was  most  cordially  received  by  all 
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sections  of  the  craft  and  was  given  every  possible  assistance. 
It  was  decided  also  to  get  into  close  touch  with  our  Vice- 
President,  the  Hon.  H.  Lawson,  M.P.,  and  other  members 
of  Parliament.  On  the  advice  of  Mr.  Lawson,  a  request 
was  made  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  for  an  inter- 
view, which,  however,  he  was  unable  to  grant,  owing  to 
r.ho  great  extent  to  which  his  time  was  filled  up.  It  was 
further  decided  that  a  circular-letter  .should  be  sent  to  all 
opticians  whose  addresses  were  available,  asking  them  to 
lay  the  case  before  their  respective  members  of  Parliament. 
Nearly  2,000  of  these  letters  were  sent  out  at  a  few  hours' 
-notice,  and  a  large  number  of  opticians  acted  on  the  advice 
given,  with  the  result  that  many  sympathetic  replies  were 
received.  When  the  amendment  was  reached  it  was  not 
accepted :  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in  accepting  one 
•of  which  the  hon.  member  for  York  had  given  notice,  stated 
that  'the  Government  propose  in  this  matter  to  follow  the 
ordinary  practice  of  Friendly  Societies  which  give  simple 
appliances.'  " 

The  alterations  to  the  articles  of  association  recommended 
in  May  were  confirmed,  and  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  the  provisions  of  the  Companies  Act  of 
1900  as  to  audit  and  auditors  were  included  in  these.  In 
August  the  attention  of  the  Institute  was  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  the  Glasgow  Eye  Infirmary  was  applying  for  a 
licence  to  register  under  the  Limited  Liability  Act  with- 
out the  necessity  of  adding  the  word  "  limited  "  to  its 
name.  The  committee  considered  that  some  of  the  powers 
sought  would  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  opticians, 
and  resolved  that  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  Hareom'be 
Cuff)  should  ue  requested  to  go  to  Glasgow  and  take 
such  steps  as  he  might  deem  necessary  to  oppose  the 
granting  of  the  licence.  Mr.  A.  W.  Boatman,  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  report,  remarked  that,  although  the 
Shops  Bill  had  not  yet  become  an  Act,  there  is  little 
doubt  some  such  measure  would  become  law  containing 
some  consideration  for  employers  as  well  as  employes. 
When  the  National  Insurance  Bill  was  first  brought  before 
the  committee  it  was  thought  that,  as  a  body  outside 
party  politics,  there  was  no  need  for  them  to  consider  the 
measure.  When  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  provision  of 
.spectacles  would  be  included  as  one  of  the  medical  benefits 
provided  under  the  Bill,  it  was  seen  that  the  optical 
industry,  so  far  as  opticians  are  concerned,  would  be 
touched.  Accordingly  action  was  taken  as  mentioned  in 
the  report.  In  regard  to  the  ordinary  practice  of  Friendly 
Societies,  Mr.  Boatman  said  he  had  considerable  experience 
of  the  work  of  these  societies,  and  so  far  as  he  could 
gather  spectacles  have  not  hitherto  been  supplied.  The 
important  point  to  be  considered  is  that  if  spectacles  are 
to  be  supplied  under  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  these  would 
not  be  supplied  by  the  optician  but  by  the  medical  man. 
Mr.  A.  W.  Black  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report : 
and  Mr.  T.  Buchanan  (Glasgow)  expressed,  on  behalf  of 
the  opticians  of  Glasgow,  gratification  that  the  Institute's 
intervention  in  the  proposal  of  the  Glasgow  Eye  Infirmary 
had  met  with  such  success.  The  Chairman  having  spoken 
the  report  was  adopted,  and  Mr.  Cuff  was  cordially 
thanked  for  his  action  in  the  matter  of  the  Glasgow  Eye 
Infirmary. 

Mr.  Ellis  Resigns. — A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  E.  G. 
Ellis  resigning  his  seat  on  the  Council.  In  recognition  of 
the  past  work  of  Mr.  Ellis  in  the  interests  of  opticians 
he  was  elected  a  Vice-President  of  the  Institute.  Mr. 
Albert  Jones  (Kilburn)  was  co-opted  for  the  vacancy. 

Widening  the  Basis. — The  following  resolution  passed 
at  the  annual  general  meeting  was  then  considered  : 

"The  Institute  of  Ophthalmic  Opticians  considers  it 
advisable  that  all  duly  qualified  sight-testing  opticians  should 
be  eligible,  for  membership,  but  remits  to  the  Council  the 
consideration  of  details  as  to  the  most  suitable  method  for 
its  accomplishment." 

After  discussion  a  committee  of  five,  with  the  Chair- 
man, Vice-Chairman,  and  Hon.  Secretary,  was  elected  to 
formulate  and  submit  to  the  Council  plans  for  carrying 
the  resolution  into  effect.  The  committee  appointed  con- 
sisted of  Messrs.  Matthews,  Bennett,  Boatman,  Black, 
and  G.  C.  Bateman. 

The  Optical  Convention. — A  letter  was  received  from 
Mr.  J.  W  Gordon,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Optical  Con- 
vention, inviting  the  Council  to  nominate  a  member  to 
serve  on  the  Executive  Committee.    Mr.  F.  W.  Bateman 


was  appointed,  and  the  question  of  contributing  to  the 
funds  of  the  convention  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee  with  powers.    This  ended  the  public  business. 


Exeter  Association  of  Pharmacists. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  September  25  at  the  residence  of 
Mr.  D.  Reid  (President),  who  presided,  there  being  also 
present  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  T.  C. 
Milton,  J.  Harris,  F.  W.  Vinden,  and  C.  Sloman. 

National  Insurance  Bill. — Mr.  Vinden  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary) reported  on  the  deputation  which  waited  upon  Mr. 
H.  E.  Duke,  K.C.,  M.P.,  to  secure  his  support  of  the  official 
amendments  to  the  National  Insurance  Bill.  Mr.  Rowsell 
said  that  if  a  proper  scale  of  charges  is  now  arranged  it 
should  not  be  worse  for  the  chemists  of  the  country.  Mr. 
Vinden  said  there  is  a  question  whether  the  Bill  is  going 
to  pass,  in  view  of  the  opposition  that  is  being  en- 
countered. Mr.  Wippell  Gadd,  mentioning  that  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  is  holding  a  conference  with  repre- 
sentatives of  Friendly  Societies  and  the  British  Medical 
Association,  thought  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  be  represented  at  that  meeting.  Chemists  could  not 
trust  the  British  Medical  Association.  Medical  men  are 
playing  for  their  own  hand,  perhaps  wisely,  but  they  have 
got  their  own  affairs  to  look  after  and  they  are  not  really 
concerned  with  the  interests  of  chemists.  Mr.  Rowsell 
said  he  would  be  attending  the  General  Purposes  and 
Parliamentary  Committees  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
next  week  and  would  bring  the  matter  up.  It  was  re- 
solved also  to  communicate  the  views  of  the  Association 
to  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  Parliamentary  Secretary.  Another  reso- 
lution, proposed  by  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  and  agreed  to,  was 
the  following  :  "  That  Clause  xiv.,  Sub-clause  5  (b),  should 
be  so  amplified  as  to  provide  for  the  removal  from  the  list 
of  authorised  suppliers  of  drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances 
to  insured  persons  of  any  persons,  firms,  or  bodies  cor- 
porate who  offer  to  insured  persons  any  advantage  by 
means  of  discount  off  the  official  scale  of  charges  or  other- 
wise." Mr.  D.  Reid  was  again  nominated  as  Divisional 
Secretary. 


REVIEWS. 


Edible  Fats  and  Oils:  Their  Composition,  Manufacture, 
and  Analysis.  By  W.  H.  Simmons,  B.Sc.  Lond.,  and 
C.  A.  Mitchell,  B.A.  Oxon,  F.I.C.    8-^  in.  by  5f  in. 
Pp.  150.    7s.  6d.  net.    (London,  1911  :  Scott,  Green- 
wood &  Son,  8  Broadway,  Ludgate  Hill,  E.C.) 
The  authors  first  deal  with  the  physiological  necessity, 
of  fat,  the  chemical  constitution  of  fats  and  oils  and  the 
raw  materials  employed  in  making  margarine.   Methods  of' 
refining  and  treating  the  raw  products  and  their  manufac- 
ture into  butter-substitutes  are  then  given.  Chapters 
follow  on  salad  oils,  and  the  analysis  of  fats  and  oils.  It 
appears  that  margarine  was  first  made  by  a  Paris  chemist 
named  Mege-Mouries,  in  competing  for  a  prize  offered  by 
the  French  Government  in  1869  for  a  cheap  butter-sub- 
stitute, which  should  not  readily  become  rancid.    He  used 
the  soft  fat  separated  by  pressure  from  beef  fat,  churned 
it  with  cow's  milk,  and  coloured  it  with  annatto.  This 
is  the  basis  of  the  modern  processes,  which  are  described, 
and  for  which  formula;  are  given.    This  is  the  only  book 
on  the  subject  with  which  we  are  acquainted,  and  it  will 
be  useful  to  those  of  our  subscribers  who  are  asked  by 
their  customers  to  give  information  on  the  matter. 
The  Technology  of  Bread-making ,  including  the  Chemistry 
and  Analytical  and  Practical  Testing  of  Wheat,  Flour, 
and  other  Materials  employed  in  Bread-making  and 
Confectionery.    By  William  Jago,   F.I.C,  F.C.S., 
B.L.,  and  William  C.  Jago.    9f  in.  by  6  in.   Pp.  908. 
21s.    (London  :  Simpkin,  Marshall  &  Co.,  Ltd.) 
It  is  many  years  ago  since  we  reviewed  the  earlier 
edition  of  this  work,  and  in  the  interval  Mr.  Jago's  book 
has  established  itself  as  the  authority  on  the  scientific 
aspect  of  bread-making.      The   present    edition,  in  the 
preparation  of  which  Mr.  Jago  has  been  assisted  by  his 
son,  has  been  enlarged  to  over  900  pages,  this  being 
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rendered  necessary  by  the  advances  that  have  been  made 
in  recent  years  in  the  science  of  bread-making.  Such  sub- 
jects as  flour-bleaching,  bread-improvers,  and  "  Standard" 
bread  are  discussed  in  a  critical  and  helpful  manner.  After 
the  hysterical  booming  of  "Standard"  bread,  the  cold 
douche  of  scientific  fact  which  Mr.  Jago  administers  is 
refreshing.  He  points  out  that  the  fixing  of  a  standard 
for  the  nutritive  value  of  bread  is  far  from  simple,  and 
quotes  Snyder  to  the  effect  that  until  Nature  produces  a 
standard  wheat  there  is  no  definite  basis  upon  which  a 
standard  such  as  is  understood  by  scientists  can  rest.  As 
regards  several  matters  in  the  book  which  naturally 
interest  pharmacists,  there  is  much  that  is  suggestive  in 
various  paragraphs.  The  chapter  on  aerating-agents  in- 
cludes paragraphs  on  baking-powders  and  a  critical  note 
on  the  effect  of  alum  in  retarding  protein  digestion.  The 
features  of  the  various  special  brands  of  bread  are  set 
forth,  and  will  enable  the  pharmacist  to  answer  intelli- 
gently the  inquiries  of  customers  regarding  the  advantages 
of  malt-extract  and  other  varieties  of  bread.  Flour  and 
bread  "improvers" — recent  developments  in  the  making 
of  bread — are  explained  at  length,  and  it  is  shown  that  the 
modern  development  of  the  industry  should  not  be 
hindered  by  ill-founded  legislation.  Instead,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  the  establishment  of  a  Court  of  Reference; 
would  be  a  preferable  method  of  dealing  with  scientific 
matters  upon  which  the  ordinary  legislator  is  not  com- 
petent to  pass  an  opinion.  There  are,  of  course,  chapters 
in  which  the  technical  processes  of  bread-making  are  fully 
explained ;  but  we  have  preferred  to  cite  a  few  matters 
which  are  of  more  immediate  concern  to  our  readers  and 
which  enable  them  to  judge  of  the  usefulness  of  the 
book  for  reference  purposes.  The  sections  devoted  to 
analytical  processes  are  bound  to  be  useful  to  many  phar- 
macists. The  Confectionery  Section  at  the  end  contains, 
among  other  things,  lists  of  harmless  and  injurious  colour- 
ing-matters— a  subject  upon  which  we  frequently  receive 
inquiries.

TRADE  REPORT. 


rhe  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be- 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  pur- 
chase at  the  prices  quoted  here.

WHILE  there  has  not  been  a  very  large  volume  of 
business  passing  this  week,  there  are  numerous  price 
changes,  most  of  them  in  an  upward  direction.  Seeds, 
owing  to  smaller  crops,  are  generally  higher ;  anise- 
caraway,  and  English  coriander  seeds  are  all  dearer. 
Cream  of  tartar,  tartaric  acid,  and  citric  acid  also  show 
decided  improvements.  Roots,  as  might  be  expected, 
tend  higher,  although  the  rise  may  have  been  a  little 
too  great  before  the  actual  crop  results  are  known.  Pepper- 
mint oil  has  not  moved  much,  and  menthol  continues  an 
"article  of  speculation."  Sugar  of  milk  is  scarce  and; 
has  gone  up  in  price.  Ergot  may  be  cheaper : 
prices  are  ruled  by  Russia,  which  is  just  offering,  and. 
caution  is  advised.  Aniseed  oil  is  in  good  demand,  and 
is  likely  to  remain  so  for  some  time.  French  lavender  oil1 
is  very  much  dearer,  and  there  appears  to  be  a  genuine 
shortage.  Soy,  owing  to  dearer  sugar,  is  higher,  both  on 
the  spot  and  to  arrive.  The  heavy  chemical  trade  is 
healthy,  contracts  for  season's  requirements  now  being 
settled,  and  the  outlook  is  considered  to  be  favourable  by 
sellers.  Trade  generally  is  very  brisk,  but  not  in  all 
cases  is  the  buying  to  meet  immediate  consumptive  de- 
mands. Manufacturers  are  anticipating  recrudescence  of 
the  railway  and  other  industrial  troubles,  and  laying  in 
quadruple  stocks  of  heavy  articles.

London  Markets. 

Alcohol. — Manufacturers  met  yesterday,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected as  a  result  that  the  price  of  grain-spirit  will  be 
raised,  but  that  of  spirit  for  methylation  will  not  be. 

Almonds  are  irregular  in  price  and,  with  new  crops 
coming  in  from  various  countries,  lower  rates  are  antici- 
pated. On  the  spot,  sales  include  Persian  sweet  at  100.?. 
per  cwt. 

Aniseed. — Russian  is  dearer  at  27s.  per  cwt  on  the  spot, 
and  for  shipment  even  a  higher  price  would  have  to  be 
paid.  Spanish  is  scarce,  there  is  none  offering  on  the 
spot ;  the  price  for  arrival  is  quoted  about  34s.  per  cwt. 
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Anise  Oil  (Star). — Extremely   scarce   on    the   spot;  J 
5s.  l^d.  per  lb.  was  paid  early  in  the  week  and  5s.  3c?.  j 
later.    No  fresh  c.i.f.  business  is  reported;  4s.  6d.  to  4s.  Id. 
are  the  prices  asked. 

Araroba. — Small  lots  have  arrived  and  have  been  dis- 
posed of  to  manufacturers  who  have  been  short  of  the 
ibest  qualities. 

Asafetida  is  slow,  but  no  large  lots  are  coming  forward, 
so  that  owners  will  have  time  to  unload. 

Balsam  of  Peru. — Several  cases  of  genuine  B.P.  direct 
importation,  which  were  offered  at  8s.  2d.  per  lb.,  have 
been  sold,  and  8*.  3d.  is  now  asked  in  one  direction.  For 
another  mark  7s.  8*/.  would  be  taken.  This  balsam  varies 
in  quality,  a  fact  which  must  be  reckoned  with  price 
■quotations. 

Balsam  Tolu. — In  sympathy  with  the  higher  prices  in 
America  the  price  here  has  been  advanced  to  1.?.  8c7.  per 
lb.  after  a  fair  business  at  Is.  6c7.  per  lb. 

Bay  Oil  is  very  scarce  and  firm  at  lis.  6(7.  per  lb.  net 
m  tins,  without  engagement. 

Bergamot  Oil  is  without  change,  20  s.  lOd.  c.i.f.  is  still 
quoted. 

Bleaching-powder. — Recent  prices  are  well  main- 
tained, and  as  there  is  little  extra-convention  material 
available,  it  is  not  improbable  that  English  makers  may 
advance  their  quotations. 

Bromides. — There  is  a  fair  demand  on  the  basis  of 
Is.  3^c/.  per  lb.  net  for  potassium,  the  makers  quoting  for 
prompt  delivery  only. 

Buchu-leaves. — Stocks  both  here  and  at  the  Cape  show 
some  reduction,  and  prices  remain  very  firm.  While 
business  has  been  done  in  rounds  at  4s.  3cZ.  per  lb.,  4s.  6c7. 
per  lb.  is  generally  asked.  Ovals  are  quoted  at  Is.  10c/.  per 
Jb.  for  fair  green,  and  good  unmixed  longs  are  quoted  at 
2s.  per  lb.  c.i.f.,  there  being  no  stock  here.  Five  bales 
arrived  by  this  week's  Cape  steamer,  these  being  for 
New  York. 

The  exports  from  Cape  Colony  during-  July  amounted  to 
11,847  lb.,  valued  at  1,290/.,  against  12,485  lb.,  valued  at 
i.348/.,  for  July  1910.  For  the  seven  months  (January-July) 
the  exports  have  been  158,650  lb.,  valued  at  22,868/.,  against 
i99.286  lb.,  valued  at  16,971/.,  or  40,636  lb.  less. 

Burdock-root. — Cut  drug  is  again  firmer  on  the  spot, 
45s.  to  50s.  per  cwt.  being  paid.  No  c.i.f.  is  offering  at 
the  moment. 

Canary-seed  is  firm,  but  quotations  are  unaltered  at 
46s.  to  48s.  per  quarter  for  ordinary  to  good  Morocco. 
The  price  of  Turkish  for  shipment  is  still  above  parity 
here. 

Capsicums. — Fine  large  dark  picked  Nyassa  sold  in 
auction  at  52s.  to  54s.  per  cwt. 

Caraway-seed  is  dearer  at  24s.  to  25s.  per  cwt.  for  fair 
to  good  Dutch. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — Rather  firmer  on  the  spot.  One 
holder  has  raised  his  limit  of  1907  bark  to  44s.  per  cwt.  A 
little  thick  bark  might  be  had  at  42s.  6d. 

Cassia  Oil. — To  arrive,  the  latest  quotations  are  for 
70-75  per  cent.  3s.  0^/.,  75-80  per  cent,  at  3s.  2d.,  and 
80-85  per  cent,  at  3s.  4c/.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  Spot  values  are 
70-75  per  cent.  3s.  5d.  and  80-85  per  cent,  at  3s.  7d.  per  lb. 

Chamomiles. — Small  lots  are  being  offered  and  find 
•ready  buyers.  We  hear  of  sales  of  old  brownish  at  107s.  6c?. 
per  cwt.  and  second  pickings  at  127s.  6c?.,  while  good 
white  flowers  remain  very  firm  at  unchanged  prices. 

Chillies. — Good  red  Japanese  sold  in  auction  at  40s.  6d. 
to  41s.  6c?.  per  cwt. 

Chiretta. — The  consignment  recently  mentioned  has 
foeen  cleared  off  the  market,  and  the  drug  is  again  firmer, 
7^d.  per  lb.  being  asked  for  second-hand  parcels. 

Cinnamon. — At  auction  on  Wednesday  fair  business  was 
•done  in  Ceylon  bark,  100  bales  of  fair  broken  selling 
rather  dearer  at  6fc7.  per  lb.,  and  60  bags  of  dull  chips 
at  2|c/. 

The  local  market  in  cinnamon  is  very  unsettled  (says  the 
"Times  of  Ceylon,"  August  31).  Since  the  last  two  months 
the  price  for  usual  assortment  cinnamon  has  risen  from  52c. 


per  lb.  to  60c.,  at  which  price  a  few  parcels  changed  hands 
last  week.  Dealers  are  very  reluctant  to  sell  on  forward 
contracts,  because  of  the  scarcity  of  cinnamon,  which  is 
entirely  due  to  the  drought.  The  current  price  of  6Cc.  for 
usual  assortment  has  not  been  paid  during  the  past  ten  years. 
It  is  curious,  however,  that  local  rates  are  not  in  sympathy 
with  the  European  market,  and  apparently  business  is 
operated  to-day  on  a  speculative  basis.  It  is  understood  that 
a  European  firm  has  been  selling  some  of  its  stock  locally  to 
dealers  at  a  very  good  profit.  Cinnamon  which  cost  them 
53c.  a  lb.  and  bought  about  two  months  ago  has  been  sold 
at  60c.  for  usual  assortment. 

Citric  Acid  has  a  firm  tendency,  foreign  crystals  offer- 
ing at  Is.  A^d.  per  lb.  and  powder  Is.  4§<7.  English  makers 
are  not  offering  at  the  moment,  being  fairly  full  up  with 
contracts. 

Clove  Oil,  in  sympathy  with  the  fruit,  is  slightly  easier. 
B.P.  quality  is  now  quoted  at  4s.  6c?.  per  lb. 

Cocaine. — Very  little  of  this  alkaloid  and  its  salts  is 
offering,  and  an  early  advance  in  prices  is  looked  for. 

Cod-liver  Oil. — Inquiry  is  absent;  116s.  to  118s.  c.i.f. 
is  quoted  for  Norwegian  non-freezing,  and  120s.  on  the 
spot.  Our  Bergen  advice  dated  September  25  is  to  the  effect 
that  there  is  an  easier  tendency  on  the  oil  market  there, 
and  finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  is  quoted  at  113s.  per 
barrel  f.o.b.  Bergen. 

Colocynth. — Pulp  is  quiet  and  fairly  plentiful  on  the 
spot,  the  value  being  from  6c/.  to  Id.  per  lb.  as  to  quality. 

Condurango  is  scarce  on  the  Continent.  Fresh  arrivals 
are  not  expected,  and  prices  are  in  rising  tendency,  natural 
quality  62s.  6d.  per  cwt.  c.i.f. 

Copaiba. — Maracaibo  variety  of  B.P.  quality  is  in  better 
demand.  Good  bright  filtered  is  offered  at  Is.  9^d.  to 
Is.  10c/.  per  lb.,  according  to  quantity. 

Coriander-seed  is  quiet  but  steady  at  15s.  6c?.  per  cwt. 
for  Morocco  on  the  spot. 

Cream  of  Tartar  has  advanced  Is.  per  cwt,  88s.  having 
been  paid  for  98  per  cent.  Fairly  large  forward  contracts 
have  been  recently  placed  for  next  year,  and  it  would  now 
be  difficult  to  place  further  contracts  except  at  a  consider- 
able increase.  It  is  thought  that  the  lowest  prices  have 
now  been  seen  both  for  this  year  and  the  new  crop. 

Cumin-seed  continues  neglected ;  the  stock  is  small, 
and  quotations  are  firm  at  25s.  per  cwt.  for  Morocco  and 
34s.  for  Malta. 

Ergot  of  Rye.— Quiet,  but  very  firm.  New  Spanish,  now 
in  course  of  shipment,  seems  very  bold  and  sound ;  what 
is  on  the  way  is  mostly  going  into  consumption,  being 
bought  some  time  ago  for  that  purpose.  A  limited  quantity 
might  be  had  at  4s.  4c/.  to  4s.  6c?.  per  lb.  c.i.f.,  5s.  being 
the  spot  price  for  both  Russian  and  Spanish.  The  follow- 
ing remarks  by  a  London  dealer  are  interesting  in  view  of 
the  Continental  opinion  printed  as  an  addendum  to  this 

report  :  .  , 

"  Another  year  of  scarcity  is  in  prospect  owing  to  the 
drought  over 'an  extended  area  in  Russia  and  Spain.  The 
occasional  small  lots  of  Russian  arriving  are  collected  from 
the  ear,  and  the  bulk  of  this  season's  crop  will  probably  not 
•arrive  in  Western  Europe  before  December,  when  thrashing 
will  have  been  completed.  In  years  of  scarcity  the  Russian 
District  Councils  have,  on  sanitary  grounds,  to  offer  a  higher 
price  to  the  peasants  to  induce  them  to  individually  pick  out 
the  deleterious  corn  from  their  personal  holdings;  hence  the 
high  prices  we  •have  sometimes  to  pay  and,  we  think,  will 
rule  during  the  present  year.  In  Spain  and  Portugal  the 
conditions  are  totally  different,  but  the  price  of  ergot  there 
is  governed  by  the  Russian  market.  Of  Spanish,  the  first 
supplies  of  new  crop,  sold  weeks  ago  for  arrival,  are  now  in 
course  of  shipment." 

Fennel-seed. — The  market  is  now  bare  of  Persian,  the 
value  being  nominally  from  23s.  to  25s.  per  cwt.  Business 
has  been  done  in  good  clean  Levant  seed  at  22s.  c.i.f. 

Fenugreek-seed  is  dearer,  holders  asking  10s.  per  cwt. 
for  Morocco. 

Galls.— Persian  are  quiet,  and  with  good  supplies  of 
blue  prices  are  in  buyers'  favour.  Spot  is  quoted  at  from 
53s.  6c/.  to  54s.  6c7.  for  blue,  green  43s.  to  44s'.,  and  white 
42s.,  at  which  business  has  been  done  in  all  descriptions. 
Chinese  are  quiet,  plum-shaped  offering  at  48s.  c.i.f.  and 
ordinary  at  48s. 
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Ginger.— Middling  part  lean  Jamaica  sold  in  auction  at 
52s.  to  53s.  6c7.  per  cwt. 

Glycerin. — There  is  a  feeling  on  the  market  that  the 
present  high  prices  cannot  be  obtained  much  longer,  and, 
as  a  result,  buyers  are  extremely  cautious  in  their 
purchases. 

Jalap. — Steady  at  Is.  6(7.  per  lb.  for  10  per  cent,  and 
Is.  4(7.  for  7  per  cent. 

Lavender  Oil. — The  sale  of  a  limited  quantity  of  Eng- 
lish is  reported  at  46s.,  but  47s.  6<7.  to  50s.  is  the  general 
price. 

Lemon-juice. — Nothing  is  offered  in  old  crop  English 
pressing.  Italian  new  crop  forward  delivery  is  lower  at 
Is.  2(7.  c.i.f.  on  the  usual  10  per  cent,  basis. 

Lemon  Oil. — On  the  spot  sales  are  reported  at  6s.  per  lb., 
with  buyers  at  the  price.  A  Palermo  advice  dated  Septem- 
ber 23  reports  that  the  market  continues  inactive  and  with- 
out any  demand  from  abroad,  also  locally  there  seem  to 
be  no  requirements.  Prices  have  been,  therefore,  mostly 
nominal,  buyers  keeping  slightly  below  and  sellers  above 
what  is  considered  market  value.  For  new-crop  oil  con- 
siderable interest  is  still  being  shown  by  foreign  buyers, 
but  many  of  the  inquiries  do  not  lead  to  business,  as  the 
level  of  prices  continues  to  be  high  owing  to  the  specula- 
tive "  manoeuvres  "  of  some  bulls.  The  prospects  for  the 
lemon  crop,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  so  far,  are  rather 
fair,  reports  from  the  growing  districts  speak  of  a  larger 
crop  than  last  year's.    To-day  B.P.  is  quoted  7s.  c.i.f. 

Lime-juice. — Slightly  easier.  A  few  puncheons  good 
pale  raw  have  been  sold  at  Is.  lid.,  and  off-colour  at  Is.  9rf. 

Linseed  is  steady  at  72s.  6(7.  per  quarter  for  Dutch  and 
Morocco. 

Liquorice-root  is  firmer,  the  value  of  common  natural 
Persian  on  the  spot  being  lis.  6(7.,  and  about  9s.  6(7.  per 
cwt.  c.i.f.  to  come  forward.  Common  whole  Persian  de- 
corticated is  worth  about  25s.,  or  22s.  c.i.f. 

Menthol. — In  better  inquiry,  and  nothing  can  be  had 
under  16s.  per  lb.  on  the  spot.  Distant  shipment  Suzuki 
is  quoted  at  14s.  c.i.f.,  with  an  offer  to  cable  something 
less. 

Morphine  Salts. — Prices  are  well  maintained,  but 
buyers  are  cautious  and  not  inclined  to  stock  too  largely. 

Musk  (Tonquin). — Quiet  ;  blueskin,  pile  1,  is  quoted  at 
67s.  6d.  per  oz. 

Opium. — A  very  strong  market,  with  every  indication 
of  higher  rates  later.  A  little  business  has  been  done  in 
Turkey  druggists'  at  25s.  6d.  on  the  spot,  but  there  are 
few  sellers,  and  the  stock  is  limited.  The  last  Smyrna  quo- 
tation is  24s.  6<7.  c.i.f.  for  11.5  per  cent.  Persian  is  very 
dear,  with  business  at  25s.  6d.  and  26s.,  but  no  further 
sellers,  as  the  market  is  practically  cleared  of  stock.  We 
append  advices  from  correspondents  in  Smyrna  : 

September  14. — The  market  during  the  past  week  has  been 
unusually  active,  and  the  sales  of  the  week  amount  to  about 
200  cases  at  235p.,  or  25s.  bd.  The  definite  estimate  of  the 
new  crop  does  not  exceed  2,500  cases,  instead  of  3,500  cases 
as  had  been  hoped.  This  is  the  cause  of  the  effervescence 
on  this  market,  and  it  is  the  general  opinion  that  the  rise 
will  continue  steadily  and  attain  a  figure  hitherto  unknown. 
Arrivals  to  date  for  the  week  amounted  to  611  cases,  com- 
pared with  3,159  last  year  at  the  same  date.  These  figures 
are  sufficiently  eloquent  to  make  comment  unnecessary.  The 
market  closes  firm,  with  a  tendency  to  rise. 

We  have  had  a  very  active  market  in  the  week  ending 
September  15,  w'th  sales  amounting  to  103  cases,  of  which 
sixty-two  are  for  U.S.A.  and  the  balance  for  account  of  local 
and  interior  speculators.  We  quote  new  current  qualities, 
low  talequale,  21s.  to  23,v.  :  new  talequale  from  92  to  lOj  per 
cent.,  23s.  bcl.  to  24s.  ;  new  selected  druggists'  about  10j  to 
11  per  cent.,  24s.  6(7.  to  25s.;  old  common  grades  as  to 
strength,  18s.  to  22s.  ;  old  extra-selected  Karahissar,  llf  to 
12£,  25s.  6(7.  to  26s.  3(7.  Rain  is  now  needed  to  prepare  the 
ground  for  the  early  fall  sowings,  and  should  this  fail  until 
next  month  a  basis  of  fully  30s.  to  35s.  is  generally  anticipated 
in  the  very  near  future,  especially  if  the  present  active  demand 
continues  much  loneer.  The  arrivals  to  date  amount  to 
633  cases,  against  3,159  .at  same  date  last  year. 

Orange  (Sweet)  Oil  for  both  prompt  shipment  and  new 
crop  is  quiet  and  unchanged  at  7s.  9(7.  c.i.f. 

Pepper. — In  auction  Black  was  .slow  of  sale,  only  dam- 
aged Singapore  selling,  the  price  being  5£(7.  to  5£c7.  Pri- 


vately the  market  for  arrival  is  firmer,  business  being  done 
in  Singapore,  0  ctober-December,  at  5J,(/.,  and  January - 
March  at  5-^-|(7.  to  5,76(7.  .  White  is  steady,  and  Singapore. 
October-December  has  sold  at  7|rZ.  In  auction  five  cases  of 
fine  Ceylon  sold  at  9J(7. 

Peppermint  Oil. — American  tin  oil  remains  unchanged 
at  list  prices.  In  H.G.H.  further  .sales  have  been  made 
at  15s.  6(7.  per  lb.  Japanese  oil  on  spot  is  without  change 
at  6s.  3(7.  for  Kobayashi,  but  Suzuki  afloat  is  firmer  at 
5s.  7-^(7.,  which  has  been  paid  several  times. 

Potassium  Permanganate  is  in  good  demand,  in  fact, 
the  orders  for  medium  and  large  crystals  are  greater  in 
volume  than  the  supply,  with  consequent  hardening  of  the 
prices. 

Quinine. — A  quiet  week  without  any  material  change 
in  the  market  position. 

Santonin. — A  fortnight  ago  (see  C.  <£•  7J.,  September  16. 
index  folio  458)  we  gave  the  hint  that  prices  might  be 
advanced  shortly.  This  advance  came  about  on  Thursday 
last,  when  the  announcement  was  made  that  the  monopoly 
had  risen  their  prices  by  10m.  per  kilo.,  or  the  equivalent 
of  4s.  6(7.  per  lb.,  which  now  makes  the  minimum  price  for 
2-cwt.  lots  in  one  delivery  51s.  3(/.  per  lb.  net,  or  56s.  6(/. 
in  28-lb.  lots,  packages  extra.  An  advance  of  2s.  3(7.  per 
lb.  had  been  anticipated  in  well-informed  quarters,  so  that 
the  rise  is  somewhat  sensational.  It  may  be  pointed  out 
that  these  high  prices  have  had  no  perceptible  influence 
on  the  consumption  of  santonin,  and  that  the  Syndicate 
are  quite  able  to  dictate  their  own  terms.  It  may  also' 
be  noted  santonin  is  at  present  out  of  stock  in  Hamburg, 
but  supplies  from  Russia  are  expected  in  about  a  week. 
In  the  meantime  the  Syndicate,  declining  as  usual  to  do 
business  for  forward  delivery,  have  been  refusing  large 
orders  for  the  East. 

Senega. — Dearer,  and  still  higher  prices  looked  for  on< 
account  of  difficulty  to  get  offers  from  primary  districts.. 
Spot  quoted  2s.  5(7.  per  lb,  and  it  is  very  doubtful  if  any- 
thing could  be  got  under  this. 

Shellac. — A  quiet  week,  with  TN  spot  firmer  on  the 
basis  of  66s.  to  67s. 

Soy  has  advanced  ^d.  per  gallon,  Is.  4(7.  having  been' 
paid  for  Wochan. 

Sugar  of  Milk  is  higher  on  the  spot ;  60s.  per  cwt.  has 
been  paid  for  American  and  62s.  6(7.  for  German  powder. 
Nothing  from  the  Continent  is  offered  forward. 

Sulphur. — The  current  quotations  are  67.  10s.  per  ton 
for  flowers  and  67.  7s.  6(7.  for  roll  ex  wharf  ;  recovered 
is  51.  7s.  6(7.,  and  best  thirds  89s.  6(7.  c.i.f.  terms. 

Tansy  Oil  is  clearer  at  9s.  9(7.  per  lb.,  in  sympathy  with 
the  firmness  of  all  American  weedy  oils. 

Tartaric  Acid  has  developed  a  firmer  tendencj',  and 
foreign  is  quoted  at  Is.  0^(7.  to  Is.  0|(7.  English  remains 
unchanged  at  Is.  lf(7. 

Tonka  Beans. — New  crop  Para  ha  ve  been  sold  at  lis.  3(7.. 
per  lb.,  and  the  market  closes  firm. 

Tragacanth. — A  large  business  has  been  doing,  and 
prices  are  advancing  all  round  Supplies  are  coming  for- 
ward very  slowly,  and  it  is  expected  that  even  higher 
prices  will  be  seen.

Manchester  Chemical  Market. 

September  ZG. 

Our  market  to-day  was  rather  on  the  quiet  side  arid  there 
were  few  new  features  to  note.  Heavy  chemicals,  however, 
ruled  steady;  bleaching-powder  was  in  good  demand  at  full 
late  rates,  but  makers  complain  of  shortage  of  rolling-stock, 
-which  is  causing  serious  inconvenience  to  both  purchasers  and 
-consumers.  If  there  is  any  consolation  to  be  derived  in  this 
■direction,  it  may  be  said  that  the  same  remark  would  apply 
to  all  other  trades.  In  regard  to  Caustic  Soda  for  delivery 
over  the  ensuing  twelve  months,  prices  of  the  home  trade 
are  maintained,  but  for  export  figures  vary  somewhat,  accord- 
ing to  quantity  and  destination.  It  is  very  possible  that 
some  clause  may  be  inserted  in  view  of  dearer  fuel  and  raw 
material  which  may  protect  sellers,  but  at  present  this  has 
iiot  been  mooted  on  the  open  market.  The  position  in 
Sulphate  of  Copper  is  still  uncertain  ;  demand  runs  chiefly 
on  export  account,  principally  for  early  delivery,  and  this  is 
said  to  have  cleared  off  second-hand  lots.  Probably  a  good 
•deal  of  this  will  be  held  over  for  spring  delivery.  Powdered, 
White  Arsenic  is  steadier.  Ammonia  Sulphate  and  miscible 
Naphthas  remain  very  firm.  In  other  directions  there  is 
little  change  to  note.  Coal-tar  Products  show  rather  slow 
movement  and  remain  for  the  present  at  about  last  week's 
value. 

American  Drug-market. 

New  York,  September  J2. 

A  fair  volume  of  business  is  being  transacted  in  the  New 
York  drug-market,  with  an  improved  inquiry  developing 
for  substantial  parcels  of  seasonable  goods.  The  tone  of 
T.he  market  continues  steady  throughout,  and  in  several 
instances  advances  have  been  scored.  Opium,  tolu,  hydrastis, 
and  cascara  sagrada  are  in  upward  tendency. 

Aloes. — New-crop  Curacao  is  coming  forward  rather 
slowly,  a  large  portion  of  this  year's  produce  being  reported 
held  in  primary  markets  for  speculative  purposes.  Spot 
prices  are  the  turn  firmer  at  l!,c.  for  prime  livery,  with  7c. 
possible  for  inferior  grades. 

Asafetida  is  in  better  supply,  and  since  the  principal 
interests  are  satisfied  meantime,  prices  are  easy  at  85c.  to 
$1.25,  as  to  grade. 

Canada  Balsam. — Fair  supplies  are  on  hand,  but  trading 
is  dull,  and  values  are  barely  steady  at  $4.10.  Oregon  is 
moving  slowly  at  80c. 

Cascara  Sagrada.  Reports  from  primary  sources  continue 
strong,  the  earlier  predictions  of  shortage  being  confirmed 
by  the  result  of  the  peel,  which  is  considerably  below  a 
normal  year's  consumption.  Most  of  the  new  peel  has  been 
sold  direct  to  manufacturers,  leaving  comparatively  little 
for  general  distribution.  Spot,  values  are  hardening  in 
i  sympathy,  being  very  firm  at  9gC  for  new  crop,  with  the 
range  extending  to  IO5C  for  more  mature  bark,  the  market 
conditions  indicating  an  early  enhancement  of  values. 

Copaiba. — Central  and  South  American  grades  are  in 
I  letter  demand,  and  the  market  is  somewhat  more  steady  at 
39c.  to  45c...  as  to  quality.  Better  may  be  done  in  some 
■quarters,  but  suspicion  is  attached  to  the  cheaper  lots,  in 
view  of  the  cost,  to  import  and  handle  straight  product. 
Para  is  firmer  at  60c  receipts  being  light. 

Damiana.— Medicinal  leaves  are  moving  freely,  and  prices 
are  well  maintained  at  He. 

Hydrastis.— Owing  to  the  unprecedented  scarcity  of  this 
drug  prices  for  round  lots  are  of  little  more  than'  nominn  1 
significance,  the  small  parcels  in  request  being  taken  at.  $5 
or  thereby.  The  paltry  offerings  from  the  country  indicate 
a.  genuine  scarcity,  since  the  prevailing  high  prices  would 
have  drawn  out  any  lots  held  there  on  speculation. 

Jalap  is  in  active  demand,  and  prices  are  firm  at  35c. 
Receipts  from  primary  sources  have  been  backward  for  some 
T.inie,  and  while  this  may  be  due  in  part  to  tardy  collection, 
it  is  generally  believed  that  supplies  have  been  held  back 
in  order  to  stiffen  values  in  secondary  markets. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American).— Developments  during  the 
past  month  have  been  few.  the  spot  market  holding  on  an 
even  course  at  $2  90  to  $3.00  for  t  in  oil,  with  a  fair  turnover 
in  progress  for  ljoth  domestic  and  foreign  account.  The 
distillation  of  oil  in  the  country  is  nearing  completion,  and 
reports  generally  concede  a  normal  output,  the  zealous 
advices  regarding  heavy  crop-damage  not  being  justified  by 
subsequent  developments.    Of  the  new  oil,  the  greater  por- 


tion is  said  to  be  controlled  by  primary  dealers,  and  this 
factor  taken  with  the  reduction  of  held-over  stock  may 
induce  higher  prices  should  buying  become  more  active. 

Spearmint  Oil  has  been  advanced  25c.  to  $4.00  under  the 
influences  of  close  concentration  of  supplies  and  increasing 
use  by  chewing-gum  manufacturers,  who  are  reported  to 
have  taken  the  bulk  of  the  present  year's  crop. 

Tolu  Balsam  is  very  scarce  meantime,  and  with  the 
approach  of  the  consuming  season  supplies  are  closely 
guarded,  only  small  lots  being  available  at  34c. 

Wild-cherry  Bark  is  in  good  supply  in  both  country  and 
spot  markets,  and  a  fair  business  is  passing  at  5c.  to  6c.  for 
thick  and  7gC.  to  9c.  for  young,  thin  descriptions. 

Wintergreen  Oil. — Genuine  leaf-oil  is  offered  ,at  $4.25  to 
$4.50,  with  small  business  in  progress.  Birch  oil  is  in 
plentiful  supply  at  primary  sources,  and  prices  for  round 
lots  range  from  $1.30  to  $1.60,  as  to  purity  and  quantity. 
Synthetic  continues  in  active  seasonable  demand  at  33c. 

Continental  Drug-crops. 

In  their  annual  report  Messrs.  Csesar  &  Loretz  state  that 
this  year's  failure  in  the  harvest  of  many  drugs  will  be  such 
as  has  not  been  experienced  for  many  years.  The  absence  of 
snow  during  the  past  winter  caused  damage  to  the  roots  of 
many  cultivated  drugs,  and  the  night  frosts  111  May  proved 
harmful  to  the  young  shoots.  The  tropical  heat,  coupled 
with  the  want  of  rain,  which  visited  the  Continent  for  about 
eight  weeks,  completely  destroyed  a  part  of  the  crops,  and 
even  in  the  case  of  many  wild-growing  plants  they  .are 
stunted  and  undeveloped.  In  consequence  of  the  heat  the 
plants  have  not  grown  properly,  and  yield  fewer  leaves  and 
more  stalks  than  is  the  case  under  normal  weather  conditions. 
An  increase  in  price  in  many  articles  during  the  winter 
must  therefore  be  reckoned  with,  as  also  with  the  possibility 
of  a  complete  clearance  in  the  supplies  of  several  drugs. 
The  following  memoranda  are  given  : 

Belladonna-leaves. — An  analysis  of  the  leaves  so  far  sup- 
plied shows  an  alkaloid-content  of  0.336  to  0.606  per  cent., 
whereas  in  former  years  it.  was  difficult  to  obtain  a  drug 
answering  the  requirement  of  0.3  per  cent.  South  Hungary 
supplies  placed  on  the  market  consist  almost  entirely  of 
scopolia-leaves. 

Digitalis-leaves. — This  year's  harvest  does  not  come  up  to 
expectations,  and,  as  the  amount  required  for  export  is  not 
yet  to  hand,  an  increase  in  price  must  be  considered.  The 
activity  of  the  leaves  harvested  this  year  is  slightly  below 
that  of  former  years,  possibly  due  to  the  absence  of  periodic 
showers,  which  promote  the  growth  of  the  leaves. 

Peppermint-leaves. — This  year's  harvest  is  far  below  the 
average,  and  there  is  no  prospect  of  a  decline  in  prices, 
which  have  already  doubled.  The  leaves  are  thin,  very 
brittle,  and  stalks  are  plentiful. 

Anise  Fruit. — The  prospects  of  the  Russian  harvest  are 
very  bad,  as,  owing  to  drought,  the  plants  began  to  develop 
late,  and  the  fields  were  so  filled  with  weeds  as  to  require 
ploughing.  Spain  also  reports  a  small  harvest,  so  that  an 
increase  in  price  must  be  reckoned  with. 

Caraway'  Fruit. — This  year's  harvest  is  good  as  regards 
colour  and  quality,  but  the  seeds  are  poor  in  oil.  The  Dutch 
harvest  is  reported  to  yield  200,000  sacks,  compared  with  the 
averaere  of  113.300  sacks  during  the  past  seventeen  years. 
A  decline  in  price  may  therefore  be  expected. 

Fennel  Fruit. — A  small  harvest  .and  higher  prices  appear 
inevitable,  as  the  plants  have  greatly  suffered  through  the 
heat. 

Belladonna-root. — This  year's  roots  show  an  alkaloid- 
content  of  0.345  to  0  456  per  cent.  Only  a  few  samples  were 
found  to  contain  0.544  to  0.608  per  cent. 

Valerian-root. — The  crops  in  Thuringia.  and  Belgium 
have  suffered  considerably  from  the  intense  heat:  the  plants 
are  in  part  completely  dried  and  so  undeveloped  that  only 
a  small  harvest  is  to  be  expected. 

Ergot  of  Ry'e. — Last  November  prices  rose  from  m.3  to 
in. 11  per  kilo.  The  reason  for  this  abnormal  increase  was 
the  delay  in  placing  last  year's  harvest  on  the  market,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  the  supply  from  Spain,  Germany,  and 
Russia,  was  far  below  the  average.  This  year's  prospects  aro 
much  better,  and  there  is  every  chance  of  obtaining  the  drug 
at  moro  moderate  prices.  Russia  has  already  placed  large 
quantities  of  ergot  on  the  market,  four  weeks  epdier  than 
usual,  and  the  harvest  in  Germany  is  plentiful.  Spain  still 
keeps  back.  Austria  also  reports  good  supply,  so  that  a. 
deci-piso  in  price  may  be  expected  during  the  course  of  next 
month. 

South  of  France  Crops. 

(From  the  "  C.  <0  D."  Correspondent .) 

Jasmine. — The  harvest  is  proceeding  steadily.  Owing  to 
excessive  dryness  during  the  summer,  and  influenced  by 
political  conditions  and  speculative  purchases,  a  high  price 
was  paid  to  growers  at  the  beginning  of  the  season — viz.,

5f.  to  6f.  per  kilo. — where  there  was  no  contract  between  the 
growers  and  perfumers.  The  weather  has  continued  very 
favourable,  and  there  is  a  very  good  crop  of  excellent 
flowers,  with  the  result  that  prices  are  lower.  Recent  rains 
with  continuance  of  warm  weather  have  favoured  the  crop, 
and  if  these  conditions  continue  the  price  may  be  still 
easier.  In  any  case  the  season  must  be  considered  a  good 
one  for  jasmine-flowers,  and  the  weather  enables  flowers  to 
be  gathered  in  the  best  possible  condition. 

Tuberose. — Last  winter  the  bulbs  suffered  a  good  deal, 
and  a  lot  of  them  became  quite  rotten  owing  to  the  rain.  The 
dryness  of  this  summer  did  not  help  the  plants,  although 
watering  was  freely  indulged  in,  and  the  result  is  a  poor  and 
irregular  crop.  In  the  beginning  of  the  season  some  con- 
tracts were  made  at  4.50L  per  kilo.,  but  on  account  of  great 
scarcity  the  price  rose  to  6f.,  and  even  more  lias  been  paid. 
There  is  a  second  bloom,  which  sometimes  is  of  such  import- 
ance as  to  yield  a  second  crop  ;  but  this  season,  in  spite  of 
most  careful  attention  by  the  growers,  there  have  been  few 
second  blossoms,  so  that  the  crop  as  a  whole  has  been  a  poor 
one,  and  the  prices  are  high. 

Linseed'oil  Prospects. 

The  outlook  in  linseed  oil  is  more  complex  than  ever,  and 
market  movements  are  chiefly  determined  by  the  very  erratic 
fluctuations  in  the  price  of  raw  material  in  connection  with 
speculative  operations,  while  legitimate  business  is  confined 
to  the  narrowest  possible  dimensions.  It  is  generally  recog- 
nised by _ the  crushing  industry  that  the  statistical  position  of 
linseed  is  remarkably  strong,  which  is  emphasised  by  the 
persistent  serious  shrinkage  which  has  been  going  on  in  the 
last  few  years  through  abnormally  reduced  crops  both  in  the 
United  States  and  in  the  Argentine,  although  fairly  liberal 
supplies  were  secured  from  India.  The  by-product,  mean- 
while, is  still  pegged  .at  prices  considered  dangerously  high 
■by  consumers,  who  are  apprehensive  of  the  possibility  of  a 
sudden  collapse  owing  to  crop  uncertainties,  although  such 
a  possibility  is  somewhat  remote  aeeordinr:  to  the  views 
expressed  by  speculators.  The  following  figures  represent 
the  quantities  of  seed  shipped  to  Europe  since  January  1  to 
September  21  compared  with  the  previous  two  years  :

These  figures  naturally  tend  to  show  that  sellers  of  seed 
are  not  oppressed  with  much  seed,  although  concessions  have 
been  made  in  the  last  few  weeks.  It  is  obvious,  too,  that 
the  output  of  Jinseed  oil  has  been  much  smaller  than  in  the 
last,  few  years,  and  that  the  quantities  held  by  the  trade  are 
light.  On  the  other  hand,  ,an  important  point  to  be  con- 
sidered is  how  far  the  consumption  of  the  article  has  been 
curtailed  by  the  fabulous  prices  of  a  year  or  so  past  and  by 
the  use  of  substitutes.  Since  we  referred  to  the  situation  on 
September  2  market  conditions  have  been  unsettled  by  the 
final  official  forecast  of  the  American  crop,  which  was  not  so 
bad  as  had  been  anticipated  through  the  temporary  mis- 
leading sharp  rise  in  the  American  market  due  to  interested 
■manipulation.  It  is  true  that  the  American  crop  further 
deteriorated  during  August,  but  views  have  been  appreciably 
■modified  as  to  the  extent  to  which  fresh  American  importa- 
tions may  be  resorted  to  this  season,  while  the  fairly  good 
increase  in  the  Canadian  yield  has  to  be  reckoned  with. 

Eucalyptus-oil  Prospects. 

The  market  for  eucalyptus  oil  of  late  has  shown  signs  of 
undergoing  a  definite  change  for  the  better.  For  several 
seasons  past,  as  the  result  of  very  full  stocks  held  by  the 
importers,  prices  have  been  cheap  and  competition  keen. 
As  the  winter  approached  the  oil  arrived  from  Australia 
at  a  rapid  rate,  and  the  amygdalina  description  could  be 
purchased  at  from  6(7.  to  7(7.  per  lb.  The  discovery  was  then 
made,  about  eighteen  months  ago  (as  reported  in  the  C.  <£•  D.), 
that  the  Broken  Hill  mines  in  New  South  Wales  could  use 
\vith  success  eucalyptus  oils  of  low-grade  type  in  the  extrac- 
tion of  copper,  instead  of  the  more  expensive  kinds  so  long 
in  use.  At  first  the  eucalyptus-oil  distillers  were  not  sure 
that  the  new  use  for  their  product,  would  be  permanent,  and 
therefore  hesitated  to  supply.  The  mine  managers,  how- 
ever persisted,  and  ordered  amygdalina,  or  phellandrene- 
yielding  oils,  until  the  whole  of  the  cheaper  oils  were 
absorbed  by  this  demand.  This  season,  it  is  stated,  only  oils 
of  a  superior  quality  will  be  available  on  the  home  markets; 
for  instance,  last  mail  a  regular  shipper  of  some  years'  stand- 
ing wrote  that  his  firm  had  no  oil  to  export,  all  their  make 
going  into  the  mines,  which  were  short  of  requirements, 
having  quite  taken  up  the  supply.  Nowadays  every  chemist 
and  many  stores  are  obliged  to  hold  small  stocks  of  euca- 
lyptus oil.    This  season  the  only  kinds  available  are  the  B.P. 


standard  oils.  Messrs.  Lewis  &  Peat,  of  Mincing  Lane,  E.C., 
who  sell  large  quantities  each  season,  recently  advised  : 

"  Eucalyptus  Oil. — In  reply  to  your  inquiry,  we  think  the 
prospect  for  this  article  is  very  encouraging.  Stocks  arc- 
small,  and  we  understand  supplies  are  likely  to  be  very 
moderate  this  season,  in  which  case  we  may  expect  to  sec- 
fair  to  good  B.P.  qualities  fetching  Is.  If?,  to  Is.  2d.  per  lb. 
towards  the  winter.  As  regards  amygdalina,  it  is  difficult 
to  obtain  any,  as  it  is  all  being  used  on  the  other  side  for 
mining  purposes.  The  result  has  been  that  extreme  price- 
have  been  ruling  here  for  some  time  past  owing  to  scarcity, 
and  we  have  felt,  it  wise  not  to  quote  them  in  our  circular,  a-- 
it  might  be  misleading  to  shippers." 

So  far  the  wholesale  houses  do  not  appear  to  have  grasped; 
the  position,  and  the  result  is  that  a  short,  supply  is  expected 
for  the  retail  this  winter.  The  better  outlook  for  Australian 
eucalyptus-distillers  may  now  induce  fresh  interests.  In  th<  ■ 
past,  distillation  was  only  engaged  in  in  a  rather  desultory 
fashion,  few  people  in  the  line  making  an  effort  to  produo 
nearly  pure  oil.  Continental  purchasers  annually  take  mori 
oil,  much  of  which  is  imported  direct  from  the  Common- 
wealth. The  present,  favourable  turn  will  doubtless  have  the- 
effect  of  placing  the  business  on  a  sounder  basis. 

Rubber  Seed. 

Professor  Dunstan,  of  the  Imperial  Institute,  has  sent  s 
letter  to  the  Planters'  Association  of  Ceylon  drawing  the- 
attention  of  that  body  to  the  favourable  opportunity  which 
exists  at  present  for  placing  supplies  of  Para  rubber-seed' 
kernels  or  oil  on  the  European  markets.  The  letter  points 
out.  that  investigations  conducted  at  the  Imperial  Institute 
have  shown  that  Para  rubber-seed  oil  is  suitable  for  technical 
use  as  a  substitute  for  linseed  oil  and  similar  drying  oils,  and 
technical  trials  with  the  oil  conducted  by  manufacturers  at  the- 
suggestion  of  the  Imperial  Institute  have  afforded  conclusive 
confirmation  of  this  view.  Owing  to  a  variety  of  causes,  such 
as  the  failure  of  crops  and  the  application  of  certain  oils  to- 
new  uses,  there  is  at  present  a  great  scarcity  of  oil-seeds  and 
oils  in  Europe,  and  for  some  time  past  the  prices  of  these 
seeds  and  oils  have  been  rising  steadily.  Linseed  oil,  which 
was  worth  31/.  10s.  per  ton  a  year  ago,  is  selling  at  48?.  per  ton 
at  present.  It  is  probable  that  Para  rubber-seed  oil  would 
f  etch  about  the  same  price  or  possibly  at  first  a  little  less  than., 
linseed  oil,  and  it  seems  likely  that  Para  rubber-seed  kernels- 
would  now  realise  more  than  the  10?.  per  ton  at  which  they 
were  valued  in  1903.  In  considering  export  there  are  several! 
questions  to  be  considered.  The  Professor,  after  dealing  with 
the  cost  of  collection  and  the  methods  to  be  adopted  for  ex- 
porting the  produce,  concludes  by  stating  that  inquiries  have- 
been  received  at  the  Imperial  Institute  from  manufacturers 
desirous  of  obtaining  supplies  of  Para  rubber-seed  kernels  or 
oil,  and  from  this  and  the  facts  quoted  above  it  seems  certain, 
that  consignments  of  these  products  in  good  condition  would 
meet  with  a  ready  sale.  He  asks  the  Association  to  consider 
the  whole  question  and  inform  him  as  to  the  possibilities  of 
the  suggested  industry. 

Java  Coca. 

As  in  1910.  it.  is  estimated  that  the  harvest  of  coca-leaves 
from  the  Dutch  Government's  gutta-percha  plantations  at 
Tjipetir  will  be  75,000  kilos.,  valued  at  50c.  per  i  kilo.  The 
coca  is  being  grown  as  a  catch-crop  in  the  plantations. 

Cablegrams. 

Amsterdam,  September  28. — At  the  auction  of  cinchona- 
held  here  to-day  10,555  packages  were  offered,  of  which 
8,917  packages  sold  at  an  average  unit  of  3.12c.  per  half- 
kilo,  against  3.14c.  paid  at  the  auction  held  on  August  24. 

New  York,  September  28. — Business  in  this  market  is 
improving.  Opium  now  stands  at  $8  per  lb.,  and  is 
steady.  Cascara  sagrada  i,s  firm  at  9£c.  Curacao  aloes 
higher  at  8c.  Peppermint  oil  is  steady  at  $2.95.  Tohr 
balsam  ha.s  advanced  to  38c.  Golden  seal  root  (hydrastis;, 
is  quoted  at  the  nominal  price  of  $5  per  lb.  Milk-sugar 
has  advanced  to  14c.  per  lb.,  and  senega  is  steady  at  56c. 


The  Point  of  View. — A  subscriber  (165/57)  recently 
returned  from  the  Mediterranean  writes:  "It  is  interesting 
to  me  to  note  the  state  of  the  chemists'  trade  in  England  at 
the  present  day.  One  sees  through  different  spectacles  after 
a  nine  years'  sojourn  abroad." 

Citric  Materials.— The  "  Gazzetta  Ufficiale  "  (Rome)  of 
September  18  publishes  a  notice,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Industry  and  Commerce,  fixing  the  price  to  be- 
paid  to  holders  of  stocks  of  citrate  of  lime  and  concen- 
trated lemon  juioe  for  the  working  year  1911-1912  at  135  lire- 
per  quintal  (about  55s.  per  cwt.)  of  citrate  of  lime  (basis 
64  per  cent,  of  citric  acid)  or  for  an  equivalent  quantity  of 
concentrated  lemon  juice. — Board  of  Trade  Journal.

No  Prosecutions  Respecting  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

Sir, — Prosecutions  in  the  matter  of  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre  are  of  such  frequent  occurrence  that  I  have  wondered 
that  nothing  has  been  attempted  to  get  the  authorities  to 
exempt  it  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  B.P. 
acknowledges  that  it  is  unstable,  and  analysts  and  scien- 
tists agree  that  even  under  the  most  favourable  laboratory 
or  experimental  condition,  a  satisfactory  product  cannot 
■be  maintained.  The  introduction  of  a  Pure  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  is  for  the  protection  of  the  public  :  if  it  does 
not  comply  with  that  condition  it  fails  in  its  object ;  but 
aio  amount  of  prosecution  will  enforce  a  standard  which 
it  is  impossible  to  maintain.  It  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  it  was.  on  the  usefulness  of  the  old-fashioned  pre- 
paration, variable  as  it  was,  that  its  reputation  was  built 
up,  and  the  public  is  in  no  way  defrauded  by  being  sup- 
plied with  the  preparation  as  it  is  found  in  the  pharmacy. 
This  State  [Tasmania]  has  recently  passed  a  Pure  Food 
and  Drugs  Act.  which  fortunately  reserves  to  the  chief 
health  officer  discretionary  power  to  recommend  the  with- 
drawal of  such  things  as  he  considers  necessary  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  On  our  Society  bringing  the  matter 
of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  under  his  notice  the  C.H.O. 
expressed  himself  in  absolute  agreement  with  our  con- 
tention, and  no  proceedings  will  be  instituted ;  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  common-sense  view  will  recommend 
itself  to  other  authorities,  and  it  may  be,  if  wise  counsels 
prevail,  that  the  action  of  Tasmania  in  this  matter  may 
lead  "  The  Empire.'' — I  am,  Sir,  faithfully  yours,

Sir, — This  is  a  new  name  in  Great  Britain  ;  is  it  destined 
to  become  a  household  word  ?  I  doubt  it.  "  Rexall  " 
has  been  an  immense  success  in  America  in  recent  years,  but 
I  shall  be  extremely  surprised  if  it  takes  root  in  this 
country  to  any  extent.  The  conditions  are  so  very  different 
here  that  it  is  most  unlikely  that  it  would  be  a  success — ■ 
•certainly  it  can  never  attain  the  success  it  is  just  now 
enjoying  in  America.  True,  twenty  years  ago  we  did  not 
think  we  should  ever  see  a  limited  company  with  500  shopa 
in  Great  Britain,  which  I  believe  i.s  now  within  measure- 
able  distance,  and  therefore  it  is  very  unsafe  to  prophesy. 
I  think  there  is  at  least  one  point  in  which  the  writer  of 
last  week's  article  is  not  quite  correct.  It  would  be  a 
very  great  inducement  to  chemists  to  have  the  sole  agency 
of  a  well-advertised  line,  and  I  gather  from  the  article 
that  this  would  be  a  feature  of  the  "Rexall"  business, 
since  one  of  the  advantages  is  said  to  be  the  absolute 
monopoly  of  the  "Rexall"  goods.  There  is  some  mis- 
understanding here.  In  the  litigation  some  little  time 
ago  between  the  United  Drug  Co. ,  which  owns  the 
"'  Rexall  "  specialities,  and  the  Riker  Co.,  the  former 
denied  that  it  is  a  co-operative  concern,  and  affirmed  that 
it  had  never  distributed  exclusively  to  its  own  stock- 
holders, and  that  the  number  of  stockholders  has  not 
necessarily  been  limited  to  one  in  each  city  or  town.  It 
would  appear,  therefore,  that  there  is  no  reason  why  in 
cities  like  London,  Glasgow,  and  Liverpool  there  should 
not  be  a  series  of  "Rexall  "  stores  belonging  to  different 
proprietors  ;  in  fact,  such  a  series  would  be  necessary  if  the 
-vast  majority  of  the  inhabitants  are  not  to  be  deprived 
of  all  chances  of  getting  the  wonderful  benefits  offered 
them.  It  may  be  interesting  to  mention  that  the  United 
Drug  Co.  pays  the  largest  rental  that  has  ever  been  known 


to  be  paid  for  a  drug-store.  This  store  consists  of  the 
first  floor  of  the  Greeley  Square  Hotel  in  New  York  City, 
and  the  yearly  rent  is  $110,000  (22,000/.).  The  superficial 
area  amounts  to  5,500  square  feet,  so  that  this  means  a 
rental  of  41.  per  square  foot.  Where  in  all  Great  Britain 
could  any  drug-store  ever  hope  to  pay  any  such  sum,  or 
even  the  tenth  of  it,  in  rent?  In  other  towns,  such  as 
Boston,  corresponding  rents  are  paid.  The  features  in 
American  business  that  make  it  possible  to  pay  such  rents, 
and  that  are  not  possible  here,  are,  first  and  foremost,  the 
soda-fountain.  This  is  well  known  to  be  the  most  profit- 
able line  in  America  ;  here  the  climate  effectually  shuts  it 
out.  Then  here  the  cigar  and  tobacco  trade  is  in  the 
hands  of  tobacconists,  while  in  America  it  is  shared  by 
the  druggist.  Only  the  other  day  I  read  of  an  American 
druggist  whose  tobacco  drawings  alone  ran  into  some 
$12,000  a  year.  There  is  also  the  candy-trade,  a. 
large  item  in  America,  while  here  it  is  in  the  hands  of 
confectioners.  All  these  profitable  side-lines  help  to  swell 
the  returns  of  druggists  in  America,  but  here  we  do  not 
depend  on  any  of  them.  As  to  the  "Rexall  "  scheme,  its 
fatal  drawback  in  this  country  would  be  the  fact  that  the 
"  Rexall  "  specialities  are  largely  cures  for  ailments.  The 
chemist  who  took  up  the  agency  and  boomed  it  would  need 
to  bid  farewell  to  dispensing,  for  the  doctors  would  be  up 
in  arms  against  any  advertising  scheme  of  the  kind.  My 
own  idea  is  that  no  good-class  chemist  would  dream  of 
pushing  "Rexall"  goods,  and  that  only  the  second-rate 
men  would  be  found  willing  to  take  up  the  agency.  Con- 
sequently I  am  amazed  to  see  pharmacists  of  the  standing 
of  those  mentioned  in  your  article  allowing  themselves  to 
be  made  the  pawns  in  such  a  smart  piece  of  advertising 
as  their  presence  at  the  annual  business  meeting  of  the 
company,  which  you  politely  call  a  "convention."

Sir, — I  was  greatly  interested  in  your  article  on  Rexall 
in  your  issue  of  September  23.  It  seems  to  me  that  while 
the  Rexall  system  is  a  very  good  thing  for  the  agent,  it 
is  going  to  be  rather  hard  lines  on  the  smaller  men.  1 
should  like  to  hear  that  the  goods  were  to  be  withheld 
from  the  multiple-shop  companies,  as  otherwise  it  will 
give  them  a  bigger  pull  with  the  public  than  ever.  It  is 
"up  to"  all  progressive  pharmacists  to  see  that  they 
get  the  agency  for  their  district,  when  the  time  comes, 
although  we  shall  be  quite  helpless  if  some  companies 
take  over  three  or  four  hundred  agencies  at  one  swoop.

A  Liverpool  Chemist  (168/39)  writes:  "  A  gentleman 
connected  with  the  Rexall  Co.  called  upon  a  retailer  close 
to  his  hotel  here  in  search  of  knowledge  of  the  drug-trade. 
It  was  suggested  to  him  that  he  had  better  see  the 
President  of  the  local  Chemists'  Association,  but  this  he 
declined.  He  wanted  to  know  all  about  rents,  rates,  and 
taxes,  and  when  told  the  average  turnover  in  this  country 
he  gasped  for  breath.  He  got  as  much  knowledge  as  was 
good  for  his  health,  and  went  off  fortified  with  a  copy  of 
the  Summer  Issue  of  the  0.  iL-  D.  to  digest  on  the  voyage 
home.  What  struck  the  man  behind  the  counter  was  his 
lack  of  knowledge  of  British  pharmaceutical  trading  and 
his  pleasant  manner,  so  different  from  the  average 
individual  who  comes  over  in  the  saloon  boasting  of  the 
conquests  he  is  going  to  make,  and  after  a  short  time  is 
glad  to  get  back  home  in  the  steerage,  his  opinion  of 
John  Bull  being  decidedly  altered." 

Proposed  B.P.  Essential-oil  Monographs. 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  criticisms  of 
Messrs.  Hill  and  Umney  on  my  objections  to  the  report 
of  the  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  regarding  the 
B.P.  proposed  essential-oil  standards.  It  appears,  how- 
ever, that  they  have  given  me  little  to  reply  to.  I  ask 
any  of  your  readers  to  compare  my  notes  and  the  letter  of 
Messrs.  Hill  and  Umney,  and  I  think  it  will  be  obvious 
that  my  principal  criticisms  remain  unanswered.  The 
matter  is  of  such  importance,  however,  that  I  feel  obliged 
to  enter  into  these  points  again.  I  venture  to  say  that  if 
the  monographs  as  suggested  for  otto  of  rose,  lemon  oil, 
and  aniseed  oil  are  adopted,  the  compilers  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia will  have  earned  the  sincere  thanks  of  those 
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unscrupulous  essential-oil  dealers  who  make  a  practice  of 
standardising  down  to  the  B.P.  standards.  The  following 
are  the  few  answers  I  would  make  to  Messrs.  Hill  and 
Umney's  letter.  I  am  under  no  wrong  impression  as  to 
what  the  intentions  of  the  framers  of  pharmacopceial  mono- 
graphs are.  I  never  hinted  that  there  was  of  necessity 
any  relation  between  Mincing  Lane  and  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
but  as  many  pharmacopceial  substances  are  handled  in 
Mincing  Lane,  the  method  of  dealing  with  them  chemically 
must  rationally,  be  the  same.  Indeed,  I  fail  to  see  where 
there  is  any  room  for  differences  between  any  standards 
of  purity,  whether  for  the  purposes  of  the  pharmacist, 
the  merchant,  or  the  public  analyst. 

Menthol. — I  have  only  to  repeat  that  all  investigators 
of  pure  menthol  agree  as  to  the  melting-point,  as  do  Messrs. 
Schimmel  &  Co.,  and  as  do  the  compilers  of  the  latest  Phar- 
macopoeia— "  Deutsches  Arzneibuch." 

Aniseed  Oil. — There  is  nothing  in  Messrs.  Hill  and 
Umney's  letter  that  answers  my  statement  that  every 
Pharmacopoeia  which  quotes  a  congealing-point  for  this 
oil  gives  a  minimum  of  15°  C.  (except  in  one  case  14°). 
Oil  which  passes  the  B.P.  standards  has  been  regularly 
rejected  at  the.  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States,  and 
it  is  an  open  secret  that  John  Chinaman  prepares  the  oil 
with  a  congealing-point  of  10°  to  12°  for  the  English 
market.  While  the  B.P.  standards  encourage  this  adultera- 
tion, the  confectioners,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  the  whole- 
sale druggists  and  essential-oil  dealers,  insist  on  a  15°  con- 
gealing-point on  their  contracts,  So  that  the  B.P.  stan- 
dard for  this  oil  becomes  to-day  almost  harmless,  because 
it  is  so  seldom  used.  Surely  it  would  be  better  that  the 
new  B.P.  standard  should  become  an  operative  one  again. 

Eucalyptus  Oil. — I  do  not  think  it  is  right  to  say  that 
Messrs.  Schimmel  &  Co.  have  rejected  the  U.S. P.  method. 
It  may  be  a  fact,  but  what  is  the  qualification  ?  They 
have  rejected  the  phosphoric-acid  method  altogether  in 
favour  of  the  resorcinol  method,  and  have  certainly  not 
rejected  the  U.S. P.  modification  in  favour  of  the  B.P. 
modification  of  the  phosphoric-acid  method. 

Cinnamon  Oil. — Here  again  there  is  no  reply  to  my 
remarks.  I  did  not  compare  the  values  obtained  by  either 
the  neutral  or  the  acid-sulphite  methods.  I  said  that  they 
both  give  concordant  results  inter  se.  My  argument  was 
that  every  Pharmacopoeia  that  uses  the  process,  and  I 
quoted  a  long  list  of  them',  employs  the  acid  sulphite,  and 
that  all  commercial  contracts  for  oils  containing  absorbable 
aldehydes,  both  in  London  and  in  the  East,  are  based 
on  the  use  of  acid  sulphite;  also  I  objected  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  setting  itself  against  this  mass  of  published 
authority.  Messrs.  Hill  and  Umney  dismiss  my  argument 
with  the  words,  "  We  prefer  the  neutral  sulphite  process, 
,  and  we  fail  to  see  how  the  Pharmacopoeia  monograph  on 
cinnamon  oil  affects  a  Mincing  Lane  '  monograph  '  for  cassia 
oil."  I  think,  sir,  you  will  agree  that  my  argument  remains 
absolutely  unanswered. 

Lemon  Oil. — It  is  true  that  in  September  1910  Messrs. 
Hill  and  Umney  indicated  their  preference  for  the 
hydroxylamine  process ;  my  point  was,  however,  that  late 
in  1911  the  Committee  has  not  indicated  its  preference, 
but  says  that  the  processes  are  under  investigation,  and 
at  the  same  time  give  a  figure  which  means  nothing  with- 
out a  process  indicated.  If  3.5  per  cent,  be  fixed  as  the 
minimum  limit  with  this  process,  then  I  think  lemon 
terpenes  will  rapidly  rise  in  price  ! 

Otto  of  Rose. — I  regret  that  Messrs.  Hill  and  Umney 
adhere  to  the  suggested  figures  for  otto  of  rose.  I  main- 
tain that  they  are  far  too  wide,  and  will  encourage  admix- 
ture, and  I  think  they  will  find  that  all  Continental 
observers  agree  in  the  main  with  my  figures. 

Sandalwood  Oil. — Surely  the  controversy  between 
American  chemists  and  European  chemists  on  this  point 
must  be  fresh  in  everyone's  mind.  The  outcome  of  it 
was  that  the  immense  majority  of  opinion  of  essential-oil 
experts  was  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  lower  the  rotation 
for  the  sake  of  an  isolated  abnormal  sample,  and  so 
encourage  standardisation  downwards  by  the  sophistica- 
tors.

Are  Examinations  Needed  ? 
Sir, — I  am  very  pleased  to  read  "  Nomen's "  second 
letter,  as  it  will  do  much  to  neutralise  any  harm  that  his 


first  might  do,  by  showing  that  pharmacy  is  no  road  for 
those  who  want  to  get  rich  quickly,  and  I  hope  that  sharp 
young  fellows  whose  only  aim  is  to  make  money  quickly 
will  turn  their  efforts  to  some  more  lucrative  trade  or 
profession  the  entrance  to  which  is  easier.  Not  that  I 
wish  to  suggest  the  facilis  est  descensus  Averni  either  to 
"  Nomen  "  or  to  "  Xrayser  II.,"  although  it  is  the  latter 
that  is  to  be  blamed  or  thanked  for  this  discussion  by 
suggesting  an  easier  Preliminary  or  Minor.  He  should 
have  remembered  that  the  stringent  Preliminary  is  to 
keep  out  the  half-taught  lads  who  go  to  swell  the  ranks  of 
■the  unqualified  assistants  and  drug-store  keepers,  and  that 
the  scientific  knowledge  required  for  the  Minor  enables 
the  modern  pharmacist  to  take  the  professional  standing 
that  it  ought  to  be  his  pride  to  deserve  and  sustain.  I, 
like  "  Nomen,"  have  been  told  that  my  customers  could 
get  things  cheaper  elsewhere.  Once,  I  remember,  I  refused 
to  sell  for  Is',  a  patent  medicine  that  the  customer  told 
me  was  to  be  got  for  10±d.  ;  it  may  not  have  been  wise  of 
me,  but  I  did  it.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  a  regular 
customer  for  whom  I  make  a  6-oz.  tablespoonful-doses 
mixture  for  6d.,  because  the  recipe  was  written  in  English 
and  the  retail  price  of  the  constituents  would  be  2d.  But, 
to  resume,  it  is  curious  that  a  man  of  "  Nomen's"  ex- 
perience should  say  that  success  in  examinations  ought  to 
lead  to  success  in  life  or  in  business  when  our  every- day- 
experience  shows  the  contrary.  The  schoolmaster,  the 
lawyer,  the  doctor,  and  the  parson  are  all  examined  men, 
but  they  are  not  all  rich  or  successful,  and  we  pharmacists 
must  be  careful  not  to  over-estimate  the  value  to  the  public 
of  the  services  we  render,  for  we  are  shopkeepers,  in  spite 
of  our  professional  status,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  profits 
on  some  of  our  goods  makes  up  for  the  smallness  of  that 
on  patents  or  NaHCO.,  and  alum.  To  conclude,  there 
will  always  be  plenty  of  men  who  can  run  a  drug-store 
and  "make  a  good  thing  of  it,"  but  what  we  pharmacists 
have  to  do  is  to  make  the  labourer  worthy  of  his  hire  by- 
cultivating  to  the  utmost  those  branches  of  our  business 
that  the  drug-store  man  cannot  do,  and  which  the  public 
knows  better  than  to  trust  him  with.

Linimentum  Terebinthinse,  B.P. 

gIR. — The  comments  on  lin.  terebinth.  B.P.  contri- 
buted by  "  Eugene  Aram  "  to  the  G.  <£•  D.,  September  23, 
seem  rather  amusing,  and  not  at  all  instructive.  I  must, 
admit  the  modus  operandi  of  the  B.P.  for  making  this 
preparation  is  by  no  means  satisfactory.  It  is  as  absurd 
to  add  acid,  hydrochlor.  dil.  to  neutralise  the  limited 
excess  of  alkali  in  the  soft  soap,  as  to  criticise  the  stan- 
dard preparations  of  good  wholesale  houses.    The  best, 
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easiest,  and  most  satisfactory  way  of  making  lin.  terebinth. 
B.P.  is  as  follows  :  Rub  the  camphor  and  soap  together  to 
a  smooth  paste,  add  half  the  amount  of  water,  rub  until 
smooth,  then  add  half  the  turpentine,  rub  again,  add  the 
remainder  of  water,  and  then  the  rest  of  the  turpentine; 
If  made  in  this  way  the  liniment  turns  out  a  beautiful 
liniment  which  neither  separates  nor  becomes  thick;  and 
to  prove  the  fault  is  not  in  the  soft  soap  I  have  used  the 
commonest  (as  an  experiment)  with  equally  as  good  and 
.satisfactory  result.  1  shall  be  glad  to  hear  of  any  further 
comments  respecting  this  preparation.

Infants'  Foad  for  Tasmania. 

Sir, — I  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  makers  of 
infants'  food  to  the  regulation  under  the  Pure  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  which  will  come  into  force  in  this  State  on 
March  1  next  [noted  in  the  C.  ,i-  J)..  July  29].  After 
citing  that  infants'  food  shall  be  compn.-ed  of  fond  sub- 
stances so  as  to  possess  special  nutritive  and  assimilative 
properties,  and  that  foods  containing  starch  and  those 
which  do  not  conform  approximately  to  human  milk  shall 
be  labelled  as  "  Not  suitable  for  infants  under  the  age 
of  six  months,"  it  continues  : 

"  Thorp  shall  be  written  on  the  principal  label  attached 
•to  any  package  containing  any  article  of  food  described  as 
or  purporting  to  be  infants'  food  a  statement  of  the 
ingredients  contained  in  it.  and  of  the  properties  or  grounds 
on  which  the  claim  of  special  suitability  for  infants  is 
based." 

We  who  have  to  comply  with  the  law  are  thus  placed  in 
an  awkward  predicament,  as  it  is  hardly  to  be  expected 
that  manufacturers  in  England  will  alter  their  labels  to 
suit  the  trade,  which  eventuates  from  a  population  of 
200,000  people.  The  difficulty  can,  1  think,  be  got  over 
if  manufacturers  will  have  "lie  required  information 
printed  on  gummed  labels  and  posted  out  addressed  "  The 
Secretary,  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Coolis  Chambers, 
Elizabeth  Street,  Hobart,  Tasminia."  and  we  will  see  to 
the  distribution.  It  may  be  well  in  this  connection  to 
point  out  that  a  second  conference  of  public  officers  of 
health  of  all  the  States  is  likely  to  be  called  early  next 
year,  and  it.  is  probable  that  an  effort  will  be  made  to 
bring  about  uniformity,  in  which  case  the  inducement  to 
have  the  information  supplied  in  the  main  body  of  the  label 
will  be  sufficiently  great  to  have  new  labels  printed  for 
the  Australian  trade.

Oil  of  Wintorgreen. 

Sir, — I  observe  that  a  New  York  firm,  in  some  comments 
on  Dr.  Wiley's  case,  makes  the  following  remarks  : 

"  Like  the  grocery-trade,  the  drug-business  is  full  of  oppor- 
tunity for  fraud,  and.  like  that  trade,  there  are  false  prac- 
tices still  existing  that  are  practically  impossible  to  remove. 
Take  oil  of  wintergreen.  for  example.  This  sells  for  $4.50 
a  pound,  and  the  purchaser  doesn't  know  then  whether  he  is 
getting  wintergreen  for  $4.50,  oil  of  birch  for  $1.65,  or  even 
artificial  wintergreen  for  about  35c.  The  three  are  chemically 
and  scientifically  identical,  and  substitution  is  impossible  to 
detect.  For  this  reason  we  have  given  up  its  sale,  for  we 
eannot  guarantee  its  purity." 

This  statement  is  surprising  to  me,  for  I  have  always 
considered  that  genuine  oil  of  wintergreen  can  be  distin- 


guished from  oil  of  birch,  and  both  of  these  from  methyl 
salicylate.  Will  some  expert  in  essential-oil  matters  please- 
tell  me  if  I  am  wrong.  Yours,  etc..

Methylated  Spirit  and  Other  Empties. 
A  methylated-spirit  maker  is  suing  a  pharmacist  for  the- 
value  of  empty  drums  (methylated  spirit,  colz,a  oil,  etc.),  on 
the  ground  that  they  were  not  returned  in  three  months,  as 
stated  on  invoice.  The  cheque  was  sent  in  full  (without  any 
deduction)  for  the  goods,  and  the  returns  were  sent  pex- 
railway  at  the  same  time  to  balance  the  account.  The  firm 
returned  the  cheque  and  refused  to  receive  the  empties  on 
above  grounds,  although  they  were  in  good  condition,  and  as 
the  10-gal.  drums  are  charged  10.*.  each  and  a  2-gal.  tin 
2.v.  bd.  (their  cost  being  perhaps  a  little  over  half  those  priccs\ 
a  precedent  is  liable  to  be  established.  Mcth.  Spt.  (171/34) 
would  be  glad  to  learn  from  others  their  experience  on  the 
following  points  : 

1.  Is  it  your  experience  that  makers  enforce  the  return  of 
containers  within  the  term  stated  on  invoice? 

2.  Is  it  their  custom  to  deduct  the  price  of  the  drums  on 
payment  of  account  and  send  credit-note  for  them  in  full 
when  returned  in  good  condition  after  the  three  months  have; 
expired  ? 

3.  Is  it  the  custom  of  dealers  in  oils  (colza,  etc.)  in  drums 
to  allow  in  full  for  them  when  returned  in  good  condition 
after  a  much  longer  time  has  elapsed  than  the  three  months 
stated  on  invoice '! 

4.  Is  it  the  custom  to  invoice  these  containers  at  nearly 
double  their  value  ?

Acetic  Egg  Liniment. 

J.  TI.  (161/19)  wants  to  know  how  to  make  the  following 


emulsion  non-separable  :

[Place  the  eggs  in  a  bottle  with  the  water  and  -shake 
together  till  the  eggs  are  broken  up  and  uniformly  diffused ; 
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-hen  add  in  five  or  six  successive  portions  the  turpentine, 
in  which  the  camphor  and  origanum  oil  have  been  dissolved, 
shaking  after  each  addition  ;  lastly,  introduce  the  acetic  acid 
in  the  same  way,  and  finish  by  shaking  vigorously.  This 
.makes  a  beautiful  non-separating  cream.  It  occasionally 
happens  through  faulty  manipulation  that  separation  occurs 
m  a  combination  of  this  sort  during  the  first  day  or  so  after 
making,  but  a  good  shake  once  a  clay  for  a  few  days  usually 
"brings  the  preparation  right.] 

Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  Legal  Advice  Section  of  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggist* 
Diary,"  ign,  p.  43s,  before  writing  about  your  difficulty, 

S.  T.  F.  (170/1). — Can  two  persons  register  themselves  as 
a.  limited-liability  company''  If  so,  can  they  carry  on  a 
■chemist-business  provided  one  is  qualified?  [Yes.  See 
C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  226  ("private  company")  and  p.  439.] 

Kimia,  (171/58). — The  cross  used  by  you  is  a  Maltese  cross, 
red  on  yellow  ground,  so  that  it  does  not  come  within  the 
Terms  of  the  Geneva  Convention  Act.  Use  of  the  words  "  Red 
•Cross"  must,  however,  be  sanctioned  by  the  Army  Council. 

Cardinc  (166/72). — The  best  protection  for  an  invented 
•word  used  for  a  toilet  preparation  is  to  have  it  registered  as 
.u  trade-mark  if  possible.  You  cannot  register  the  copyright 
of  a  single  word.  Sometimes  a  whole  label  is  entered  at 
Stationers'  Hall,  but'  that  does  not  protect  a  part  of  it,  such 
.■as  the  title. 

Subscriber  (109/9). — "For  all  Kinds  of  Sores"  makes  an 
ointment  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty,  subject  to  the 
exemption  as  to  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies — 
■e.g.,  by  stating  on  the  label  "  Prepared  according  to  '  P.F.' 
or  C.  &  D.  Diary."  The  formula  may  be  sent  to  us  for 
publication. 

Dispatch  (163/20). — (1)  It  is  impossible  to  say  without 
fuller  particulars  what  would  be  the  best  way  of  protecting 
the  method  of  carding  goods.  You  w  ill  find,  however,  in 
The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  the  methods  of  register- 
ing copyright  designs  and  patenting  novelties,  in  one  of 
which  classes  your  invention  will  probably  fall.  (2)  We 
are  much  obliged  for  your  note  on  the  dental  matter. 

Gentian  (163/62). — We  do  not  undertake  to  find  out  whether 
particular  names  are  registered  trade-marks.  You  can, 
however,  readily  find  out  in  the  most  effective  way  by  sending 
in  an  application  for  registration,  as  mentioned  in  the  article 
on  "  Trade-marks ''  in  The  Chemists'  and.  Druggists'  Diary. 
In  the  case  of  the  ointment  and  liniment  there  is  nothing  dis- 
tinctive that  you  can  register,  but  you  could  readily  have  a 
definitely  designed  label  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  registra- 
tion. 

F.  H.  (167/6)  uses  a  label  for  an  ointment  which  is  described 
as  "  Red  Cross — Ointment,"  and  the  Geneva  ero.->s  (red  on 
white  ground)  is  also  used.  He  also  uses  the  Geneva  cross 
similarly  on  a  name-and-address  label.  He  asks  if  these 
■come  within  the  Geneva  Convention  Act.  [Yes.  Applica- 
tion for  permission  to  use  the  title  and  the  cross  should  be 
addressecl  to  the  Secretary,  Army  Council,  War  Office,  White- 
hall, London,  S.W.] 

F.  jY.  (167/5)  asks  how  the  new  regulation  as  to  the  sale  of 
spirits  of  salt  will  apply  to  gallon  and  2-gallon  quantities. 
^The  regulation  applies  to  sales  by  retail,  and  quantity  is 
not  necessarily  the  controlling  factor  as  to  whether  a  sale  is 
retail  or  wholesale.  'Sales  in  a  retail  shop  are  generally 
retail,  and  we  consider  it  advisable  for  retail  vendors  to  make 
all  containers  for  mineral  acids  "distinguishable  by  touch  " 
from  ordinary  containers.  Thus  spirits  jars  should  not  be 
used  for  spirits  of  salt,  unless  corrugated  paper  or  other  dis- 
tinguishing material  is  securely  attached  to  the  jars.] 

Alpha  (168/30)  proposes  to  have  blank  labels  for  mineral 
acids,  with  "  Poisonous — Not  to  be  taken  "  and  his  name  and 
address  on  them,  writing  the  name  of  the  substance  when 
required.  He  has  been  told  that  it  is  illegal  to  write  the 
name  of  the  substance,  and  that  it  must  be  printed.  [There 
is  an  exceptional  amount  of  erroneous  statement,  about  regard- 
ing the  matter.  This  is  the  latest  example.  The  regulation 
of  March  22  specifics  that  the  words  "  Not  to  be  taken  "  shall 
be  "  distinctly  printed  "  on  the  label,  but  there  is  nothing 
either  in  the  Act  or  the  regulations  as  to  printing  the  name 
of  the  substance.  The  Act  requires  that  the  substances  shall 
be  "distinctly  labelled,"  and  writing  the  name  of  the  sub- 
stance— e.g.,  "  Spirits  of  Salt  "—on  a  blank  label  is  quite 
legal.  We  question_  if  the  expression  "  distinctly  printed  " 
in  the  regulation  is  enforceable  as  regards  "  Not  to  be 
taken,"  the  Act  giving  no  provision  for  "  printing  "  :  merely 
for  "  labelling."]

Nameless  Querists. — We  call  attention  to  the  first  rule  of 
our  correspondence  section,  viz.  :  "  All  communications  must 
be  accompanied  by  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  writers, 
otherwise  they  cannot  be  dealt  with."  Wo  receive  queries 
daily  with  which  no  name  and  address  are  given.  The 
address-label  of  the  wrapper  in  which  the  ('.  tfi  D.  is  sent 
serves  as  a  coupon,  and  may  be  used  by  querists. 

Piscus  (159/8). — Tinned  Salmon. — The  process  of  tinning 
or  canning  salmon  consists  in  cutting  up  freshly  killed  salmon 
into  slices  the  thickness  of  the  tin  and  putting  the  slices 
into  brine  (2.4°  B.)  for  an  hour.  The  salmon  is  then  packed 
into  the  tins,  ami  any  empty  space  filled  either  with  brine 
(3°  B.)  or  a  solution  of  alum  (1  oz.  to  3  gals.),  the  object  of 
the  latter  being  to  harden  the  flesh  and  prevent  it  falling  to 
pieces.  The  tins  are  then  closed  and  "  processed,"  which 
consists  in  heating  them  at  222°  F.  for  from  forty-five  minutes 
(for  5-lb.  tins)  to  two  hours  (for  2-lb.  tins),  after  which  they 
are  cooled  off  with  cold  water.  There  is  another  method  in 
which  the  salmon  is  preserved  in  oil.  In  this  case  the  slices 
after  being  taken  from  the  brine-bath  are  dried  and  cooked 
in  hot  oil.  The  slices  are  laid  on  paper  on  a  wire  tray  and 
lowered  into  the  oil.  which  is  of  such  a  temperature  that  the 
fish  is  not  fried.  After  draining,  the  'slices  are  packed  into 
tins  covered  with  oil.  and  on  the  top  of  each  is  placed  a 
piece,  of  bay-leaf,  a  clove,  and  three  peppercorns.  The  tins 
arc  fastened  down  and  "  processed  "  as  above. 

C.  F.  (155/41).— Tempera-painting. — The  surface  upon  which 
the  painting  is  to  be  clone  must  bo  free  from  alkalinity,  this 
Wing  tested  by  means  of  litmus  or  phenolphthalein  paper. 
The  surface  is  then  washed  with  distilled  water  and  next 
coated  with  weak  size.  The  pigments  employed  are  those 
used  for  water-colour  paintings,  the  medium  being  egg-yolk 
emulsion,  size  or  prepared  white  of  egg,  serving  the  double 
purpose  of  binding  together  the  particles  of  colour  and  the 
pigment  to  the  ground.  Egg-yolk  emulsion  is  egg-yolk 
diluted  with  water  or  a  small  quantity  of  prepared  white  of 
egg.  which  is  managed  by  diluting  white  of  egg  with  water, 
shaking,  and  straining  through  muslin.  The  prepared  white 
of  egg  is  employed  as  a  medium  per  se.  It  is  usual  to  add 
for  the  purposes  of  preservation  a  little  oil  of  cloves  or  a 
small  piece  of  camphor.  The  varnish,  which  is  the  final  step, 
is  made  of  sandarac  and  linseed  oil. 

Quinos  (160/5). — Influenza-drops. — The  following  is  of  the 
type  you  desire,  this  particular  recipe  having  been  found  in 
practice  to  be  very  efficacious  :

/■'.  T.  B.  (159/62). — Softening  Cotton  and  Linen. — Turkey- 
red  oil,  also  known  as  soluble  oil  and  sulphonated  oil,  is 
employed  for  this  purpose.  It  does  not  affect  mercerising. 
The  process  of  preparing  this  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D., 
December  4,  1909,  p.  880. 

Bivicra  (163/8). — English  Chemists'  Assistants  in  Italy.— 
In  the  Italian  Riviera  an  English  assistant  without  previous 
Continental  experience  should  obtain  250f.  per  month  out- 
doors and  200f.  indoors.  Good  pension  can  be  obtained  at 
from  80f.  to  lOOf.  monthly.  By  "pension''  is  meant  food 
only,  as  in  nearly  every  case  on  the  Italian  Riviera  the 
employer  finds  a  bedroom  for  the  assistant.  If  the  assistant 
has  the  option  of  being  indoors,  he  will  find  himself  very 
comfortable.  250f.  is  usually  allowed  for  travelling  expenses. 
The  season  is  in  most  cases  six  or  seven  months.  In  some 
cases  a  commission  of  about  3  per  cent,  is  paid  on  the  English 
returns.  The  work  is  not  top  hard,  the  climatic  conditions 
are  deliehtful,  and  as  a  rule  every  consideration  is  shown 
to  the  English  assistant.  Should  the  assistant  acquire  an 
extra  language  he  will  be  able  for  the  second  season  to 
obtain  from  300f.  to  350f.  per  month  ;  it  all  clei>ends  upon 
his  linguistic  ability.  The  conditions  are  considered  to  be 
superior  to  those  prevailing  in  England,  and  the  experience 
gained  is  invaluable. 

F.  T.  C.  (164/21)  wants  to  know  what  is  the  disease  among 
ducks  in  which  the  symptoms  are  as  follows  :  Black  rouni 
the  eyes,  loss  of  voice,  off  feed  ;  strongest  ducks  attacked ; 
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no  contagion;  live  in  this  condition  for  months,  but  no 
recovery.  [The  ducks  are  suffering  from  an  affection  of  the 
fiver  of  long  standing,  and  are  past  curing.  Mild  cases  may 
l>e  cured  by  repeated  doses  of  blue  pill  or  Epsom  salts,  the 
ducks  being  housed  in  well-ventilated  and  dry  quarters.  In 
very  warm  weather  the  ducks  must  be  protected  from  the 
heat,  and  nothing  is  better  for  this  purpose  than  shrubberies 
or  trees  and  bushes  growing  on  .the  banks  of  the  pond  to 
keep  off  the  strong  rays  of  the  sun.] 

Cortex  (158/37). — CINEMATOGRAPH -FILM  CEMENT. — For  the 
inflammable  variety  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  amy]  acetate 
and  acetone  is  employed;  for  the  non-inflammable  kind, 
acetone  alone,  or  liquid  glue  made  with  acetic  acid.

— This  is  an  o'd-fashioned 
fixative  for  the  hair,  but  can  hardly  be  described  as  pro- 
moting the  growth.    The  formula  is  :

Put  the  gum  into  a  40-oz.  bottle  and  mix  w  ith  the  spirit  in 
which  the  oils  have  previously  bo°n  dissolved  ;  then  add  the 
water,  when  a  homogeneous  mucilage  results. 

Statim  (163/16). — Glutoid  Capsules. — We  do  not  think 
that  gelatin  cansules  hardened  by  formalhehyde  can  have 
any  injurious  effect  on  the  health  of  a  person  to  whom  they 
are  administered.  The  amount  of  formaldehyde  employed 
for  dipping  the  capsules  is  very  small. 

Jofflfn  (157/57). — We  have  no  recipe  that  fits  your  label, 
but  suggest  that,  a  mixture  of  tincture  of  quinine  and  syrup 
of  orange-peel  will  meet  the  case. 

Mizpih  (155/20). — Aluminium  Paint. — We  are  not  con- 
vinced that  it  is  the  tin  container  that  causes  the  -deteriora- 
tion of  the  aluminium  paint  in  course  of  time.  You  could 
settle  this  point  by  coating  the  interior  of  the  tins  with 
paraffin-wax  and  keeping  the  paint,  therein  for  a  long  period. 
The  coating  is  easily  effected  by  placing  melted  paraffin-wax 
in  the  hot  tins  and  draining  out  the  surplus  wax. 

IF.  G.  (164/71).— Logwood-ink.— The  following  is  a  good 
formula  for  this  type  of  ink  :

Xi  mo  (165/58). — There  is  no  "known,  approved,  and 
admitted  remedy  "  for  neuralgia  bearing  the  number  you 
give. 

.1//  Black  (159/54). — Veterinary  Iodine-preparation  for  the 
treatment  of  ringbone,  side-bone,  chapped  hocks,  curbs,  etc. — 
This  is  an  organic  compound  of  iodine  prepared  by  repeated 
iodising  of  sesame  oil  by  means  of  iodine  monochloride. 

E.  P.  (167/16). —  Massage-paste.—  This  crumbly  paste  con- 
sists of  boric  acid,  coloured  pink,  perfumed  with  rose- 
geranium,  and  mixed  with  a  small  proportion  of  hard 
paraffin.

— The  sample  of  ointment  about  the  uses 
of  which  you  give  no  particulars  could  be  imitated  by  mixing 
zinc  ointment  with  lanoline. 

Table-jelly  (163/11). — Jelly  Squares. — The  following  recipe 
is  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  and  supplies  the- 
information  you  desire  : 

White  sugar  ...    ...  16  lb. 

Glucose    8  lb. 

Gelatin    3£  lb. 

Water   2  qts. 

Citric  acid     ...       ...       ...       ...  ljoz. 

Oil  of  lemon  ...    ...      1  oz. 

Salicylic  acid         ...       ...       ...       5  oz. 

Orange-colouring    ...       ...       ...  a  sufficiency 

Soak  the  gelatin  until  soft  in  sufficient  water  tocover.it. 
Boil  the  sugar  and  half  the  glucose  in  water  to  a  temperature 
of  245°  F.  ;  remove  the  pan  from  the  fire  and  gently  stir  in 
the  remainder  of  the  glucose,  the  gelatin,  and  the  acid. 
Let  the  pan  remain  a  short  time,  then  skim  off  the  top  ;  next 
add  the  oil  of  lemon,  previously  mixed  with  4  oz.  of  rectified 
spirit.  Run  the  mixture  into  tins,  and  when  cold  cut  to  size. 
Dust  the  squares  with  powdered  glucose  and  rice-flour  equal 
parts.  To  the  dusting-powder  5  per  cent,  of  boric  acid  may 
be  added.  This  is  for  a  lemon-flavoured  jelly.  The  other 
flavours  are  as  follows  :  Orange. — Oil  of  orange  g  oz..  citric 
acid  1  oz.,  and  orange-flower  water  8  oz.  Strawberry. — Use 
2  oz.  citric  acid,  essence  of  strawberry  8  oz.,  and  cochineal, 
colouring  a  sufficiency.  Raspberry. — The  same  proportions 
of  acid,  flavour,  and  colouring  as  for  strawberry. 

F.  B.  G.  (160/59).— Plant-lice. — The  plague  of  lice  on 
tomato  and  cucumber  plants  is  best  attacked  by  employ- 
ing a  soap-spray  or  lime  and  sulphur  wash.  Particulars  of 
the  mode  of  preparing  these  were  given  in  The  Chemists'  anil 
Druggists'  Diary,  1910,  pp.  223  and  224.
